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THE  WILLIAMS  FAMILY 


Biographical  Sketch  of  One  of  Pike 
County's  Prominent  Families 

One  of  the  prominent  families  of  this  and 
adjoining  counties  is  the  WILLIAMS  family  of 
Hartford  Township.  William  Williams  was  a 
native  of  the  bluegrass  region  of  Kentucky  and 
sprung  from  a  hardy,  intelligent  race  of  people, 
who  were  noted  far  and  wide  for  their  liberal 
views  on  all  questions  and  for  their  innate  cour¬ 
tesy  and  hospitality.  The  older  Williams  was 
married  to  a  Miss  Ashley,  a  close  relative  of  the 
Hon.  William  Henry  Ashley,  one  of  the  pioneer 
statesmen  who  settled  in  St.  Louis  at  an  early  date 
and  became  quite  noted  in  the  early  politics  of  the 
state.  He  served  one  term  as  Lt.  Governor  and 
two  terms  as  a  member  of  congress  in  1832  and 
1834.  The  town  of  Ashley  and  a  prominent  street 
in  St.  Louis  are  named  in  his  honor.  He  is  buried 
in  Cooper  County  near  the  Missouri  River  on  a 
grant  of  land  donated  to  him  for  services  rendered 
the  government. 

Mr.  Williams  and  family  emigrated  from 
Logan  Co.,  Ky.  to  this  state  in  1814,  when  Missouri 
was  yet  a  territory,  settling  in  what  is  now  Hartford 
Township,  near  the  line  of  Lincoln  Co.  ,  where  he 
bought  several  hundred  acres  of  land  paying  the 
government  price  per  acre.  He  was  a  large  slave 
owner  and  soon  had  a  nice  residence  erected  and 
a  good  farm  under  cultivation. 

When  he  settled  in  the  county  it  was  a  perfect 
wilderness,  and  roving  bands  of  Indians  were  num¬ 
erous,  but  friendly.  The  forests  were  filled  with 
all  manner  of  wild  animals,  such  as  bear,  elk, 
panther,  wild  cats  and  immense  herds  of  deer  and 
flocks  of  wild  turkeys  and  ducks;  a  perfect  paradise 
for  hunters. 

Thousands  of  birds  made  the  trees  melodious 
with  song  by  day  and  when  darkness  settled  over

the  land,  the  wolves  asserted  themselves  and  their 
dismal  howl  could  be  heard  through  the  night. 

Mr.  Williams  was  a  great  hunter  and  one  of 
his  sons,  Elijah,  became  quite  noted  as  a  hunter 
and  t rappe  r . 

When  Mr.  Williams  came  to  Pike  Co.  his 
family  consisted  of  a  wife,  three  sons  and  five 
daughters;  two  daughters  remaining  in  Kentucky. 

WILLIAMS 

In  searching  out  the  data  and  folklore,  ob¬ 
taining  pictures  of  the  Williams  family,  both  past 
and  present;  I  have  had  to  badger  my  relatives,  dig 
into  the  memories  of  the  oldsters,  travel  about 
visiting  many  whom  I  had  never  known  and  some 
whom  I  had  not  known  existed.  I  have  visited 
cemeteries,  libraries,  court  houses,  etc., 
searching  for  records. 

Since  the  Williams  name  is  such  a  common 
one,  and  since  the  family  line  from  which  I  came, 
seemed  to  be  rather  close-mouthed,  it  has  been 
particularly  difficult  to  obtain  a  great  deal  from 
the  older  generations.  Therefore,  I  shall  have  to 
content  myself  with  giving  what  I  know  to  be  true 
and  write  of  the  ones  who  were  generous  enough  to 
cooperate  by  giving  their  lineages  and  stories  and 
data  about  their  own  families. 

While  visiting  with  a  distant  cousin,  Roxie 
Williams  Wright,  who  lives  near  New  Hartford, 

Mo.  ,  she  and  her  kind  husband  drove  me  about  the 
neighborhood  searching  for  records  from  the  living 
relatives  as  well  as  to  the  various  graveyards  in 
the  vicinity.  One  of  them  was  the  private  graveyard 
of  the  William  Williams  family  and  many  of  his 
ancestors,  which  we  had  to  practically  unearth;  as 
it  was  in  a  neighbor's  hog  pasture,  overgrown  with 
shrubs  and  wild  grasses.  Many  of  the  tombstones 
had  been  used  for  fence  posts,  but  the  inscriptions 
were  still  legible  on  most  of  them.  There  we 
obtained  much  data,  but  in  some  cases  were  unable 
to  ascertain  from  the  inscriptions  on  the  stones, 
from  what  family  of  Williams  they  came. 
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Another  cemetery  near  the  Baptist  Church, 
which  had  been  the  family  church  of  my  father,  we 
found  more  of  the  Williams  graves,  as  well  as  in 
the  Louisville,  Mo.  cemetery.  It  is  very  frus¬ 
trating  to  find  right  next  to  a  Williams  grave, 
which  you  know  is  your  kinfolk,  another  marker 
which  is  inscribed,  "Mary,  daughter  of  John 
Williams,  "  and  not  be  able  to  find  sand  John  or 
how  said  Mary  is  connected  to  the  other  Williams 
nearby.  That's  when  I  sit  right  down  and  cry 
because  no  one  cared  enough  to  keep  records  of 
themselves  much  less  of  their  forefathers  ! 

In  the  Old  Williams  Cemetery  where  I  was 
stooping  down  to  read  an  inscription,  Roxie's 
husband  Floyd  grabbed  me  and  pulled  me  away, 
just  as  I  noticed  a  huge  rattler  coiled  up  on  the 
center  of  the  grave.  He  killed  the  snake  and  I 
continued  my  search,  nothing  daunted.  As  we 
went  from  one  cemetery  to  another,  Floyd  told 
of  how  they  had  to  hold  the  funerals  outside  in  the 
churchyard  in  the  summertime,  since  they  had  no 
embalming  in  those  days.  We  also  came  across  a 
grave  of  a  fellow  he  had  known.  This  fellow  had 
gone  berserk  and  slit  another  young  fellow's  throat 
for  no  apparent  reason.  He  told  me  he  had  sub¬ 
sequently  served  fourteen  years  in  the  penitentiary, 
then  when  released,  had  spent  the  balance  of  his 
life  right  there  in  the  neighborhood.  Ugh! 

We  went  to  see  an  old  fellow  who  had  married 
into  the  Williams  family.  He  was  ninety  years  of 
age  and  said  that  he  had  "piles  and  piles"  of  pictures 
out  in  a  shed  in  the  back  of  his  house,  and  that  any¬ 
one  could  have  them  if  they  wanted  them,  as  he  no 
longer  had  any  use  for  them.  This  news  threw  me 
into  a  dither  and  it  was  difficult  for  me  to  sit  and 
listen  to  him  reminisce,  while  I  waited  for  an 
opportunity  to  tell  him  that  indeed  I  wanted  them; 
but  unfortunately  his  mind  wandered  and  by  the 
time  he  had  finished  telling  of  how  they  were 
using  the  gravestones  for  fence  posts  and  that  his 
father's  grandmother's  name  was  Moxley,  he 
forgot  all  about  the  pictures  and  when  I  reminded 
him  of  what  he  had  said,  he  couldn't  remember  a 
thing  about  pictures  ! 

But  speaking  of  pictures,  I  did  have  a  most 
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interesting  and  rewarding  experience  on  one  of  my 
trips  to  Ashley,  Mo.  The  place  was  just  a  dusty 
spot  in  the  road,  but  I  had  heard  my  father  speak 
of  Ashley  when  I  was  a  little  girl  a.s  he  talked  of 
some  of  his  boyhood  experiences;  so  I  went  there 
to  try  to  look  up  an  old  colored  fellow  who  had 
purportedly  been  a  slave  in  the  Williams  family. 

I  went  to  the  only  place  of  business  I  could  find 
which  was  an  old  shack  of  a  general  department, 
grocery  and  hardware  store.  Upon  inquiring  if 
they  knew  the  old  fellow,  they  advised  me  that  he 
had  passed  away  and  that  his  children  and  grand¬ 
children  no  longer  resided  in  the  neighborhood, 
although  they  verified  the  report  that  he  had  indeed 
been  a  slave  in  the  Williams  family.  As  we  con¬ 
versed,  a  lady  came  into  the  store  with  a  piece  of 
birthday  cake  for  the  owner  of  the  store,  standing, 
listening  to  our  conversation  regarding  the  Williams 
spoke  up  and  said  that  she  had  an  old  scrapbook  left 
in  her  attic  by  an  aunt  of  hers,  which  she  said  con¬ 
tained  many  of  the  Williams  obituaries,  as  collect¬ 
ing  them  had  been  her  aunt's  hobby.  That,  if  I 
cared  to,  I  could  go  with  her  and  she  would  allow 
me  to  look  through  them  and  take  whatever  seemed 
to  be  my  relatives.  She  had  been  giving  them  away 
to  whoever  mentioned  wanting  them. 

Since  1  was  depending  upon  others  for  trans¬ 
portation  and  didn't  want  to  impose  on  them  by 
spending  too  much  time  there,  I  hurriedly  went 
through  them  and  picked  out  all  of  them  which  had 
the  name  Williams  on  them;  finding  later  that  much 
information  could  be  gleaned  from  them  and  was 
exceedingly  sorry  not  to  have  asked  for  the  whole 
book,  as  many  of  the  names  were  of  families  who 
had  married  into  the  Williams  family. 

Another  distant  cousin,  Sidney  Moss,  gave 
me  an  old  newspaper  clipping  written  by  his  great 
aunt,  Margaret  Williams  Davis,  which  had  been 
taken  from  the  attic  of  his  old  home.  The  story  I 
quote  here  and  from  it,  after  searching  records 
and  corresponding  with  various  relatives,  I  have 
pieced  together  a  family  tree,  stemming  from  the 
William  Williams  of  the  newspaper  article.  There 
are  many  more  lines  which  I  have  been  unable  to 
authenticate,  but  I  do  hope  some  day  to  find  some 
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data  which  will  give  me  a  connecting  link  with  the 
Williams  line  in  Wales,  as  well  as  ascertaining  for 
a  certainty  where  the  line  actually  came  from. 

William  Williams  (1) 

William  Williams,  the  first  known  of  this 
branch  of  the  family,  was  a  native  of  the  bluegrass 
region  of  Kentucky  and  sprung  from  a  hardy,  intelli¬ 
gent  race  of  people,  who  were  noted  far  and  wide 
for  their  liberal  views  on  all  questions  and  for  their 
innate  courtesy  a.nd  hospitality.  He  was  born  in 
1770  in  Logan  Co.  ,  Ky.  ,  married  Nancy  Ashley 
and  sired  three  sons  and  five  daughters. 

In  1814  the  family  emigrated  to  Missouri 
when  it  was  yet  a  territory,  settling  in  what  is 
now  Hartford  Township,  near  the  line  of  Lincoln 
Co.  Mr.  Williams  bought  several  hundred  acres 
of  land  paying  the  government  price  per  acre.  He 
was  a  large  slave  owner  and  soon  had  a  nice  resi¬ 
dence  erected  and  a  good  farm  under  cultivation. 

When  he  settled  in  the  county  it  was  a  perfect 
wilderness,  and  roving  bands  of  Indians  were  num¬ 
erous,  but  friendly.  The  forests  were  filled  with 
all  manner  of  wild  animals,  such  as  bear,  elk, 
panther,  wild  cats  and  immense  herds  of  deer  and 
flocks  of  wild  turkeys  and  ducks;  a  perfect  paradise 
for  hunters.

Two  of  his  sons, 
Nathaniel  aid  Elijah,  became  quite  noted  as  hunters 
and  t rappe  rs . 

Two  of  his  daughters  remained  in  Kentucky 
when  the  family  emigrated  to  Missouri. 

William  died  19  Apr.  1829,  his  wife  23  Aug. 
1852.  Both  buried  in  Williams  family  graveyard 
near  Ashley,  Mo. 
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Nathaniel  Williams  (2) 

Nathaniel  was  the  oldest  of  the  boys,  was  born 
in  Kentucky  23  Dec.  1791,  married  a  wealthy  lady 
there,  had  a  large  family  which  he  also  brought  to 
Hartford  Township  in  Mo.  and  settled  on  a  farm 
near  his  father’s  home.  He  was  a  large  slave 
owner  and  farmed  extensively.  His  sons,  William 
and  N.  B.  followed  in  their  father's  footsteps  in 
that  they  followed  the  agricultural  line,  while 
James  chose  a  musical  career. 

Nathaniel  died  17  Mar.  1859  and  was  buried 
with  Masonic  honors  in  the  Louisville  Cemetery  in 
Louisville,  Mo. 


James  Williams  (3) 

James  was  born  in  Kentucky  27  Jan.  1811 
and  was  sent  back  to  Kentucky  to  be  educated  as  a 
voice  teacher,  and  for  several  years  taught  voice 
in  and  around  Louisville,  Ky.  In  1851  he  married 
Eliza  Ellen  Motley,  who  was  born  23  Feb.  1830 
and  to  them  were  born  three  boys  and  four  girls: 
Mary  Ellen,  Samuel  Edward,  Jefferson  Davis, 
Rosalee  and  Dr.  James  Williams;  (the  others  must 
have  died  young  as  there  is  no  record  of  them.  ) 
James  died  5  Jan.  1894,  his  wife  24  Oct.  1899. 
Both  are  buried  in  the  Indian  Creek  Cemetery 
near  Ashley,  Mo. 

Mary  Ellen  Williams  (4) 

Mary  was  born  in  Bowling  Green,  Mo.  25 
June,  1858,  married  Charles  Rosser  Burnette 
14  Dec.  1926.  To  them  was  born  14  children,  12 
of  whom  lived  to  adulthood.  Her  life  was  lived 
with  two  great  pas  sions  - -he  r  church  and  her 
children.  The  great  devotion  she  showed  to  her 
many  children  has  made  them  all  a  living  epitaph 
to  her  memory.  Her  husband  passed  away  14  Dec. 
1926  and  she  spent  the  remainder  of  her  days  with 
her  children,  passing  away  at  the  home  of  her  only 
son,  Richard  Gordon  of  Stafford,  Kans.  30  Apr. 
1934. 
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Leaetta  Burnette  (5) 

Leaetta,  the  eldest  of  Mary  Ellen's  children, 
was  born  11  Feb.  1877  in  Louisville,  Mo.  She 
married  Thos.  Sterling  Maupin  18  Feb.  1894  and 
like  her  mother  raised  a  large  family  of  1Z;  the 
oldest  son,  Nathaniel,  has  married  a  wealthy  lady 
in  Kentucky  and  settled  near  his  father's  farm. 

He  was  at  one  time  the  owner  of  40  slaves.  He 
raised  a  large  family  and  one  son,  William,  now 
lives  near  Olney  at  the  age  of  82  yrs.  He  has  a 
son,  N.  B.  at  Eolia. 

James  resided  on  his  father's  farm  and 
married  Miss  Eliza  Motley.  They  raised  a 
family  of  three  boys  and  four  girls,  four  of 
whom  are  still  living. 

Elijah  settled  on  a  farm  near  Louisville 
where  he  resided  until  his  death.  He  possessed 
many  slaves.  When  the  Black  Hawk  War  broke 
out  he  volunteered  under  Col.  Armstrong.  When 
his  regiment  reached  the  scene  of  hostility,  the 
Indians  appeared  in  force  and  the  line  of  battle 
was  drawn  up  when  the  soldiers  were  informed 
that  the  Governor  had  made  a  secret  treaty  with 
the  Indians  and  that  the  battle  was  called  off.  Col. 
Armstrong,  who  was  highly  indignant,  challenged 
one  of  the  Indian  chiefs  to  a  personal  encounter 
without  arms.  The  chief  accepted  the  challenge 
and  the  two  men  took  their  respective  positions. 

The  contrast  between  Col.  Armstrong,  who  was  a 
man  of  small  stature,  and  the  stalwart  Indian  chief 
afforded  much  amusement  to  both  the  white  and 
Indian  soldiers;  but  when  the  word  was  given  to 
commence  the  fight,  Col.  Armstrong  lowered  his 
head,  made  a  run  and  butted  the  noble  chief 
squarely  in  the  pit  of  the  stomach,  completely 
knocking  his  breath  out.  This  ended  the  battle 
and  amid  the  cheers  of  the  white  soldiers,  the 
chief  sneaked  away  forever  disgraced  in  the  eyes 
of  his  people . 

Samuel  died  recently;  Claudi  married  Thomas 
Cope;  Olive  married  Fred  Davis  and  lives  in  the 
state  of  Washington;  Arthur  is  in  business  in  St. 
Louis;  James  A.  and  W.  E.  are  farmers  near

Mt.  Carmel;  Ruby  married  Wm.  Ferguson  of 
Nadine;  Ruey  married  Dr.  Ferguson  of  St,  Louis; 
Miss  Merlin  is  a  student  in  the  Vandal ia  High 
School;  Lucy  married  Jerry  Baker.  Their  children 
are:  Mrs.  Annie  Bershears,  of  near  this  city; 

Allen,  Elijah  and  Joe,  who  reside  with  their 
parents,  north  of  this  city.  Another  daughter,  Mrs. 
Eva  Heim,  is  now  in  Alaska  and  recently  made  a 
successful  trip  alone  to  join  her  husband  in  that 
distant  land.  The  eldest  daughter,  Mrs.  Margaret 
Davis,  of  whom  a  biographical  sketch  appeared  in 
this  paper  some  time  ago. 

The  Williams  family  and  descendants  are  an 
intelligent  and  refined  class  of  citizens  who  have 
aided  much  in  upbuilding  the  present  high  standard 
of  s  oc  iety . 


MARY  ELLEN  WILLIAMS 

Mary  Ellen  Williams  was  born  25  June  1858 
Bowling  Green,  Mo.  She  was  united  in  marriage 
to  Charles  Rosser  Burnette  10  Feb.  1876  Bowling 
Green,  Mo.  She  departed  from  this  life  30  Apr 
1934  at  the  home  of  her  only  son,  Gordon  Burnette, 
of  Stafford,  Kans.  She  was  75  years,  10  months 
and  five  days  of  age  at  the  time  of  her  parting. 

When  she  was  18  years  of  age  she  was  bap¬ 
tized  into  the  fellowship  of  the  Indian  Creek  Baptist 
Church  of  Pike  Co.  ,  Mo.  When  the  family  moved 
to  St.  John,  Kans.  ,  she  united  with  the  First 
Baptist  Church  of  St.  John  and  she  was  a  member 
of  that  church  at  the  time  of  her  death*  She  lived 
a  consistent  Christian  life  and  took  seriously  her 
covenant  pledge  nto  religiously  educate  her  children. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Burnette  moved  from  Pike  Co., 
Mo.,  in  1887,  and  located  at  St.  John,  Kans.,  where 
they  lived  until  1909,  at  which  time  they  moved  to 
the  city  of  Stafford,  Kans.  Mrs.  Burnette  during 
the  latter  part  of  her  life  made  her  home  with  her 
children  who  so  much  appreciated  her  quiet  peaceful 
attitude  of  mind  and  spirit. 

Twelve  children  were  born  to  the  Burnette 
union.  They  are  all  living  and  with  the  exception 
of  two  daughters,  who  on  account  of  serious  illness 
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in  their  homes,  could  not  be  with  her  during  her 
last  illness,  were  present  to  minister  to  her.  The 
children  are:  Mrs.  Lee  Etta  Maupin,  Stafford, 
Kans.,  Mrs.  Katherine  Virgin,  Cashmere,  Wash., 
Mrs.  Ella  Thomas,  St.  Louis,  Mo.,  Mrs.  Gertrude 
Curtis,  St.  John,  Kans.,  Mrs.  Clyde  Hume,  Walsh, 
Colo.,  Gordon  Burnette,  Stafford,  Kans.,  Mrs. 
Blanche  Boone,  Coffeyville,  Kans.,  Mrs.  Opal 
Akers,  Coffeyville,  Kans.,  Mrs.  Mae  Connelly, 
Columbia,  Mo.,  Mrs.  Tina  Wilson,  Johnson, 

Kans.,  Mrs.  Helen  McKibben,  Stafford,  Kans. 
and  Mrs.  Ruth  Field,  Manter,  Kans. 

She  also  reared  a  granddaughter,  Mrs. 

Velma  Beisley,  of  Coffeyville,  Kans.  She  is  also 
survived  by  one  brother,  Samuel  E.  Williams,  of 
Los  Angeles,  Calif.,  and  one  sister,  Mrs.  Rosa 
Young,  of  Bowling  Green,  Mo.

I  married  Willie  Mershon  a.nd  lived  on  one  of  their 
farms,  just  West  of  Stafford  for  twelve  years. 

Both  my  boys  were  born  there.  We  then  moved 
to  Pratt,  Ks  .  where  we  lived  for  eight  years,  and 
was  there  we  were  divorced.  I  went  to  Wichita  in 
1928  where  I  worked  in  ladies  ready  to  wear,  and 
also  in  interior  decorating.  Really  learned  a  lot 
about  making  drapery,  upholstering,  la.mp  shades, 
and  several  other  things  pertaining  to  the  home. 

I  met  and  married  Jack  Connelly  there  and  we 
moved  to  Columbia,  Mo.  ,  where  he  travelled  for 
Huntington  Laboratories  Inc,  in  Huntington, 

Indiana.  He  was  killed  a  few  days  less  than  three 
years  after  we  were  married,  on  the  highway  north 
of  Columbia.  We  had  just  moved  into  a  lovely  two 
bedroom  apt.  ,  with  all  new  furniture,  twelve  days 

before  his  death.  Two  years  later  I  married  T.  A. 
Burgess,  and  just  sixteen  months  after  our  marriage 
he  too  lost  his  life,  so  again  I  was  left  alone. 

Larry  was  married  and  lived  here  in  Wichita,  but 
Don  was,  or  had  been  with  me  and  attending  M.  U. 

He  and  Ethel  were  married  in  July  before  T.  A.  {s 
death,  so  now  I  was  really  alone.  I  came  back  to 
Wichita  in  1940,  and  lived  here  until  my  marriage 
to  Colonel  Sweeley  in  1947.  We  lived  one  year  in 
Omaha,  Neb.  and  over  a  year  in  Indianapolis.  The 
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Colonel  was  transferred  to  San  Francisco  and  I 
went  out  there  as  I  knew  by  then  I  could  no  longer 
live  with  him.  He  was  a  very  brilliant  man,  but 
was  an  alcoholic,  and  I  could  see  no  future  with 
him.  I  really  enjoyed  army  life,  the  activities  at 
the  base  appealed  to  me,  as  I  love  social  life, 
cards,  dancing,  etc.  I  was  President  of  the 
Women’s  Club  there.  That  is  considered  the 
highest  compliment  that  can  be  paid  to  an  officer's 
wife.  I  lived  at  the  Plaza  Hotel  in  San  Francisco 
for  eight  months,  then  went  to  Denver,  Colo, 
where  I  lived  eight  and  one  half  years,  returning 
to  Wichita  a  year  ago  last  February.  My  boys  both 
live  here,  as  they  think  Wichita  is  about  the  best 
business  city  in  the  U.S.A.  Both  boys  are  doing 
quite  well,  both  own  their  own  homes,  air  condi¬ 
tioned,  Don’s  family  own  three  cars  and  Larry's 
two- -cars  also  air  conditioned.  Both  boys  were 
on  the  Nat'l  Honor  roll  in  high  school,  and  both 
were  in  music  and  debating.  Larry  played  the 
violin  and  Don  the  trumpet.  Don  rec'd  a  scholar¬ 
ship  in  music  from  high  school.  Larry  was  mar¬ 
ried  Z6|-  years  to  Agnes,  and  just  two  months  ago 
married  Jean,  whom  I  do  not  know  very  well.  They 
just  moved  July  29th  into  a  new  home  which  Larry 
just  built.  Jean  is  eighteen  years  younger  than 
Larry,  the  only  child  of  older  parents  and  had 
never  been  married  before. 

Don's  son,  Larry  Lee,  is  a  very  nice  boy  and  this 
is  his  second  year  at  Kansas  University,  in  Law¬ 
rence,  Kansas.  He  is  such  a  good  worker  and 
very  saving  with  his  money.  Is  a  member  of 
Lambda  Chi  Alpha  Fraternity.  It  may  be  a  while 
yet  before  I  will  send  this  to  you,  as  we  are  trying 
to  get  pictures  of  all  the  family.  Don  is  going  to 
take  a  picture  of  the  photograph  of  Mother,  also 
one  of  Mr.  Burgess'  photograph.  He  was  a  hand¬ 
some  man  and  so  kind  and  sweet.  He  was  really 
the  love  of  my  life.  I  wanted  Don  to  finish  his 
last  year  at  M.  U.  ,  but  he  and  Ethel  were  so  in 
love  (and  still  are)  so  they  were  married.  Don 
could  have  looked  the  world  over  and  never  have 
found  a  finer  girl  than  Ethel.  She  is  a  wonderful 
wife  and  mother,  and  efficient  in  so  many  ways. 
Helen  came  and  spent  a  couple  of  days  with  me 
this  week.  She  still  grieves  so  for  her  son  Bob, 
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who  was  killed  five  years  ago  in  a  car  accident. 

Lola,  I  am  sorry  Gordon  had  to  represent  our 
family  to  you.  His  lack  of  education  and  narrow 
mindedness,  and  his  pessimistic  attitude,  makes 
him  seem  to  remember  and  relate,  only  the 
unpleasant  things  of  the  past,  instead  of  dwelling 
more  on  the  nice,  kind  things.  Pea.rl  is  a  good 
girl  a,nd  they  have  four  very  nice  children,  as  have 
all  the  girls  in  our  family.  I  know  we  had  the 
finest  Mother  and  Father  any  one  could  ask  for, 
and  ours  was  a  happy  childhood.  Maybe  we  didn’t 
have  everything  desirable,  but  we  didn't  know,  or 
miss  it.  Mother  was  always  such  a  LADY  and  it 
seems  to  me  should  never  have  been  burdened  with 
so  many  children,  but  I  never  heard  her  complain, 
and  they  both  kept  young  at  heart  and  seemed  to 
enjoy  their  family.  Guess  I  have  traveled  around 
more  than  most  of  the  family.  Have  been  in  about 
thirty  six  of  our  states  and  have  lived  in  Mo.  , 
Omaha,  Nebraska,  Indianapolis,  Ind.  San  Fran¬ 
cisco  and  Denver,  Colo.  Have  also  had  more 
tragedy  and  sorrow,  having  had  surgery  five  times, 
my  back  and  pelvis  broken  in  a  car  accident,  two 
husbands  killed  in  accidents,  and  had  cancer  sur¬ 
gery  in  1948.  Of  course  I  never  expected  to  live 
more  than  one  year,  but  here  I  am  twelve  years 
later,  and  perfectly  healthy.  Opal,  the  girl  just 
older  than  I  was  a  wonderful  woman  such  a  good 
wife  and  mother,  and  I  think  was  my  favorite 
sister,  as  we  seemed  to  understand  each  other. 
Now,  I  guess  Helen  and  Clyde  are  about  my 
favorites.  Clyde  is  a  sweet  girl,  but  I  don't  see 
her  very  often.  Helen  and  Glen  come  down  quite 
often  and  I  always  enjoy  them.  They  get  pretty 
bored  with  the  life  in  a  small  town,  as  I  surely 
would,  and  like  to  get  away  when  possible.  Lola, 
if  you  see  fit  you  may  eliminate  the  record  of  my 
marriage  to  the  Colonel,  as  there  is  nothing  very 
important  there  a„nd  it  lasted  such  a  short  time. 

Use  your  own  judgment.  So  sorry  I  could  not  have 
met  you  and  talked  with  you.  Had  we  known  you 
were  in  Stafford  earlier,  the  children  would  have 
brought  me  up  there.  I  have  no  car  now,  but  have 
driven  for  thirty  two  years,  so  you  can  imagine  how 
very  much  I  miss  a  car.  I  do  ladies  alterations  in 
my  home  and  love  it.  Have  formerly  designed  and 
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made  women's  clothes,  but  would  so  much  rather 
do  alterations  now.  I  have  also  worked  in  offices 
and  worked  in  civil  service  during  the  war.  Our 
family  had  twenty  four  boys  in  the  second  world 
war,  1  know  of  that  many  at  least,  arid  we  may 
have  had  more.  My  Don  had  three  children  so 
wasn't  called  up  until  late  in  the  war,  but  he  was 
found  to  have  a  heart  condition,  so  was  sent  back 
home.  We  knew  nothing  of  this  condition,  but  he 
did  have  scarlet  fever  while  at  M.  U.  so  the  Drs. 
contributed  it  to  that  illness.  He  seems  fine  now. 
Do  your  girls  live  near  you  and  do  you  have  grand¬ 
children?  Would  like  to  hear  about  your  family. 
Am  wondering  if  you  possibly  may  have  a  life  pass 
on  the  Santa  Fe  Railroad,  and  if  so,  why  not  visit 
us  again  soon.  Of  course  you  know  I  am  67  years 
YOUNG?  five  feet  three  (in  my  heels)  weigh  105, 
and  am  35- -25- -35.  --of  course  can't  compete 
with  Marilyn  Monroe,  but  who  wants  to  ?  ?  ?  Have 
light  auburn  hair  and  hazel  eyes,  and  am  not 
beautiful  by  a  long  way.  Know  I  have  two  of  the 
finest  boys  in  the  world,  and  since  I  practically 
reared  them  alone,  and  they  have  always  been 
most  loyal  to  me,  so  I  appreciate  them  all  the 
mo  re .

SAMUEL  EDWARD  WILLIAMS 

My  father  was  a  large  man  about  5'  11", 
weighing  around  200  lbs  in  his  prime.  He  was 
sandy  haired  and  blue  eyed,  his  skin  was  the  whitest 
I  have  ever  seen.  He  was  a  rather  adventuresome 
boy  when  young  and  was  ever  sport-minded.  As  a 
young  man  he  was  a  catcher  on  a  league  baseball 
team,  when  the  catchers  were  thin  and  light  some¬ 
what  like  the  fielders  mitt  of  today,  which  he  told 
us  was  the  reason  his  fingers  were  so  heavy  and 
stubby.  Baseball  was  among  the  major  sports  of 

his  life,  although  as  I  remember  him  hunting, 
fishing,  camping  and  playing  cards  with  the  men; 
as  well  as  taking  his  children  with  him  on  all  of 
his  fun  trips,  especially  fishing  which  delighted 
me  no  end.  Nevertheless  there  were  always 
drawbacks.  The  wood  ticks  which  crawled  over 
one,  embedding  their  heads  under  the  skin  if  not 
discovered  in  time  to  prevent  it;  the  bloodsuckers 
which  stuck  to  ones  skin  when  bathing  in  the  lakes; 
having  dad  drop  us  out  of  the  boat  into  the  lake, 
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telling  us  to  just  move  our  legs  and  arms,  in 
order  to  teach  us  to  swim. 

He  was  a  great  story  teller,  regaling  us  with 
the  most  unheard  of  tales  of  his  experiences,  which 
was  very  distasteful  to  my  mother  as  she  perhaps 
feared  we  would  endeavor  to  emulate  him.  Parti¬ 
cularly  when  he  told  of  how  he  used  to  get  out  of 
bed  when  his  parents  thought  he  was  in  dreamland 
and  crawl  out  of  his  bedroom  upstairs  window, 
shinnying  down  a  tree  that  was  close  to  the  house, 
then  off  to  any  kind  of  interesting  and  impish 
experiment  that  the  gang  he  ran  around  with  might 
have  up  their  sleeves  or  some  idea  he  might  have 
had  in  his  own  mind;  coming  back  in  the  same  way 
he  went  out,  without  his  parents  ever  knowing  what 
had  gone  on. 

My  uncle  on  my  mother's  side  once  told  us 
how  my  dad  came  to  their  father  to  ask  for  mama's 
hand  in  marriage  when  she  was  but  fifteen  and  he 
thirty  and  how  granddad  told  him  that  she  would 
have  to  finish  school  before  she  could  get  married. 
Dad  promising  to  see  that  she  did  go  to  school, 
granddad  relenting,  and  keeping  his  promise  by 
going  to  school  with  her,  even  sitting  in  the  same 
seat  with  her.  Unfortunately,  nature  having  a  way 
of  taking  its  course,  my  mother  did  not  finish 
school,  as  she  became  a  mother  before  she  was 
seventeen. 

Dad  also  told  of  the  time  he  went  to  Montana, 
before  he  met  mama;  trading  horses  with  the 
Indians.  On  one  of  these  trips,  he  told  of  having, 
what  he  termed  a  "wind-broken"  mare,  which  he 
was  driving  out  to  the  Indian  Reservation,  thinking 
to  talk  up  a  trade  with  the  Indians.  On  the  way  out 
he  came  upon  an  Indian  woman  hiking  along  and 
offered  her  a  lift.  '  But  luck  would  have  it  that  the 
poor  mare  began  to  pant  and  seemed  about  to 
expire  when  attempting  the  descent  of  a  hill, 
whereupon  Dad  and  the  squaw  both  had  to  get  out 
and  push  to  help  the  poor  old  thing.  When  he 
finally  reached  the  camp,  he  had  no  luck  with  a 
trade,  assuming  that  the  squaw  had  related  the 
incident  to  her  people  and  ruined  his  chances  of 
a  swap.  He  had  dinner  with  the  Indians  and 
swears  that  their  meal,  which  was  cooked  in  a 
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great  pot  over  an  open  fire,  was  stewed  dog  meat. 

On  another  occasion  he  told  of  how  the  cow¬ 
boys  in  one  of  the  Montana  towns  would  tie  one  of 
the  Chinese  cooks  to  the  tail  of  a  steer  by  his  cue, 
then  chase  the  steep  all  through  the  town,  right 
through  the  saloons;  a-whoopin'  and  a.  hollerin'  and 
shoot  in'  off  their  guns  the  while;  manipulating  their 
mounts  like  polo-players. 

Another  tale  he  was  fond  of  relating,  and 
which  we  were  forever  pleading  for  him  to  retell, 
was  about  a  hunting  trip  that  he,  his  brother  Jeff, 
and  a  friend  once  took  up  in  the  snow  country;  the 
place  I  cannot  remember  but  assume  it  to  have 
been  in  the  same  part  of  the  country  where  he 
traded  horses.  The  three  of  them  took  off  from 
the  rented  room,  all  loaded  "for  bear",  as  the 
saying  goes,  only  they  were  hunting  for  elk,  which 
abounded  in  those  parts  at  that  time.  They  finally 
sighted  a  pair  of  elk  with  a  young  one  and  opened 
fire  on  them,  whereupon  the  elk  took  off,  of  course. 
The  three  lads  gave  chase  and  when  they  arrived 
at  the  place  where  they  had  originally  sighted  the 
elk,  they  found  the  snow  bloody,  so  knew  that  they 
had  wounded  one  of  them.  Here  the  elk  had  sepa¬ 
rated,  two  tracks  leading  in  one  direction  and 
tracks  of  the  other  one  leading  in  the  opposite. 

Dad  suggested  he  take  one  set  of  tracks  and  the 
other  boys  take  another  to  be  sure  of  getting  at 
least  one  elk,  all  of  them  then  returning  to  meet 
at  their  room.  It  was  not  clear  to  me  how  they 
would  manage  lugging  back  an  elk,  especially  Dad 
by  himself;  and  during  the  telling  was  not  particu¬ 
larly  interested  enough  to  ask,  as  I  was  much  too 
absorbed  in  what  happened  to  him.  He  told  of 
walking  and  walking  until  it  began  to  be  dusk  and 
still  had  not  sighted  the  elk,  but  he  did  see  two 
heads  appearing  over  a  hill  directly  in  front  of 
him.  Thinking  it  was  Jeff  and  the  friend,  he  took 
off  his  cap  and  waved  it  to  draw  their  attention  to 
him;  whereupon  a  volley  of  shots  greeted  him, 
finding  their  mark  in  his  legs  (which  he  carried 
all  of  his  life,  and  which  we  always  had  to  feel  of 
to  make  sure  that  the  little  dark  lumps  were 
actually  shot).  He  said  he  quickly  dropped  down, 
quickly  rolling  over  and  behind  some  shrubs  and 
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began  to  work  his  way  down  and  around  another  hill 
away  from  the  unfriendly  two.  He  was  sure  by  this 
time  that  it  was  Indians  and  he  thought  that  since 
they  did  not  try  to  follow  him,  they  had  figured  he 
had  been  killed  by  their  shot  gun  fire  when  he  had 
so  suddenly  dropped  to  the  ground.  He  continued 
circling  the  hill  and  came  onto  an  old  trapper's 
shack,  hobbling  in  to  take  a  look  at  the  damage 
done  to  his  legs.  Seems  it  had  been  so  far  away 
that  the  shot  did  not  tear  his  flesh  too  much  but 
had  only  embedded  itself  under  the  skin,  and  there 
was  nothing  he  could  do  but  endure  it  until  he  could 
get  back  to  the  town;  so  he  made  himself  as  com¬ 
fortable  as  possible  and  prepared  to  spend  the  night 
in  the  shack  and  try  to  make  his  way  back  in  the 
morning.  As  is  the  way  with  trappers,  they  always 
have  firewood  for  the  pot-bellied  stove  and  some 
"jerky",  which  is  dried  venison  or  elk  or  bear, 
hanging  on  the  wall  for  themselves  or  other 
trappers  who  might  get  caught  out.  So  he  fixed 
himself  some  jerky  to  eat  and  pulled  off  his  heavy 
socks  and  boots,  which  he  hung  behind  the  stove  in 
which  he  had  built  a  lovely  warm  fire  and  "hit  the 
hay",  as  he  expressed  it,  and  dropped  off  to  sleep. 
The  fire  must  have  got  going  real  well,  for  as  he 
slept  it  dried  his  footgear  well,  in  fact,  it  charred 
them.  When  he  awakened  the  next  morning  he 
found  he  could  not  get  into  his  boots,  as  the  heat 
had  shriveled  them  so;  and  his  wool  socks  just 
disintegrated.  He  tore  up  one  of  the  old  blankets 
off  the  bed,  wrapped  his  feet  and  legs  the  best  he 
could  and  finished  his  tramp  back  to  the  room, 
where  he  found  the  boys  preparing  to  go  out  to 
search  for  him. 

My  mother's  parents  brought  her  brother 
Ozias,  nicknamed  "Zibe",  and  her  sister  Lizzie 
to  N.  Dak.  in  a  covered  wagon.  He  was  twelve 
and  she  nine.  There  they  "took  up"  a  government 
claim  and  proved  up  on  it. 

Mama  and  dad  lived  on  a  rented  farm  near 
Straubville,  N.  Dak.  for  some  years  then  moved 
to  Cogswell,  N.  Dak.  ,  where  they  operated  a 
hotel  and.  livery  stable.  From  there  they  moved 
to  a  farm  in  N.  Dak.  ,  bordering  on  the  S.  Dak. 
line  where  most  of  us  children  were  born  and 
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raised.  They  put  down  (drilled)  an  artesian  well 
which  continuously  flowed,  furnishing  water  for  us 
and  the  stock,  but  was  alkaline  water  which  even¬ 
tually  killed  the  trees  and  vegetation  when  it  stood 
for  any  length  of  time.  We  all  went  to  the  little 
country  one-room  school  where  all  grades  from 
one  to  eight  were  taught.  It  being  a  mile  and  a 
half  north  of  the  farm,  we  made  it  on  foot  most  of 
the  time,  sometimes  through  drifts  of  snow;  many 
times  freezing  our  feet  and  hands  and  often  our 
ears  and  noses.  How  we  managed  to  assimilate 
any  knowledge  is  a  wonder  to  me,  for  our  teachers 
were  generally  but  a  few  years  our  senior  and 
having  so  many  subjects  and  so  many  grades  was 
able  to  give  very  little  time  to  each  class  and  none 
to  an  individual;  but  I  suppose  just  being  exposed 
to  the  books  must  have  rubbed  off  on  us,  for  I 
certainly  don't  remember  ever  studying. 

On  the  farm  we  had  horses,  cattle,  sheep, 
pigs,  turkeys,  ducks,  geese  and  chickens.  We 
raised  all  of  the  small  grains:  wheat,  speltz, 
barley,  oats,  rye,  millet  and  flax,  as  well  as 
corn  and  potatoes.  Garden  truck  for  our  own  use, 
of  course.  It  was  too  cold  for  fruit  trees,  I  guess 
as  I  don't  remember  ever  seeing  any,  although  we 
went  someplace  where  we  gathered  wild  plums, 
wild  strawberries  and  what  was  called  "choke- 
cherries",  which  generally  grew  wild  in  cornfields. 
It  was  a  yellow  fruit  when  ripe,  with  a  paper-thin 
husk. 


It  is  said  that  a  farmer's  life  is  an  independent 
one,  but  it  surely  isn't  always  an  easy  one,  nor  is 
it  always  productive.  There  were  times  when  there 
was  no  rain  for  years  and  all  vegetation  simply 
dried  up  and  when  the  winds  came  blew  away;  times 

when  sand  storms  came  and  blew  the  farmer's 
planted  crops  into  the  next  county;  and  I  remember 
one  year  that  the  wind  blew  so  long  and  so  much 
that  one  could  not  see  to  walk,  then  after  the  storm 
spent  itself,  even  the  fence  posts  were  covered 
with  sand  and  it  left  the  country  looking  like  the 
Sahara  Desert;  times  when  the  grasshoppers  came 
and  cut  down  fields  of  small  grains  and  even  corn 
until  there  was  nothing  left  but  short  stubble.  I 
remember  trying  to  walk  to  the  town  of  Newark, 
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about  three  quarters  of  a  mile  away,  having  to 
keep  my  face  covered  to  keep  the  clouds  of  grass¬ 
hoppers  out  of  my  eyes,  ears,  nose  and  mouth. 

They  were  so  thick  that  the  train  tracks  became 
so  oily  from  their  crushed  bodies  that  even  sand 
on  the  tracks  couldn't  provide  enough  traction  for 
the  wheels  and  the  trainmen  had  to  literally  sweep 
the  track  for  miles  in  order  to  get  the  train  through. 
There  were  times,  too,  when  the  rains  came  and 
made  great  lakes,  literally  drowning  the  planted 
fields.  Oh,  yes,  a  farmer's  life  was  an  independent 
one  in  one  sense  of  the  word,  but  one  is  unable  to 
be  independent  when  he  knows  his  family  is 
dependent  upon  a  livlihood  and  disaster  has  struck 
and  another  year  goes  by  without  a  harvest  to  reap  ! 

The  farm  is  a  wonderful  place  to  rear  children 
as  there  is  so  much  space  and  so  many  fun  things  to 
do;  such  as  building  tree  houses,  riding  on  the 
hocks  of  the  cows  with  its  tail  for  a  handle,  riding 
the  horses,  a  cow,  sheep  or  even  a  pig.  Sliding 
down  the  roof  of  the  barn  into  a  haystack,  wading 
in  the  pasture  pond,  left  by  heavy  rains.  Using  a 
kitten  for  a  play-baby,  trying  to  keep  its  ears  back 
while  putting  on  its  hood;  playing  run-sheep- run  in 
the  snow,  skating  on  a  pond  no  bigger  than  a  parlor 
or  riding  a  pair  of  home-made  stilts.  Enough  of 
this  reminiscing  and  back  to  dad. 

He  was  such  a  strong  man;  dauntless,  in 
fact.  One  day  while  mowing,  he  inadvertently 
stepped  in  front  of  the  mowing  machine  sickle  to 
unclog  it,  when  the  horses  started  ahead,  catching 
his  foot  in  the  knife  which  severed  his  leather  shoe 
and  cut  into  his  heel.  He  had  forgotten  to  put  the 
gears  in  neutral  !  And  did  he  go  to  the  house  to 
attend  to  his  foot?  No  !  He  finished  his  day's  work 
and  then  when  he  had  put  up  his  horses,  went  to 
the  house.  My  mother  had  to  cut  off  his  shoe,  as 
the  blood  had  filled  it  and  was  stuck  to  his  foot. 

She  found  that  he  had  nearly  severed  the  muscle. 
Another  time  when  we  were  stacking  hay  with  an 
old  hay-stacker  which  raised  the  hay  with  a  pulley, 
drawn  by  one  horse  which  one  of  my  younger 
brothers  was  riding;  as  dad  was  standing  on  the 
frame  of  the  stacker  instructing  my  brother  about 
the  job,  dad  lost  his  balance,  grabbed  for  something. 
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Well,  that  something  happened  to  be  the  rope  of  the 
pulley,  and  before  he  knew  it  his  fingers  were 
pulled  into  the  pulley.  He  was  yelling,  "Whoa! 
Whoa!",  but  the  horse  didn’t  whoa  and  my  little 
brother  was  too  frightened  to  know  what  to  do. 

Dad  yanked  his  hand  out  of  the  pulley,  but  left 
the  ends  of  two  fingers  in  it,  as  they  were  simply 
cut  off  between  the  rope  and  the  pulley.  He  started 
for  the  house  with  the  blood  streaming  from  his 
hand  like  a  fountain,  with  all  of  the  kids  tagging 
close  behind  and  heartless  me  thinking,  "well,  no 
more  work  for  today.  " 

Mama  bound  up  his  bleeding  hand,  but  was 
unable  to  stop  the  flow  of  blood,  so  they  had  to 
hurry  to  the  doctor  to  get  his  fingers  sewed  up. 

The  only  time  I  ever  remember  his  going  to  a 
doctor.  But  even  before  he  went,  he  went  back 
to  the  field  to  try  to  find  his  fingertips.  I  think  he 
figured  he'd  stick  them  back  on.  I  have  seen  him 
hurt  many  times,  as  he  was  very  careless,  but 
never  have  I  heard  him  complain.  He  was  never 
a  swearing  man,  either,  although  he  used  words 
like  consarn,  blast  it,  gol-darn,  cripes,  etc. 

He  was  a  very  hard  worker,  never  quitting 
a  task  once  it  was  started,  but  he  was  impatient, 
too,  and  seemed  to  be  always  riding  himself  with 
a  "must  get  it  done"  attitude.  He  would  mend  a 
fence  and  almost  as  soon  as  his  back  was  turned 
would  allow  the  cattle  to  get  out  again.  He'd  fix 
it  with  a  "lick  and  a  promise",  so  to  speak.  And 
the  tragedy  of  it  all  was  that  mama  would  suffer 
the  blunt  of  it,  for  it  was  she  who  would  have  to 
rustle  the  cattle  while  he  was  in  the  field.  She 
had  to  drive  to  church  many  times  when  the  harnes 
would  be  fixed  up  with  a  piece  of  string  or  bailing 
wire,  and  being  proud,  she  suffered  from  humilia- 
tion  having  to  sit  on  a  wagon  seat  which  had  just 
been  propped  up,  as  well  as  makeshift  harness  and 
horses  with  dirty  mains  and  tails. 

Mama  told  us  later  in  life  that  she  had  mar¬ 
ried  to  get  away  from  her  domineering  father,  who 
would  never  allow  her  to  go  anywhere  nor  do  any¬ 
thing.  She  had  accepted  dad's  proposal  with  the 
hope  of  escaping  this,  only  to  find  herself  having 
babies  every  other  year;  doing  not  only  her  own 
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work  in  the  house,  but  helping  in  the  field  with  the 
planting  and  harvesting  of  the  crops.  She  milked 
the  cows,  ran  after  the  stray  stock  and  tended  the 
chickens  which  were  her  particular  chore.  The 
setting  eggs  frightened  her  and  the  smelly  chicken 
pens  were  repulsive  to  her.  Poor  dear!  She  was 
so  young  when  she  married,  had  never  seen  a  bit 
of  life  and  didn't  know  that  all  she  had  to  do  was 
rebel  against  being  overloaded  with  work  or  ask 
for  what  she  needed.  She  carried  water  from  the 
well  situated  a  good  distance  from  the  house  for 
many  years  before  she  mentioned  it,  whereupon 
dad  immediately  had  it  piped  into  the  house.  She 
washed  for  all  of  her  large  family  on  a  washboard- - 
all  of  those  heavy  winter  union- alls  and  over- alls 
and  blankets,  etc.  having  to  hang  them  up  in  the 
freezing  weather,  with  them  frozen  stiff  as  a  board 
before  she  could  get  them  on  the  line.  All  because 
she  hadn't  the  gumption  to  say  she  had  to  have  a 
washing  machine.  She  set  milk  to  rise,  then  skim, 
then  churn  by  hand  before  she  ever  asked  for  a 
separator  or  a  modern  churn.  And  ever  so  many 
things,  when  she  finally  spoke  up  and  then  would 
immediately  receive.  Dad  was  never  stingy,  but 
I  guess  he  just  figured  that  a  woman  could  take 
care  of  her  own  domain  and  ask  for  a  thing  if  she 
should  need  it. 

Anyway,  many  years  passed  before  mama 
got  the  nerve  to  rebel  against  her  hard  life  on  the 
farm;  but  when  she  did,  dad  had  a  house  built  for 
her  in  the  town  and  from  then  on  would  go  back  and 
forth  working  the  fields  with  help  from  the  children 
when  not  in  school. 

Those  two  years  began  my  "going-steady" 
with  boys  with  my  mother  worrying  her  head  off, 

I  know,  for  I  was  an  unruly  one  and  know  now  that 
she  could  never  understand  me  nor  predict  what  I 
might  do.  Always  in  mischief  of  one  kind  or 
another.  One  Hallowe'en  night  a  bunch  of  us 
hauled  milk  cans  from  the  creamery  some  four 
or  five  blocks  away  up  to  the  schoolhouse  steps, 
only  to  be  rewarded  the  next  day  by  having  to  haul 
them  all  back.  Having  to  stand  in  the  corner  with 
a  dunce  cap  on  for  writing  on  the  outside  of  the 
schoolhouse  the  name  of  the  teacher,  coupled  with 
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the  name  of  some  gentleman.  And  at  my  age  ! 
Enough  about  me,  as  I've  written  my  own  story 
elsewhe  re  / 

WRECKED  CAR  IN  DODGING  CHILD 

An  automobile  accident  occurred  near  here 
late  Monday  afternoon  when  a  pa.rty  from  Los 
Angeles,  Calif.  ,  enroute  to  Coffeyville,  Kans  to 
visit  relatives,  wrecked  their  motor  car  to  avoid 
hitting  a  child  on  U.  S.  highway  166.  They  had 
passed  through  Sedan  and  were  one-half  mile 
south  of  town  when  the  accident  occurred. 

There  was  a  stalled,  antiquated  car  parked 
at  the  side  of  the  highway,  and  as  the  California 
car  drew  near,  one  of  three  children,  loitering 
near  their  parked  car,  dashed  into  the  highway 
into  the  path  of  the  approaching  car. 

The  driver,  Milton  Williams,  turned  out  to 
avoid  running  down  the  child,  when  his  car  over¬ 
turned.  His  father,  Sam  Williams,  about  70,  was 
the  most  seriously  injured,  suffering  a  dislocated 
shoulder.  His  wife,  Ellen,  was  badly  shaken  up 
and  all  were  bruised. 

They  were  brought  into  a  local  physician's 
office  for  treatment,  and  after  repairs  had  been 
made  to  their  car,  resumed  the  drive  to  Coffeyvill 


LOLA  BERNICE  WILLIAMS 
Her  Story 

I  was  born  in  Havana,  Sargent  Co.  ,  N.  Dak. 
30  Aug  189  5,  the  third  child  of  Samuel  Edward 
Williams  and  Sarah  Jane  Kenoyer.  I  was  born  at 
home  as  were  all  of  my  mother's  children.  In 
those  days,  in  that  part  of  the  sparcely  settled 
country,  most  of  the  children  were  born  at  home 
without  benefit  of  medical  doctors;  generally  being 
aided  by  some  neighbor  woman,  when  one  was 
available,  or  taking  care  of  the  birth  by  them¬ 
selves  if  no  one  could  be  obtained  to  help. 

There  were  four  girls  and  six  boys  born  to 
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my  parents,  all  of  whom  lived  to  adulthood,  except 
the  second  child,  a  baby  boy,  who  died  at  the  age 
of  one  month  of  erysipelas.  My  mother  tells  of 
her  great  grief  and  how  she  clung  to  the  casket  and 
didn’t  want  them  to  take  her  first  boy  away  from 
her. 


Their  first  child,  Lura  Olive,  was  truly  a 
"little  mother"  tending  all  the  other  children  as 
they  came  along  and  helping  mama  with  all  of  the 
housework,  as  she  grew  up  and  was  able  to  perform 
these  tasks.  She  was  considered  an  "angel"  by 
everyone  and  God  must  have  needed  her  for  some 
very  special  task  as  He  took  her  to  live  with  Him 
after  she  had  married  and  born  two  children. 

She  died  on  the  18th  of  December  in  1918  in 
Newark,  Marshall  Co.  ,  S.  Dak.  during  that  dread¬ 
ful  epidemic  of  influenza,  later  called  the  flu. 

After  the  baby  boy  died,  along  came  me  and 
I  understand  now  that  I  was  a  trial  and  a  tribula¬ 
tion  to  both  my  parents,  not  to  mention  my  school 
teachers  as  I  was  growing  up.  It  seems  I  had 
decided  ideas  of  my  own  and  being  very  full  of 
adventurous  dreams,  many  of  which  I  tried  to 
fulfill  in  my  own  decidedly  independent  and  harum- 
scarum  way. 

The  third  child,  Retta  Bell,  was  a  delicate, 
sickly  child  whom  we  all  felt  we  should  protect. 
Mama  always  said  she  wasn't  able  to  do  the  chores 
which  we  were  delegated  to  do,  when  we  complained 
that  she  "never  had  to  do  a  tap  of  work.  "  I  can 
never  remember  of  her  being  punished  for  anything, 
in  fact,  I  don't  think  she  ever  needed  it,  unless  she 
had  been  enticed  into  some  mischevious  act  by  my¬ 
self  or  some  girlhood  friend.  She  was  a  quiet, 
gentle  girl  with  a  pure  heart  and  angelic  thoughts 
and  always  stood  in  awe  of  me  and  my  wild  ideas; 
as  she  confided  to  me  later  on  in  life. 

She  married  at  seventeen  and  raised  a  family 
of  ten,  besides  two  who  died  as  babies;  this  in  spite 
of  the  fact  that  her  health  was  always  poor  and  still 
is  to  this  day  and  notwithstanding  the  poverty,  the 
sickness  and  misery,  and  the  tremendous  task  of 
raising  such  a  large  family.  She  will  start  off  on 
a  visit  to  a  far-away  place  at  the  drop  of  a  hat  and 
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at  sixty-eight  still  has  the  look  of  a  young  woman 
and  the  enthusiasm  for  life  to  start  any  task,  no 
matter  how  difficult,  even  if  her  physical  body  is 
not  able  to  perform  at  times,  the  tasks  she  attempts. 

Next  came  the  first  boy  to  survive  to  manhood, 
Milton  James,  who  was  the  apple  of  his  dad's  eye 
and  on  whom  we  all  set  great  store.  When  he  was 
a  baby,  he  was  left  in  my  charge  many  times;  as 
my  mother  not  only  had  her  household  chores  to  do, 
but  was  my  dad’s  helper  in  the  fields  and  with  the 
stock;  and  my  sister  Lura  was  left  to  wash  the 
dishes  and  tidy  up.  Milton  was  born  a  twenty  pound 
whopper  and  when  I  had  to  hold  him,  mama  would 
put  me  in  the  large  wooden  rocking  chair  and  set 
that  big  baby  on  my  lap,  then  she  would  put  the 
rocker  near  enough  to  the  wall  that  1  could  touch 
the  wall  with  my  feet  and  make  the  rocker  "go"  to 
try  to  keep  him  quiet.  He  was  anything  but  my 
pride  and  joy  when  I  had  to  care  for  him,  in  fact, 

I  used  to  pinch  him  so  that  he  would  cry  and  then 
my  sister  Lura  or  my  mother  would  come  and  take 
him  off  my  lap,  which  was  exactly  what  I  hoped  for. 

Being  the  first  son,  he  was  given  a  great  deal 
of  leeway  and  as  a  consequence  was  forever  getting 
into  scrapes  out  of  which  my  father  had  to  "bail  him 
out",  so  to  speak.  Once  I  remember  he  had  stolen 
some  small  change  and  my  parents  had  told  him 
that  bad  boys  had  to  go  to  jail.  My  mother  had  him 
sitting  on  the  back  steps  scrubbing  his  feet  with  a 
brush,  while  she  was  scurrying  around  getting  his 
clothes  ready  for  him  to  wear  to  jail.  Of  course  I 
was  sure  he  really  was  going  to  go  to  jail  and  it 
made  such  an  impression  upon  me  that  I'm  quite 
sure  it  was  as  good  an  object  lesson  to  me  as  to 
him.  My  snatching  a  doll  from  an  acquaintance  of 
mine  a  few  years  previous  to  this  came  to  my  mind, 
and  I  suffered  in  retrospect  when  I  remembered 
how  I  had  had  to  take  my  entire  savings  to  buy  her 
a  new  head  for  it,  after  I  had  kept  it  at  home  for  a 
day  or  so  and  busted  it;  as  I  was  prone  to  bust 
everything  I  laid  my  hands  on. 

The  tension  must  have  eased  and  finally  mama 
and  dad  decided  that  if  he  would  promise  never  to 
misappropriate  anything  again,  they  would  allow 
him  to  stay  at  home  "this  time"  --  so  the  tragedy 
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having  been  averted  and  the  excitement  over,  I 
promptly  forgot  all  about  it. 

A  girl  came  next  and  they  must  have  thought 
she  was  something  very  special  for  they  gave  her 
three  given  names,  Noma  Mildred  Beatrice.  She 
was  born  in  Rutledge,  Scotland  Co.  ,  Mo.  ,  when 
my  mother  ma.de  one  of  her  periodic  trips  home 
to  see  her  folks.  I  don't  remember  anything  about 
her  expecting  or  about  the  "birthing",  as  in  those 
days  children  weren't  told  about  the  "birds  and  the 
bees";  at  least  not  in  our  fa.mily  who  seemed  to 
have  a  prudish  feeling  of  modesty  in  many  ways 
as  I  recall. 

I  do  remember,  however,  that  while  we  were 
in  Missouri,  I  was  kept  indoors  as  I  was  having  the 
measles  and  mama  said  the  light  from  the  snow 
would  hurt  my  eyes,  since  measles  were  supposed 
to  have  an  ill  effect  upon  the  eyes  and  she  kept  the 
shades  drawn  for  days.  It  was  heart  breaking  to 
me  that  I  had  to  remain  in  the  house  while  my 
brother  and  sisters  and  the  neighborhood  children 
were  out  in  the  snow  having  the  time  of  their  lives 
sliding  down  the  hill  right  near  our  house  on  sleds, 
boards,  pieces  of  oilcloth  or  anything  that  would 
slide;  and  there  I  was  stuck  in  the  house  just  be¬ 
cause  I  happened  to  be  all  covered  with  red  marks. 
I  didn't  feel  a  bit  sick  and  tried  to  convince  my 
mother  of  this,  to  no  av3.il. 

Isn't  it  strange  (and  a.musing,  now  that  we 
are  grown  and  can  look  back  upon  it)  what  a  lasting 
impression  an  experience  of  that  kind  can  make 
upon  a  child.  I  still  get  a  little  sick  heartache 
whenever  I  think  of  how  I  felt  during  that  period. 

Noma  was  a  school  teacher  and  loved  it,  for 
since  her  children  are  married  and  left  the  roost, 
with  children  of  their  own,  she  still  is  working  in 
that  field. 

Then  came  the  four  youngest  boys.  Clyde 
who  was  a  sensitive  boy  and  as  a  grown  man,  did 
not  lose  that  quality.  He  with  his  older  brother, 
Milton,  worked  with  dad  on  the  farm  until  dad  and 
mama  retired  and  went  to  California,  when  the 
boys  essayed  to  operate  the  farm  by  and  for  them¬ 
selves.  A  couple  of  years  of  crop  failures  and 
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they,  too,  went  to  California. 

Cecil  was  quite  a  baby  and  cried  at  the  drop 
of  a  hat.  Although  Lester  who  was  thirteen  months 
younger  was  often  taken  for  Cecil's  twin,  he  was 
the  braver  and  bolder  of  the  two  and  was  taken  for 
the  elder  most  of  the  time.  Mama  dressed  them 
alike  and  always  bought  the  same  things  for  them, 
which  added  to  the  illusion  of  twins.  Cecil's  occu¬ 
pation  in  later  life  was  upholsterer,  of  whom  there 
was  none  better  and  Lester  liked  the  out  of  doors, 
so  he  became  a  landscape  architect. 

Frances  "Frank"  came  along  at  mama's 
menopause  period  and  was  the  only  one  who  caused 
her  much  physical  discomfort  before  he  arrived. 

He  became  a  butcher  and  a  very  successful  one. 

All  of  them  eventually  came  to  California,  as 
families  are  wont  to  do,  when  one  member  of  the 
family  settles  in  a  locality  and  lauds  it  to  the  skies, 
as  I  did.  Being  the  one  who  always  stepped  out  into 
new  fields,  I  had  always  dreamed  of  being  able  to 
go  to  California,  and  when  the  fever  became  too 
fervent  I  managed  to  come  by  stages.  I'd  work  for 
a  while  and  then  travel  part  way,  then  stop  and 
work  and  go  on  a  little  farther.  Part  of  the  way  I 
hitch-hiked,  and  even  bummed  a  ride  on  a  passenger 
train,  and  some  of  the  time  I  used  "shank's  horses" 
as  they  called  legging  it. 

When  I  was  about  five  years  old,  we  lived  in 
Cogswell,  Sargent  Co.,  N.  Dak.  where  my  parents 
owned  and  operated  a  hotel  and  livery  stable.  Dad 
had  a  beautiful  span  of  bay  ponies  and  a  surrey  with 
a  fringe  on  top,  which  he  hired  out  with  himself  as 
driver.  Mama  and  Lura  ran  the  hotel  and  raised 
the  children.  Lura  was  only  nine  or  ten  at  the 
time,  but  she  had  the  job  of  attending  to  see  that 
the  customers  had  what  they  wanted  to  drink  with 
their  meals.  I  have  heard  her  chastised  for 
snuffing  her  nose  all  of  the  time.  It  was  perhaps 
nervousness.  When  she  would  take  their  orders, 
she  would  say,  "Tea  or  Coffee?"  (Snuff)  And  it  was 
my  utter  delight  to  twit  her  about  it.  A  lot  of  help 
I  was  ! 

While  we  were  living  in  Cogswell,  I  contracted 
typhoid  fever.  The  doctor  who  attended  me  wore  a 
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goatee,  which  caused  me  to  have  the  impression 
that  a  doctor  must  of  necessity  wear  one,  or  he 
wouldn't  look  like  a  doctor.  They  would  wring 
sheets  out  of  ice  water  and  wrap  me  in  these  until 
the  sheets  began  to  steam  from  the  fever  in  my 
body,  then  they  would  have  a  fresh  one  to  wrap  me 
in.  How  wonderful  that  cold  felt  to  my  feverish 
body!  My  hair  all  came  out,  but  I  didn't  mind,  as 
I  had  heard  it  said  that  when  one  lost  their  hair 
from  a  fever  that  it  would  come  in  curly.  I  don't 
believe  my  hair  did  come  in  curly,  but  expecting 
that  it  would  made  being  bald  quite  a  delight. 

When  I  was  about  eight,  we  moved  to  a  farm 
in  what  they  called  the  Sand  Hills.  It  really  was 
sandy,  too.  Where  the  buffalo  used  to  roam  and 
in  cold  weather  would  tramp  around  and  around  in 
a  circle  until  they  would  have  dug  out  a  huge 
amphitheater,  the  sand  would  fill  these  huge  holes 
and  in  windy  weather  would  swirl  around  and  form 
small  tornadoes  of  sand,  which  the  wind  would 
then  move  out  and  away  over  the  land.  One 
Saturday  when  we  were  having  our  weekly  tub, 

Mama  had  the  youngest  child  in  the  tub  for  the 
first  bath.  The  water  was  getting  too  cool,  as 
we  always  enjoyed  watching  the  baby  of  the  family 
splash  and  play  around,  so  mama  had  Lura  lift  the 
baby  out  while  she  went  for  the  tea  kettle  of  hot 
water  to  warm  it  up.  When  she  started  to  pour  it 
into  the  tub,  the  steam  burned  her  hand  and  she 
dropped  the  kettle.  Since  I  was  sitting  cross- 
legged  at  the  side  of  the  tub,  with  a  ring-side  seat, 
so  to  speak,  I  got  the  full  benefit  of  that  kettle  of 
boiling  water  on  my  legs.  I  was  wearing  fleece- 
lined  long  underwear  and  when  that  hot  water  hit 
my  legs  I  started  rubbing  them  up  and  down, 
which  took  all  of  the  scalded  flesh  off  onto  the 
underwear.  Of  course  I  was  yelling  bloody  murder, 
and  since  we  had  no  water  on  our  farm,  mama  was 
running  back  and  forth  to  the  neighbors,  carrying 
cold  water  about  a  quarter  of  a  mile  and  pouring  it 
on  my  poor  burned  legs.  There  I  lay  on  the  kitchen 
floor  in  a  pool  of  water  writhing  in  agony  and  mama 
running  for  another  pail  of  water,  crying  like  her 
heart  would  break,  "O,  I've  killed  her,  I've  killed 
her  ! " 
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The  neighbor  suggested  a  poultice  of  cattails 
and  linseed  oil,  which  mama  used,  but  when  it  got 
hard  it  was  like  a  cast  and  when  they  were  finally 
able  to  get  a  doctor,  which  took  some  doing,  since 
there  was  not  one  within  driving  distance,  and  no 
telephones  in  those  days,  so  a  doctor  had  to  be 
obtained  by  driving  to  the  town  where  he  lived  and 
bringing  him  back  to  the  patient.  This  of  course, 
took  considerable  time  and  in  the  meantime,  I  just 
screamed  in  agony  and  mama  wrung  her  hands 
helples  sly . 

When  the  doctor  finally  got  to  our  farm,  he 
had  to  pick  off  that  cattail  poultice  piece  by  piece 
and  the  flesh  came  with  it.  He  then  wrapped  my 
poor  raw  legs  in  strips  of  torn  up  white  cloth, 
putting  some  kind  of  ointment  on  it.  This  was 
soothing  for  a  little  while,  but  soon  it  was  driving 
me  crazy'with  pain  again. 

There  was  no  sleep  for  me  for  many  nights, 
and  one  day  another  neighbor  came  to  help  out  and 
suggested  making  heavy  sacks  of  cloth  filled  with 
freshly  dropped  cow  manure  to  put  my  legs  in. 

This  was  done  and  for  the  first  time,  I  knew  relief 
and  immediately  dropped  off  to  sleep.  Sounds 
horrible,  I  know,  but  I  was  told  afterward  that  it 
saved  my  life . 

Eventually  I  walked  again,  even  though  the 
doctor  predicted  that  if  I  lived,  I  never  would  be 
able  to  walk;  that  I'd  be  a  cripple  all  of  my  life. 

My  legs  are  badly  scarred  and  not  nice  to  look  at 
to  this  day,  but  they  have  served  me  well  these 
many  years,  for  which  I  am  very  grateful. 

During  the  summer  months,  we  went  barefoot 
except  when  we  went  to  church,  and  having  to  chop 
wood  for  the  fire,  I  one  day  missed  the  stick  of  wood 
and  chopped  my  toes  instead,  almost  severing  my 
big  toe  and  cutting  off  the  end  of  the  third  toe  and 
badly  damaging  the  second  toe.  Poor  mama!  She 
had  my  foot  in  a  dishpan  full  of  flour,  trying  to  stop 
the  flow  of  blood;  this  didn't  seem  to  do  the  trick 
and  seeing  the  blood  running  and  my  mother  so  upset 
with  me  bawling  for  all  I  was  worth,  must  have 
panicked  me,  for  I  really  screamed  then.  It  really 
wasn't  hurting  at  the  time,  but  I  sensed  her 
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helplessness  and  was  sure  I  was  bleeding  to  death. 

When  I  think  of  her  now  it  makes  my  heart 
ache.  Married  at  fifteen  years  of  age  and  children 
coming  every  year  or  two,  with  experiences  such 
as  this  which  I  am  sure  happened  to  many  of  the 
children,  as  well  as  to  dad  and  herself,  miles 
away  from  a  doctor  and  most  of  the  time  miles 
away  from  neighbors,  with  no  telephone  to  call 
for  help  and  no  automobile  to  drive  for  help,  with 
dad  in  the  field  and  not  knowing  where  to  turn  or 
what  to  do.  Sure  !  She  lived  through  it  all  and  so 
did  we,  but  what  scars  she  must  have  carried  on 
her  soul!  Heart  aches  and  heart  breaks  over  her 
children- -and  I,  with  my  crazy  ideas  and  my 
unp  redicat  able  stunts  surely  didn't  help. 

We  waJked  to  a  little  one -room  school  which 
was  three  miles  from  our  farm  and  which  offered 
very  few  advantages  educationwise,  as  the  teacher 
was  just  another  farm  girl,  too  young  and  certainly 
too  inexperienced  to  be  able  to  keep  us  in  line, 
much  less  teach  us  anything;  especially  the  middle 
and  upper  grade  pupils. 

I  remember  being  aware  of  the  young  teacher' 
inadequacy  and  would  look  up  unusual  words  in  the 
dictionary  and  then  confound  her  by  asking  for  their 
meaning.  Fortunately,  I  was  an  avid  reader  and 
some  knowledge  was  acquired  in  spite  of  the  fact 
that  I  cannot  remember  ever  having  really  studied. 

Recesses  were  the  times  which  we  all  looked 
forward  to,  naturally,  and  we  had  great  fun  playing 
such  exciting  games  as  "Andy-I-Ove r",  "Hide  and 
Seek",  Tag  and  "Pump,  pump,  pull- away"  when 
the  weather  was  mild  and  in  the  winter,  "Run  Sheep 
Run",  "Whip  on  the  Ice",  "Fox  and  Geese"  and 
having  snow  fights,  building  forts  with  the  snow 
and  making  snow  men. 

The  big  Jumbo  paper  tablets  that  we  did  our 
lessons  on  with  a  lead  pencil  were  the  usual  tools, 
but  occasionally  we  were  thrilled  when  we  were 
able  to  acquire  a  smooth  paper  tablet  and  even  a 
real  pen  sometimes,  not  tomention  a  pencil  box. 

Since  dad's  farm  was  on  the  state  line, 
between  North  and  South  Dakota,  we  lived  in  North 
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Dakota  and  got  our  mail  and  shopped  in  South  Dakota. 
One  time  when  we  were  all  quarantined  for  some 
communicable  disease,  such  as  smallpox,  typhoid 
fever,  mumps,  etc.  ,  we  children  would  run  down 
south  to  the  line  and  jump  across  yelling,  "You 
can’t  get  me  !  Ha!  Ha!  Ha!"  W ith  not  a  soul  in 
sight,  we  thought  we  were  being  very  daring, 
defying  the  law  that  way,  as  we  had  been  told  that 
we  could  not  leave  our  home  until  the  quarantine 
was  lifted.  To  us  that  state  line  was  as  real  as 
though  it  had  been  a  fifty  foot  wall  ! 

Memories  !  What  treasured  things  they  are  ! 

Not  always  pleasant  at  the  time  of  some  fearful 
experience,  however,  but  in  retrospect  a  thrill  to 
recall  and  even  to  recite.  One  of  these  memories 
was  the  old  windmill  whose  huge  fan  on  a  windy  day, 
whirling  and  twisting  back  and  forth  was  such  a 
great  "dare"  to  me- -climbing  up  to  its  fearful 
height  and  crawling  out  on  the  platform  right  under 
the  blade,  scared  to  breathe  even  for  fear  the 
blades  would  strike  me  and  loving  every  minute 
of  it  ! 


Building  tree  houses,  which  in  the  planning 
and  dreaming  of  it,  as  well  as  in  the  process  of 
accomplishment,  filled  a  great  yearning  for 
adventure  that  always  burned  with  unquenchable 
ferver  in  my  breast.  The  wonderful  privacy  of 
the  secluded  spot  in  the  woods,  where  books  could 
be  stashed,  which  could  be  read  in  stolen  moments. 
Books,  which  would  have  been  burned  by  mama, 
had  she  discovered  them,  for  I  read  everything 
from  torrid  love  stories  to  horror  stories  or  the 
Alger  Series  for  boys.  We  had  the  best  books 
which  our  parents  could  buy,  which  I  read  over  and 
over,  but  when  anything  else  could  be  borrowed  I 
read  that,  too;  which  sometimes  was  far  from 
choice  literature. 

Since  our  family  started  with  three  girls,  it 
fell  to  my  lot  to  be  Dad’s  Boy  since  my  older 
sister  was  mama's  little  helper  and  dad  needed 
someone  in  the  field  to  help  him.  That  suited  me 
fine  for  I  disliked  anything  in  the  feminine  line, 
including  clothes.  I  wore  over-alls  more  than  I 
wore  dresses  and  would  much  rather  be  togged 
out  like  a  boy  any  day  than  be  seen  in  a  dress. 
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Girls,  when  they  began  to  mature,  were  expected 
to  wear  things  they  called  "corset  waists",  and 
when  my  mother  insisted  on  my  wearing  one  when 
I  dressed  up,  I  would  invariably  stop  in  the  grove 
of  trees  on  my  way  to  town  and  take  that  horrible 
contraption  off  and  hang  it  in  a  tree,  picking  it  up 
on  my  way  back  home.  I  remember  being  laced 
into  a  real  corset  later  on,  but  like  an  untamed 
mustang,  it  "just  didn't  take".  I've  never  worn 
one  since,  the  nearest  I  ever  came  to  it  was  an 
elastic  girdle. 

One  memory  was  not  so  pleasant.  When  dad 
was  hauling  water  and  feed  to  the  grain  fields  where 
the  sows  had  chosen  to  have  their  litters,  I  was 
riding  in  the  rear  of  the  light  wagon,  sitting  on 
one  of  the  milk  cans,  which  he  was  using  to  haul 
the  water  in,  which  the  wagon  hit  a  badger  hole. 

The  bump  unseated  me  and  off  I  went  between  the 
wheels  of  the  wagon,  which  rolled  over  my  middle. 
It  knocked  the  wind  out  of  me,  and  as  usual,  what 
with  my  wild  imagination  I  just  knew  I  was  dying; 
and  lying  there  writhing  in  pain,  I  looked  up  to 
find  that  dad  hadn't  even  missed  me  and  had  driven 
on.  As  soon  as  I  could  get  my  breath  back  I  ran 
yelling  after  him,  finally  reaching  him  at  the  next 
shock  of  corn  where  another  new  mother  pig  had 
to  be  fed.  I  was  very  resentful  at  what  seemed  to 
be  his  indifference  to  my  tragedy  and  although  I 
didn't  seem  to  be  hurt  seriously,  I  did  have  some 
sick,  dizzy  spells  later  on  in  the  week;  and  I 
nursed  my  hurt  feelings  at  his  seeming  lack  of 
interest  by  toying  in  my  mind  with  the  speculation 
of  how  badly  he  would  feel  when  I  died  from  the 
accident,  which  he  thought  was  too  trivial  to  notice. 

That  same  year,  I  believe  it  was  my  tenth 
birthday,  they  had  a  birthday  party  for  me--the 
only  one  I  ever  had,  and  I  recall  many  little 
presents  such  as  a  penny  pencil,  a  nickle  hand¬ 
kerchief,  a  tiny  doll  which  I  promptly  broke;  but 
best  of  all  an  armload  of  home  grown  poppies 
brought  by  a  girl  whose  parents  couldn't  even 
afford  a  gift- -but  oh,  how  I  loved  those  poppies. 
Flowers  being  a  rare  thing  there  on  the  plains, 
where  we  thrilled  every  spring  when  the  crocuses 
would  push  their  heads  through  the  snow  and  later 
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when  the  weather  warmed  up,  the  wild  roses  with 
their  sweet  smell  would  appear  and  the  profusion 
of  wild  tiger  lillies  would  brighten  the  landscape 
with  their  exotic  blooms. 

The  memory  of  the  wonderfully  tall  and 
sturdy  swing  that  dad  climbed  the  great  towering 
cottonwoods  to  make  for  us.  A  swing  in  which  we 
seemed  to  be  able  to  actually  touch  the  sky  !  What 
a  wonderful,  glorious  life  is  the  life  on  a  farm  a.nd 
how  little  we  realize  it  until  we  are  many  years 
past  it  and  can  but  reminisce  !  How  fine  it  would 
have  been  could  we  have  realized  the  pleasure  and 
excitement  we  enjoyed  at  the  time  ! 

Sliding  down  the  roof  of  the  barn  and  landing 
in  a  hay  stack  which  was  piled  against  the  barn- 
trying  to  scale  the  cupola,  but  never  quite  able  to 
make  it.  The  lovely  fresh  hay  in  the  mow- -the 
sweet,  sweet  smell  of  it.  The  fun  of  snuggling  in 
the  grain  in  the  storage  bins. 

Fooling  dad  when  he  was  bending  over  trying 
to  insert  the  blade  in  the  mowing  machine- -in  my 
overalls  with  a  boy’s  cap  on  my  head,  and  lowering 
my  voice  to  sound  like  a  man,  I  asked  him  if  he 
needed  any  help.  Yes,  sir,  he  said,  just  put  your 
foot  on  the  end  of  that  blade  so  I  can  get  this  thing 
together.  I  imagined  that  he  really  thought  I  was 
a  strange  man  but  he  probably  was  up  to  my  tricks 
and  knew  who  it  was  all  along,  although  I  never 
asked  him  later  if  I  had  fooled  him.  At  the  time  I 
was  just  about  choking  with  laughter  and  my  heart 
was  pounding  like  mad,  thinking  what  a  hoax  I  was 
putting  over  on  him. 

Insisting  against  my  father's  better  judgment 
in  riding  an  unbroken  colt,  who  proved  to  be  a 

perfectly  docile  mount  on  my  way  into  town,  much 
to  my  disappointment;  but  who  became  a  little 
skittish  on  the  way  home  when  my  s unbonnet  blew 
off  striking  him  on  the  rump- -one  buck  and  off  I 
went  over  his  head  onto  the  plowed  field  by  the  side 
of  the  path  which  we  had  made  on  our  many  sojourns 
into  town.  He  proceeded  to  go  on  home  without  me, 
while  I  was  picking  myself  up  and  brushing  off  the 
dirt,  and  on  proceeding  on  homeward  afoot,  I  was 
reciting  to  myself  the  story  I  would  tell  on  my 
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arrival  there.  But  when  I  tried  to  tell  of  the  inci¬ 
dent  gayly  for  my  mother's  amusement,  much  to 
my  chagrin,  I  simply  burst  out  in  sobs.  I  wasn't 
hurt  at  all,  but  my  feelings  were  certainly  badly 
damaged  and  my  pride  had  "bitten  the  dust",  for 
I  was  so  sure  I  could  ride  the  colt  in  spite  of  my 
father's  admonitions  that  I'd  better  not  attempt  it 
that  it  made  me  lose  face  and  one  of  the  things 
that  just  about  floored  me  was  to  be  embarrassed, 
and  to  have  to  admit  defeat  was  worse  than  being 
hurt  physically. 

Mama  was  a  very  religious  woman  and  had 
been  brought  up  in  a  home  where  religion  was 
earnestly  and  sincerely  taught.  My  father  could 
take  it  or  leave  it,  but  to  keep  my  mother  happy 
he  always  went  along  with  her  when  she  insisted 
we  attend  Sunday  School  every  Sunday,  but  he 
would  tell  us  that  if  we  wanted  to  go  to  the  ball 
game  or  some  other  amusement,  we'd  have  to  go 
to  Sunday  School  first.  We  had  evening  bible 
readings  which  were  concluded  by  each  of  us  taking 
our  turn  in  giving  the  closing  prayer.  When  my 
turn  came,  I  always  rebelled  inwardly  as  it 
seemed  to  me  to  be  too  sacred  a  thing  to  share 
with  others.  Our  "Now  I  Lay  Me"  prayer  was 
always  said  later,  with  our  special  personal 
requests  added,  but  I'm  afraid  in  my  case 
remembering  to  be  thankful  for  His  wonderful 
blessings  was  generally  overlooked  since  I  had 
so  many  requests  to  make. 

There  was  one  very  angelic  teacher  in  Sunday 
School  whom  I  loved  devoutly  and  whose  Bible 
stories  were  vividly  impressed  upon  my  mind  and 
heart,  but  the  song  we  were  asked  to  sing  as  we 
dropped  our  coins  in  the  collection  plate  had  a 
reverse  effect  upon  me0  It  went:  "Hear  the 
pennies  dropping,  Count  them  every  one,  They 
are  all  for  Jesus"  and  one  more  line,  which  I 
could  never  remember  for  my  mind  would  hit  a 
snag  when  it  came  to  the  part  "They  are  all  for 
Jesus",  as  I  was  sure  that  a  Celestial  being  like 
Jesus  would  have  no  use  for  money  and  I  bawlked 
at  giving  my  money  when  I  didn't  know  just  what 
they  were  going  to  do  with  it  later. 

Remembering  the  old  cylindrical  phonograph

records:  March  of  the  Double  Eagle,  Sousa's 
March,  The  Whistler,  Spring  Song  and  other 
classical  records  as  well  as  some  comics  like 
the  Uncle  Josh  records:  "Why  don't  you  fix  the 
roof,  Uncle  Josh?"  "Wahl,  when  it  rains  I  caint 
fix  it  and  when  it  don't  rain,  it  don't  leak.  Ha! 

Ha!  Ha!"  And  the  one  where  they  asked  him  if  he 
did  the  two-steps  on  roller  skates  and  he  answered, 
"Yep,  two  steps,  that  was  all.  "  Oh,  how  we  loved 
that  old  "talking  machine"  as  we  called  it,  playing 
those  records  over  and  over  until  the  needle  had 
dug  deep  canyons  in  them  and  the  words  or  music 
would  hardly  be  distinguished. 

Our  parents  tried  hard  to  give  us  a  liberal 
education  in  the  better  things  of  life- -season  tickets 
for  the  whole  family  every  year  for  the  chautauqua, 
which  was  a  great  feast  indeed,  music  lessons  on 
the  violin  and  piano;  and  we  had  an  instrument 
called  a  dulcimer  which  was  a  stringed  instrument 
played  with  two  padded  hammers. 

The  memory  of  the  evenings  when  my  older 
sister  would  play  the  piano  and  we  would  all  sing 
together.  Dad's  bass  voice  was  just  beautiful.  To 
this  day,  when  I  hear  music  my  ears  pick  out  the 
deep  tones,  remembering  dad.  I  adored  my  dad 
and  how  I  wished  that  I  were  a  boy  that  I  might  be 
just  like  him,  to  me  he  seemed  to  epitomize  all 
that  was  strong  and  exciting  and  interesting.  I 
worked  beside  him  out  of  doors  with  men's  work 
from  the  time  I  was  big  enough  to  hold  a  horse's 
rein  or  plant  a  row  of  beans  or  potatoes,  being 
the  one  designated  to  be  his  "boy"  since  he  had 
three  girls  first  and  I  suppose  figured  he'd  have 
to  requisition  one  of  them  for  his  helper.  Since 
I  was  the  one  who  was  chosen,  I  just  naturally 
grew  up  to  be  tomboyish. 

As  I  was  growing  up  I  never  could  understand 
my  mother's  plaints  that  she  was  too  busy  or  too 
put  upon  with  all  of  the  children  underfoot  or  her 
lack  of  proper  tools  with  which  to  do  her  work,  for 
it  seemed  to  me  that  women's  work  was  a  snap. 
Since  I  did  none  of  it,  I  just  thought  that  the  man's 
part  of  life  was  the  only  one  that  entailed  labor  of 
any  moment.  I  remember  being  very  disdainful 
of  all  womanly  activities  and  feeling  that  man's 
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place  in  life  was  the  only  important  one.  How 
much  of  this  line  of  reasoning  and  my  being  always 
occupied  with  boy's  tasks  as  well  as  sports,  can 
be  attributed  to  the  way  my  life  developed  and  how 
my  inclinations  were  bent,  I  do  not  know,  but  it  is 
speculative  to  be  sure. 

Going  with  my  dad,  trying  to  learn  to  shoot 
a  double-barrelled  shotgun,  I  recollect  how  morti¬ 
fied  I  was  when  at  the  first  attempt  to  shoot  a 
prairie  chicken  as  we  flushed  a  covey  of  them  in 
the  cornfield.  I  raised  the  gun  to  my  shoulder  and 
pulled  the  trigger,  which  nearly  knocked  me  down 
with  its  recoil,  only  to  see  the  dirt  about  five  feet 
in  front  of  me  kicked  up  by  the  bullet;  the  gun  being 
too  heavy  for  me  to  lift  high  enough  to  do  any  good. 
However,  in  time  I  was  able  to  hit  even  the  smallest 
target  and  was  very  proud  of  my  marksmanship. 

Learning  the  fine  points  of  fishing- -many 
times  I  was  the  only  female  on  a  fishing  trip  with 
my  dad  and  brother  and  perhaps  a  neighbor  and 
his  boy,  but  I  felt  no  strangeness,  no  feeling  of 
"out-of-placeness  ",  for  my  father  made  me  feel 
that  I  was  indeed  his  "big  boy";  in  fact,  I  remember 
his  saying  many  times  in  the  years  following  that 
he  had  never  had  a  hired  man  who  could  keep  up 
with  me.  Probably  just  some  "soft-soap"  to  keep 
me  working,  but  I  swallowed  it  all  and  tried  my 
level  best  to  be  what  he  bragged  about  my  being. 

Going  with  him  to  the  one  lane  bowling  alley 
in  our  small  town  and  learning  to  bowl- -which  today 
is  a  favorite  sport  of  mine,  but  of  course  these  days 
girls  and  women  participate  in  that  sport  and  are 
well  received;  but  back  in  those  days  no  self 
respecting  girl  or  woman  would  frequent  a  bowling 
alley.  Strange,  when  I  come  to  think  of  it,  that 
my  dad  didn't  approve  when  I  grew  up  and  wanted 
to  wear  lipstick  and  curl  my  hair  and  put  on  fancy 
duds.  Did  he  still  consider  me  his  "laddy",  as  he 
used  to  call  me. 

I  remember,  in  particular,  one  time  when 
we  were  at  the  lakes  fishing  and  were  out  in  a  boat 
and  a  bad  storm  blew  up.  The  waves  were  splash¬ 
ing  water  into  the  boat,  threatening  to  capsize  it, 
as  we  endeavored  to  keep  it  bailed  out  writh  a  tin 
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can,  my  father  plied  the  oars  for  all  he  was  worth, 
trying  to  get  us  to  shore.  All  the  time,  I  had  no 
fear,  for  I  just  knew  that  my  dad  would  be  able  to 
make  it,  which  of  course  he  did.  And  I  think  now 
how  wonderful  true  faith  is  and  how  much  faith  we 
have  in  our  Heavenly  Father,  just  as  I  had  in  my 
earthly  father  then  and  always. 

There  was  one  fly  in  the  ointment  at  the 
lakes,  though- -the  woodticks.  Having  those  nasty 
brown  things  crawling  over  me  was  something  that 
gave  me  nightmares  !  Sometimes  if  one  didn't  find 
every  one  of  them,  one  would  get  his  head  stuck 
under  our  skin  and  then  when  it  was  discovered  it 
would  be  all  puffed  up  with  the  blood  he  had  sucked 
out  of  us  and  pulling  him  off  would  take  some  of  the 
skin  and  sometimes  make  a  sore  place,  too.  Ugh! 
But  then  to  counteract  the  nightmares  about  the 
ticks,  would  be  the  wonderful  dreams  of  that  lovely 
cork  bobber  going  under  and  knowing  that  I  had  a 
"bite" . 

Skating  with  weak  ankles  when  there  were  no 
skate  shoes  or  at  least  I  didn't  have  any  nor  know 
that  there  were  such  things.  The  skates  were 
clamped  onto  the  shoe  soles,  which  were  never 
sturdy  enough  to  hold  them,  and  then  when  they 
came  loose,  falling  down  and  bruising  myself  time 
and  again.  Never  complaining  at  home  about  the 
bruises,  for  fear  I'd  have  to  give  up  the  sport  for 
a  day  or  two  to  get  healed  up,  just  suffering  along 
with  the  hurts  until  I  could  finally  skate  well 
enough  to  keep  on  my  feet  the  majority  of  the 
time.  We  used  to  open  our  coats  and  use  them  for 
sails  to  make  us  go  faster,  some  of  the  lucky 
skaters  had  home-made  sails,  which  were  vee- 
shaped  frames  covered  with  canvas.  These  really 

took  one  over  the  ice  in  a  hurry!  What  fun!  What 
thrills  !  Even  though  my  skates  were  never  sharp 
and  my  shoes  not  heavy  enough  to  properly  hold 
the  skates  on,  still  I  had  the  time  of  my  life,  even 
with  all  of  the  bruises  and  near  broken  bones  that 
I  was  subject  to. 

Swimming  in  a  three-foot  pool  which  had 
formed  in  a  natural  depression  in  our  cow  pasture. 
Not  large  enough  to  do  any  swimming  in,  even  if 
we  knew  how,  but  we  would  crawl  on  our  knees  and 
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make  motions  like  swimming  and  stirred  up  the 
mud  in  the  bottom  until  it  would  be  in  our  eyes, 
ears  and  hair- -but  happy  day!  We  loved  it  just 
the  same. 

When  I  finally  learned  to  swim,  it  was  a 
great  surprise  to  me,  to  say  the  least.  It  was  at 
the  lakes  when  we  were  out  fishing  from  the  boat, 
when  dad  told  me  that  everyone  should  know  how 
to  swim.  When  I  protested  that  I  was  afraid,  he 
simply  picked  me  up  by  the  seat  of  my  pants  and 
tossed  me  into  the  lake- ---and  I  swam.  Boy!  How 
I  swam  !  That  dog  paddle  got  me  back  to  the  boat 
in  a  hurry  and  from  then  on  I  spent  a  great  deal  of 
time  practicing  so  that  I  could  try  to  keep  up  with 
my  dad  who  was  an  excellent  swimmer. 

My  dad  was  a  large  man,  weighing  over  two 
hundred  pounds,  with  a  great  barrel  chest.  Strong 
as  an  ox,  I  have  heard  folks  say.  When  he  took  a 
strap  or  a  willow  switch  to  me,  I  was  sure  he  was 
the  strongest  man  in  the  world. 

I  got  lots  of  whippings,  and  I'm  sure  I 
deserved  all  of  them,  and  maybe  more.  I  had  a 
habit  of  taking  "French  leave"  from  school,  going 
home  with  one  of  my  girl  friends  and  simply 
remaining  at  her  home  until  some  of  my  folks 
came  to  get  me,  when  they  found  where  I  had  gone. 

I  always  knew  that  I'd  be  punished,  so  while  I  was 
at  it,  I  did  all  of  the  things  that  I  could  think  of 
that  were  forbidden,  for  I  figured  I'd  get  only  one 
whipping  so  I'd  "get  my  money's  worth"  while  I 
was  about  it.  Many  times  I  escaped  punishment 
by  getting  my  dad  to  tell  of  some  of  his  youthful 
escapades,  which  he  loved  to  recite,  with  the 
hope  that  he  would  forget  his  job  of  punishing  me 
that  day;  for  I  knew  once  he  had  calmed  down  and 
his  ire  had  worn  off,  he  wouldn't  have  the  heart  to 
wield  the  instrument  of  torture.  He  simply  couldn't 
punish  us,  I  found  out,  when  he  wasn't  angry  and 
his  anger  never  lasted  very  long. 

Remember  whirling  a  snake  around  my  head 
and  snapping  his  head  off.  Sounds  like  a  boyish 
trick,  doesn't  it?  Well,  I  said  I  was  a  tom-boy, 
didn't  I  ? 

Picking  wild  choke -che rr ie s ,  wild  plums  and 
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wild  strawberries,  before  the  land  all  became  culti¬ 
vated  and  there  was  no  longer  a  place  for  wild  things 
to  grow.  What  a  pity  !  And  that  same  cultivation 
caused  terrible  sand  storms,  which  blew  the  sand 
until  it  covered  the  fence  posts,  or  sometimes  it 
blew  all  our  crops  away.  So  dad  had  all  of  us  kids 
out  planting  little  saplings  all  around  the  border  of 
the  farm  for  protection  against  the  wind,  then  we 
hauled  manure  and  spread  it  on  the  fields.  Another 
job  I  didn't  like  on  account  of  the  smell,  but  I 
wouldn't  let  on  for  fear  of  being  sent  to  the  house. 

Twice  a  year  we  had  a  wonderful  event  to 
look  forward  to.  In  the  summer  it  would  be  the 
Fourth  of  July  celebration,  where  booths  strung 
with  red,  white  and  blue  bunting  would  display  fire 
crackers,  soft  drinks,  candied  -apples  or  house 
games  of  chance.  There  would  be  a  merry-go- 
round  with  the  most  enchanting  music  and  a  fright¬ 
ening  ferris  wheel;  then  in  the  evening  there  would 
be  dancing  under  a  canopy  stretched  over  it, 
supported  by  long  poles,  under  which  a  wooden 
floor  had  been  laid  the  day  before.  One  year  when 
I  was  in  my  early  teens,  we  were  dancing  when  the 
rains  came,  but  we  danced  through  the  water  on 
the  floor  until  the  sad  strains  of  "Home  Sweet 
Home"  or  "Good  Night,  Ladies"  was  played,  warn¬ 
ing  us  that  for  this  year  our  lovely  Fourth  was  over. 
In  the  winter  it  would  be  the  Christmas  tree  at  the 
church,  which  the  whole  community  gathered  for 
and  took  part  in.  There  would  be  an  entertainment 
of  singing,  dances,  speeches,  etc.  given  by  both 
young  and  old  and  then  there  would  be  bags  of 
candy  and  nuts  for  all  of  the  children  and,  if  you 
were  lucky,  a  gift  which  would  have  been  placed 
under  the  tree  by  a  parent  and  handed  out  by 
someone  dressed  up  in  a  Santa  Claus  costume,  and 
finally  it  was  all  over  and  we  would  all  pile  into  a 
home-made  sled,  covered  up  with  quilts  and  a 

buffalo  robe  and  away  toward  home - a  little  sad, 

for  it  would  be  a  whole  year  before  we  could  have 
this  wonderful  day  again. 

Remembering  the  first  automobile,  a  Ford 
touring  car,  all  equipped  with  side  curtains  which 
made  the  loveliest  playhouse  when  dad  was  busy 
and  didn't  catch  us.  I  soon  learned  to  drive,  as 
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dad  just  didn't  cotton  to  it;  having  hit  a  tree  while 
backing  it  up  and  when  his  shouts  of,  "Whoa!" 
brought  no  results.  Thereafter  I  was  the  official 
chauffeur,  occasionally  being  allowed  to  drive  all 
by  myself.  One  time  after  the  car  had  grown  a 
little  older  and  more  decrepit,  and  since  dad  never 
fixed  anything  about  the  place  except  maybe  to  tie 
up  the  harness  with  a  bit  of  badling  wire,  the  car 
got  no  attention  and  soon  was  falling  apart,  I  was 
driving  to  a  neighbors  on  some  errand  and  the  bolts 
which  held  the  top  on  started  to  come  out  of  their 
sockets,  having  lost  the  nuts  or  whatever  it  was 
that  had  originally  held  them  in  place.  The  roads 
being  deep  rough  ruts  from  past  rains,  it  bounced 
around  until  the  car  top  was  literally  hanging  by  a 
thread  (or  one  bolt),  but  I  continued  on  never 
bothered  a  whit  that  it  was  literally  falling  apart 
over  my  head.  The  farmer  when  I  arrived  put  it 
back  together  again  the  best  he  could,  but  having 
no  nuts  or  whatever  to  keep  it  together,  performed 
the  same  way  on  the  way  home.  I  just  wonder  how 
that  old  car  ever  got  by  with  no  fixing.  I  remember 
riding  in  it  after  that  with  top  off,  so  I  guess  dad 
solved  the  whole  thing,  by  simply  unfastening  the 
remaining  bolt  and  taking  the  thing  off  and  parking 
it  in  the  grove,  where  it  proved  to  be  an  excellent 
shelter  for  us  to  play  under  from  then  on. 

I  remember  the  cyclones,  one  of  which 
moved  our  barn  off  its  foundation  and  broke  the 
windows  in  our  house.  Some  people  had  cyclone 
cellars,  but  not  us.  Dad  was  always  going  to 
build  one,  but  never  got  around  to  it. 

Remembering,  too,  the  year  the  grasshoppers 
came,  when  upon  trying  to  walk  to  town  through  the 
fields,  we  had  to  cover  our  faces  to  keep  the  grass¬ 
hoppers  from  jumping  into  our  eyes  or  mouth  if  we 
had  it  open,  .  How  the  fields  were  stripped  to  the 
ground  from  their  chewing  it  off,  how  the  train 
couldn't  run  for  the  grease  from  the  crushed  grass¬ 
hoppers  on  the  track  just  caused  the  wheels  to  spin; 
in  those  days  they  had  no  automatic  apparatus  to 
sift  sand  onto  the  tracks,  and  had  to  do  it  by  hand. 
The  day  was  like  twilight  for  the  grasshoppers 
were  so  thick  they  obscured  the  sun  for  days. 

In  spite  of  the  grasshopper  scourge,  the 
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sand  storms,  the  floods  which  some  years  com¬ 
pletely  covered  the  planted  fields  as  well  as  the 
pastures;  in  spite  of  the  blizzards,  whose  drifting 
snows  covered  the  telephones  and  froze  so  solid 
that  we  drove  over  the  tops  of  them  one  winter; 
in  spite  of  the  hail  storms  that  sent  down  hail 
stones  as  large  as  a  grown  person's  hand  and 
which  beat  the  crops  to  the  ground,  but  which  we 
used  for  ice  to  make  ice  cream  after  the  storm 
was  over.  Yes,  in  spite  of  all  of  the  years  of 
disasters,  crop  failures  and  other  discouraging 
events  which  befell  the  pioneer  farmers  in  those 
days,  there  was  never  a  time  when  we  were  with¬ 
out  either  food  or  clothing.  Some  way  or  other 
our  folks  seemed  to  manage,  no  matter  what  befell 
them,  and  we  children  never  suffered  from  lack  of 
any  of  the  essentials  of  life. 

I  remember  one  winter  when  the  snow  was  so 
deep  and  drifted  so  badly  that  we  had  to  make  a 
tunnel  from  the  house  to  the  barn  to  do  the  chores. 
When  dad  got  the  artesian  well  dug  out  and  we  would 
carry  water  from  it  to  the  house,  the  water  would 
be  frozen  almost  solid  before  we  got  it  to  the  house. 
When  a  tunnel  was  dug  to  the  "Chick  Sale"  building, 
how  I  hated  going  out  there  as  the  snow  and  ice 
would  be  piled  high  in  there  and  it  was  anything 
but  comfortable,  believe  me. 

Brrr  !  That  cold  weather  reminds  me  of 
trying  to  hang  up  the  washing  in  the  bitter  cold, 
the  articles  freezing  into  grotesque  shapes  before 
we  could  fasten  the  clothes-pins  on  them;  then 
bringing  in  the  flat  slabs  piled  high  like  crooked 
boards  which  had  to  be  hung  about  the  kitchen  stove 
until  they  thawed  and  finally  dried.  Reminds  me 
with  a  warm  feeling,  of  the  great  hard-coal  burner 
with  its  beautiful  ising  glass  eyes,  around  which 
we  would  crowd  in  the  evening,  toasting  our  feet 
while  our  backsides  were  icy  cold,  of  the  wonderful 
new  pull-down  lamp  that  hung  from  the  ceiling,  with 
its  silken  mantle  which  was  forever  being  broken 
by  one  of  the  children’s  antics. 

Remembering  the  milk  separator,  which  I 
had  to  turn  by  hand,  although  it  was  almost  too  tall 
for  me  to  reach;  wondering  why  it  had  to  be  done. 
Milking  the  cows  with  their  switchy  tails  in  my  face, 
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which  dad  said  could  be  avoided  if  I'd  just  butt  my 
head  against  their  flank;  but  I  didn't  like  my  head 
on  that  old  cow,  either.  Once,  while  I  was  stand¬ 
ing  behind  a  cow  we  called  "Kicker"  she  proved 
her  right  to  the  name  by  kicking  me  in  the  mouth, 
breaking  off  a  piece  of  one  of  my  front  teeth. 

And  there  was  the  old  red  bull  who  disliked 
people,  I  guess,  for  he  butted  dad  down  one  spring 
day  right  after  a  big  rain,  when  he  inadvertently 
turned  his  back  on  him.  Lucky  for  him  the  barn¬ 
yard  was  ankle  deep  in  mud,  so  that  he  was  able 
to  maneuver  himself  under  a  wagon  as  the  old  bull 
plowed  a  furrow  all  over  the  yard  with  him  as  a 
shovel.  Fortunately  we  had  a  good  cow  dog,  who 
chased  the  bull  away,  so  dad  could  come  out  from 
under.  The  next  day  the  bull  was  sold,  for  he  said 
the  next  time  it  might  be  one  of  the  children  who 
might  be  attacked. 

I  remember  the  first  silk  blouse  I  ever  had 
which  someone  had  given  to  mama  and  which  just 
fit  me  to  a  tee.  How  I  dreamed  of  being  admired 
when  I  was  allowed  to  wear  it  to  school  I  But  no 
one  even  noticed  it  ! 

One  Christmas  I  bought  myself  a  doll  and 
sneaked  it  onto  the  Christmas  tree  as  mama  had 
told  me  that  I  was  too  big  at  twelve  to  play  with 
dolls  any  more,  so  I  planned  to  pretend  that  some¬ 
one  had  put  it  there  for  me.  The  spice  of  getting 
it  was  gone  when  it  was  passed  out  to  me,  but  I 
tried  to  act  as  though  it  was  a  big  surprise, 
although  I  cannot  remember  ever  playing  with  it 
after  I  got  home  from  the  church,  where  our 
party  was  held. 

I  remember  the  old  Sears  Roebuck  catalog- 
wish  book,  we  called  it- -and  the  enormous  orders 
we  made  out  with  mama's  help,  only  to  have  them 
cut  down  about  fifty  percent  by  dad  when  he  came 
to  inspect  them. 

We  ordered  all  of  our  winter  clothing  and 
much  of  our  food  for  the  winter  out  of  the  catalog 
and  another  large  order  went  in  for  the  summer 
material  in  the  spring. 

What  a  thrill  when  the  box  would  finally 
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arrive  !  The  choruses  of  "That's  mine",  "That's 
for  me",  made  a  bedlam  of  the  house  until  all  was 
distributed  and  put  away.  We  could  try  things  on, 
but  we  couldn't  wear  them  right  now;  and  the  "right 
now"  was  the  only  time  that  children  knew. 

Of  course  one  season  was  more  than  was 
needed  for  each  of  us  to  lose  an  overshoe,  a 
mitten,  a  stocking-cap  or  scarf;  and  each  of  us 
was  always  missing  something  before  the  season 
was  over  so  there  had  to  be  more  things  ordered 
in  between  the  winter  and  summer  seasons. 

I  have  since  wondered  how  they  ever  managed 
to  keep  us  in  clothes,  what  with  the  tearing  of  our 
dresses  or  britches  or  losing  one  of  a  pair  of 
something  or  other. 

Looking  backward  at  the  primitive  way  of 
things.  The  hominy  which  was  cooked  in  the  wash- 
boiler  with  lye  to  get  off  the  hard  skin  of  the  field 
corn,  then  washed  dozens  of  times  to  rid  it  of  the 
lye  before  canning.  The  pork  which  was  butchered 
right  there  on  the  farm  (no  stamp  of  approval  put 
on  by  the  Pure -food  law  or  whatever),  then  put  up 
in  its  own  lard  after  being  precooked.  The  eggs 
put  up  in  large  boxes  in  salt  to  preserve  them.  The 
soap  made  with  lye  and  grease  in  that  same  wash- 
boiler  and  stored  away  for  future  use  in  boxes. 

The  apples  and  potatoes  and  onions  stored  in  the 
basement,  which  had  to  be  sorted  out  occasionally 
to  cull  out  the  bad  ones.  The  make -shift  light 
made  out  of  a  can  of  grease  with  a  rag  for  a  wick 
and  then  later  the  old  coal-oil  (kerosene)  lamps, 
whose  smoky  chimneys  always  had  to  be  washed 
every  day.  The  flat-irons  which  were  heated  on 
the  coal  stove  in  the  kitchen,  and  which  were  for¬ 
ever  burning  one's  hands.  The  wall  telephone, 
where  everyone  ran  and  listened  whenever  it  rang. 

I  remember  our  "ring"  was  a  long,  a  short,  and 
a  long. 

We  always  had  some  monies  of  our  own,  for 
we  were  paid  some  for  various  tasks  which  were 
allotted  to  us  about  the  house,  yard,  barn  or  field. 
A  penny  a  hundred  for  the  potato  bugs  that  we 
knocked  off  the  vines  with  a  paddle  into  a  bucket, 
afterward  burying  them  deep  in  the  ground.  On 
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that  job,  we  had  to  pinch  the  yellow  eggs  on  the 
backs  of  the  potato  leaves,  too.  Ugh! 

Straw  bed  ticks  which  had  to  be  emptied  and 
refilled  so  often.  And  once  an  epidemic  of  bedbugs, 
which  mama  treated  with  kerosene  or  something 
that  smelled  bad  when  we  went  to  bed.  Hating  to 
crawl  out  at  5  a.  m.  to  get  up  and  milk  the  cows. 

The  clothes  closets  which  were  all  too  inade¬ 
quate  for  such  a  large  family  and  having  to  get  into 
them  and  clean  them  out  after  literally  throwing 
our  garments  at  the  nails  and  hooks  for  weeks  on 
end.  Being  afraid  of  the  dark  closets  and  the  stairs 
and  having  nightmares  of  ghosts  from  whom  I  could 
escape  only  by  making  myself  invisible. 

Playing  with  cats,  turning  their  ears  back  to 
make  a  doll  hood  fit.  Our  old  faithful  Shepherd  dog, 
"Fanny",  who  died  and  broke  our  hearts,  since  we 
children  naturally  thought  we'd  have  her  forever. 
Death  had  not  yet  touched  our  lives,  and  we  knew 
not  what  the  word  meant. 

A  great  sport  was  to  hang  on  to  the  cow's 
tails,  riding  her  leg  joint,  which  we  called  her 
knee,  with  a  foot  on  each  one.  The  indignities 
those  poor  animals  had  to  suffer  at  our  hands  ! 

Tramping  down  the  hay  in  the  mow  or  the 
mayrick  and  getting  the  wild  oats  barbs  stuck  in 
our  clothing,  not  to  mention  our  hides.  And  speak¬ 
ing  of  ha.y,  remembering  the  time  dad  got  his 
fingers  caught  in  the  pulley  of  the  haystacker  and 
to  save  his  whole  arm,  jerking  the  ends  of  his 
fingers  off  and  later  going  back  and  picking  up  the 
stumps;  and  another  time  when  he  was  mowing  hay, 
having  the  horses  start  up  when  he  was  in  front  of 
the  mower,  cutting  his  heel  clear  through  his  shoe. 
He  didn't  even  stop  working  until  he  was  through 
with  the  mowing  that  was  to  have  been  done  that  day 
Of  course  the  foot  swelled  up  and  the  shoe  was  full 
of  blood  and  had  to  be  cut  off  by  mama  when  he 
finally  came  in  from  the  field.  His  work  and  his 
providing  for  his  family  came  first  and  foremost 
and  almost  nothing  could  stop  him  from  his  duty. 
What  men  there  were  in  those  days  !  Never  a 
sissy  among  them,  nor  a  laggard,  that  I  knew  of. 
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Wouldn't  it  be  something  to  see  the  laborers  and 
white  collar  workers  of  today  so  dedicated? 

I  never  even  considered  being  a  farmer's 
wife,  but  dreamed  of  traveling  and  seeing  the  *. 
world.  I  vowed  that  if  and  when  I  did  work,  it 
would  be  in  an  office.  And  so  it  turned  out,  but 
the  world,  so  far,  is  simply  the  United  States, 
which  I  have  toured  extensively. 

Seeing  a  picture  of  a  stenotype  machine  in 
a  magazine  when  a  girl,  would  set  me  dreaming 
and  I  desired  above  everything  to  own  one  and 
using  it  in  an  office  or  courtroom  one  day. 

That  I  never  did,  but  instead  became  a  tele¬ 
type  operator  and  the  majority  of  my  life  was  spent 
working  in  that  capacity;  first  for  the  Western 
Union  and  later  for  the  Union  Pacific  RR.  and 
later  and  mostly  for  the  Santa  Fe  RR,  from  which 
I  retired  when  I  was  sixty  years  of  age. 

My  first  job  was  in  the  little  town  of  Newark, 

S.  Dak.  as  long  distance  telephone  operator,  which 
I  held  one  summer  during  school  vacation,  at  the 
tender  age  of  fourteen.  Not  too  tender,  however, 
as  I  was  already  keeping  company  with  a  young  man. 

The  telephone  switchboard  was  in  a  jewelry 
store  and  the  funny  old  jeweler  sat  working  on  his 
watches  very  close  to  the  board,  chewing  tobacco; 
sitting  there  with  that  funny  glass  thing  fastened  on 
his  head- -a  sort  of  little  telescope,  with  which  he 
could  more  easily  see  the  workings  of  the  watches 
on  which  he  wo rked- -holding  his  head  tilted  upward 
so  that  the  tobacco  juice  would  not  spill  out  of  his 
mouth,  too  busy  to  spit.  And  I  would  make  it  a 
point  to  ask  him  a  question  just  for  the  pleasure  of 
seeing  him  maneuvering  his  cud  around,  throwing 
his  head  back  still  further,  trying  to  answer  me, 
but  losing  a  drip  or  so  of  tobacco  juice  when  giving 
me  an  answe  r . 

It  was  while  serving  at  this  job,  that  I  exper¬ 
ienced  my  first  broken  heart.  I  happened  to  look 
out  the  window  and  saw  passing  by  in  a  sprightly 
horse  and  buggy,  my  erstwhile  beau  and  a  girl 
whom  I  knew  he  had  previously  kept  company.  I 
immediately  put  together  the  few  trinkets  which 
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he  had  given  me,  along  with  a  signet  ring,  which 
I  considered  my  engagement  ring- -although  I  can¬ 
not  remember  his  designating  it  as  such  when  he 
gave  it  to  me --and  put  them  into  a  little  package 
and  mailing  them  to  him;  notwithstanding  that  he 
lived  in  the  same  town.  I  felt  very  dramatic  and 
all  by  myself,  played  the  betrayed  female  to  the 
hilt.  ' 


Later,  in  explanation  he  told  me  that  he 
could  not  help  having  her  with  him  in  the  rig,  as 
she  had  been  visiting  one  of  his  sisters  there  in 
the  town  and  had  asked  him  to  drive  her  to  another 
one  of  his  sisters  who  lived  in  the  country  a  mile 
or  so.  I  had  emoted  too  much  to  retract  and  refused 
to  accept  his  alibi,  as  I  deemed  it,  and  later  he 
married  that  self  same  gal. 

In  my  own  estimation,  I  was  a  dramatic 
actress  and  used  every  opportunity  to  demonstrate 
my  ability.  One  time  when  about  ten,  I  urged  dad 
to  punish  me  instead  of  my  brother,  Milton,  for 
some  misdemeanor.  Another  time  when  dad  had 
my  baby  brother  with  him  on  one  of  the  farm  imple¬ 
ments,  the  horses  became  frightened  and  were 
running  toward  the  grove  of  trees,  and  mama  was 
screaming  that  they  would  both  be  killed;  I  became 
very  melodramatic  and  putting  my  arms  around  her, 
I  assured  her  that  God  would  take  care  of  them  and 
not  to  wo  rry . 

My  youngest  sister,  Noma,  was  very  much 
babied  (or  so  I  imagined)  came  in  for  some  rough 
treatment  when  mama  wasn't  around  to  protect  her 
from  my  teasing.  When  I  caught  her  in  the  swing 
"going  belly-buster"  as  we  called,  it;  which  was 
simply  leaning  on  the  swing  board  on  her  tummy 
running  and  running  back  and  forth,  I  gave  her  a 
great  big  push,  which  caused  her  to  tip  over  head 
first,  hitting  her  head  on  the  ground.  Having  her 
tongue  hanging  out,  she  bit  it  clear  through;  in  fact, 
it  was  just  hanging  at  each  side  with  a  little  bit  of 
skin.  As  a  consequence  she  couldn't  talk  and  tell 
what  happened  and  I  just  kept  still;  so  by  the  time 
her  tongue  was  well  they  had  forgotten  the  cause 
and  I  went  Scot  free.  Oh!  The  things  that  I  will 
have  to  account  for  when  I  meet  my  Judge  !

When  the  time  came  for  me  to  attend  High 
School,  I  was  sent  to  Britton,  S.  Dak,  the  next

dides.  When  I  knew  my  lesson  well  I  forgot  to  be 
bashful,  and  I  did  know  my  lesson  that  day;  but 
unfortunately  I  pronounced  that  great  Greek  his¬ 
torian's  name  with  a  long  "i"  and  the  accent  on 
the  "did",  which  came  out  like  the  baby  panties  or 
"didies",  and  threw  the  class  and  teacher  as  well 
into  hysterial  laughter,  much  to  my  discomforture . 
From  that  time  on,  I  refused  to  stand  up  and  recite 
in  class,  and  as  a  consequence,  I  failed  in  Ancient 
History. 

Next  year  I  refused  to  return  to  school, 
talking  my  parents  into  allowing  me  to  get  a  job 
and  go  to  work.  I  suppose  they  figured  I'd  muff  it 
in  school  on  purpose  just  to  get  out  of  going  and 
knowing  my  rebellious  nature,  they  probably  feared 
I'd  retalliate  in  some  bothersome  way,  as  I  had  had 
a  habit  of  doing  in  the  past, 

I  had  gone  away  on  the  train  several  times  on 
some  wild  dream  of  mine.  One  time  I  had  boarded 
the  train  in  Newark  only  to  be  "derailed",  as  it 
were,  by  the  conductor  who  knew  my  parents  well 
and  who,  after  interrogating  me  on  the  train,  had 
gotten  answers  which  didn't  make  good  sense  to 
him;  had  convinced  me  that  getting  off  at  the  next 
station  to  visit  a  girl  friend  there  was  such  a 
wonderful  idea,  and  had  then  notified  my  parents 
of  my  whereabouts.  Another  time  I  had  a  yen  to 
go  to  see  my  grandfather  who  lived  then  in  Keokuk, 
Iowa  and  having  thought  it  over  and  decided  to  go, 

I  made  my  plans  without  consulting  a  single  soul. 

I  did  ask  to  go  to  stay  the  night  with  another 
farmer's  daughter  who  lived  between  our  farm 
and  the  next  town  north  on  the  same  spur  of  the 
Milwaukee  RR.  From  the  nightbor's  farm  I  left 
on  foot,  presumably  to  walk  back  home,  but 
instead  walked  to  the  next  town  north  (about  eight 
miles),  where  I  got  a  room  in  a  hotel  and  asked 
the  lady  who  ran  the  hotel  to  call  me  in  time  to 
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catch  the  eastbound  train,  another  railroad  which 
also  ran  thru  the  town.  But  after  a  night  in  the 
bare  and  silent  room,  I  decided  to  go  back  home 
and  go  at  a  later  date;  so  I  trudged  on  back  and 
went  directly  to  the  school  although  by  the  time  I 
had  walked  that  long  distance  it  was  well  on  into 
the  afternoon. 

It  was  several  months  later  that  my  mother 
called  me  to  her  and  asked  me  why  I  had  "ran 
away"  this  time.  I  told  her  that  I  had  not  ran 
away,  that  I  was  just  going  to  see  grandpa.  It 
seems  that  the  lady  who  ran  the  hotel  in  Cogswell, 
the  town  where  I  had  walked  to,  had  known  my 
parents  since  they  themselves  had  owned  and 
operated  a  hotel  and  livery  stable  there  years 
before.  She  had,  I  assume,  divulged  the  fact  that 
I  had  been  there  and  was  planning  on  going  some 
place  on  the  train  the  next  morning.  I  really  was 
not  running  away  but  just  had  a  desire  to  go  places; 
for  I  loved  my  home  as  well  as  any  child,  I  suppose. 
Loved  my  parents  and  brothers  and  sisters,  too. 

I  didn’t  love  the  work  on  the  farm,  though,  and  felt 
abused  at  times  at  having  to  work  so  hard;  but  I 
still  had  no  idea  of  running  away,  as  my  parents 
always  seemed  to  think  I  was  doing. 

Seems  I  was  just  a  rebellious  youngster  and 
there  is  no  question  but  that  I  was  a  problem  to  my 
parents.  I  remember  my  mother  trying  to  make 
me  wear  what  they  termed  "corset  waists"  in  those 
days,  and  my  taking  it  off  and  hanging  it  on  the 
limb  of  a  tree  on  my  way  to  church,  or  a  party, 
or  wherever  I  was  being  sent.  I  had  worn  overalls 
for  so  long  and  worked  and  played  like  a  boy  so 
much  that  I  had  no  desire  for  fern  in ity- -until  one 
day  I  went  to  town  dressed  in  a  newly  made  dress, 
which  was  gathered  too  full  at  the  waist  and  made 
me  look  more  rolly-polly  than  I  was,  barefoot  as 
usual.  All  at  once  I  was  ashamed  of  my  looks  ! 

From  then  on  I  began  to  think  of  dresses,  of  curl¬ 
ing  my  heair  and  wearing  shoes  and  stockings -- 
and  I  probably  even  began  then  to  think  of  boys  as 
something  other  than  playmates  and  rivals  in  some 
sport.  And  that  must  have  began  another  phase  of 
constant  worry  on  the  part  of  my  parents,  for  once 
I  began  to  be  "boy  crazy"  I  was  as  enthusiastic 
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about  boys  as  I  had  heretofore  been  about  hunting, 
fishing,  bowling  or  the  Fourth  of  July. 

At  that  time,  one  could  take  the  teacher’s 
examination  at  seventeen  and  if  able  to  pass  it, 
could  teach  in  one  of  the  country  schools,  which 
were  one- room  buildings,  accommodating  all 
grades  from  one  to  eight.  However,  being  large 
for  my  age,  I  readily  passed  for  seventeen;  so 
when  my  parents  agreed,  I  took  the  examination, 
passed  and  was  assigned  a  school  in  the  southern 
part  of  S.  Dak.  ,  near  a  small  town  named  Veblen. 

It  was  considered  a  privilege  to  ’’board  and 
room”  the  school  teacher,  and  I  was  advised  to  go 
to  the  farm  where  the  previous  teachers  had 
boarded.  A  few  days  there  were  enough  to  send 
me  complaining  into  Veblen  in  search  of  a  new 
boarding  place,  as  the  farmer's  wife  there  would 
put  one  of  her  children  out  on  the  back  porch  tied 
up  like  a  dog  and  fed  her  out  there,  since  she  was 
feeble  minded,  and  there  were  too  many  children 
for  her  to  have  time  to  care  for  the  poor  little 
half-wit  and  I  just  couldn’t  stand  it. 

The  new  boarding  place  I  found  was  right  in 
Veblen,  with  a  man  and  wife  who  lived  in  the  rear 
of  a  printing  office,  whose  printer  also  was  board¬ 
ing  with  them.  It  naturally  followed  that  the  printer 
and  I  were  thrown  together  frequently,  as  the  four 
of  us  spent  many  evenings  playing  cards  together. 

It  was  as  natural  as  rain  for  me  to  turn  on  my 
charm  to  try  to  impress  this  printer,  who  was  a 
man  twelve  years  my  senior;  and  charm  him,  I 
must  have,  for  within  the  school  term,  he  had 
treated  me  like  a  queen,  regaling  me  with  presents 
and  finally  expressing  his  love  for  me  and  asking 
me  to  be  his  wife.  I  accepted,  never  thinking  be- 
yong  my  nose,  so  to  speak;  for  what  had  I  to  lose 
with  all  of  the  .fine:  things  he  gave  me  and  the 
attention  he  showered  on  me?  Silly,  foolish  girl! 
Not  even  considering  that  marriage  was  anything 
but  a  way  to  obtain  material  things  ! 

Naturally  I  could  not  marry  without  my 
parents  consent,  being  under  age,  so  Mac  was 
more  than  willing  to  dictate  a  letter  to  my  parents 
asking  their  consent.  My  mother  answered  saying 
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that  she  felt  I  was  too  young  to  marry,  but  that  if  I 
was  sure  I  loved  the  man,  that  she  would  give  her 
blessing.  With  things  looking  like  they  were  really 
getting  serious,  I  began  to  speculate  on  how  it 
would  be  to  not  be  able  to  have  the  attentions  of 
other  boys,  of  not  being  my  own  boss  anymore, 
etc,  ,  etc,  ;  and  decided  that  I  really  didn't  want  to 
marry  at  that  time,  Alas  !  I  had  reckoned  without 
considering  Mac,  for  he  insisted  that  a  "yes"  meant 
just  that  and  that  there  would  be  no  backing  out  on 
my  promise.  He  even  went  so  far,  when  he  saw 
that  I  really  had  no  intention  of  going  through  with 
the  marriage,  as  to  threaten  my  life  if  I  backed 
out;  and  I  was  such  a  little  fool  that  I  believed  him. 

Consequently  when  the  marriage  date,  which 
had  previously  been  agreed  upon,  arrived;  we  set 
out  for  the  county  seat  in  a  horse  drawn  sleigh, 
with  me  bawling  all  the  way  there  and  back,  and 
were  married  by  a  justice  of  the  peace  in  Sisseton, 

S,  Dak.  on  the  25th  of  January  in  1912. 

To  try  to  explain  my  feelings  would  be 
impossible,  for  I  had  no  idea  of  how  to  adjust  to 
married  life,  even  had  I  had  a  desire  to  do  so. 

To  me  it  was  one  long,  horrible  nightmare  ! 

Mac  turned  out  to  be  a  very  jealous  man  and  a 
veritable  brute  besides.  Since  the  letter  he  had 
dictated  to  my  mother  asking  for  her  consent  to 
our  marriage  was  a  passionate  entreaty  filled  with 
fervid  assertions  of  my  love  for  Mac,  I  hadn't 
nerve  enough  to  write  to  her  and  tell  her  how 
unhappy  I  was  and  what  a  terrible  mistake  I  had 
made  in  marrying  him.  So  I  endured  it  and  dreamed 
each  day  of  how  I  would  run  away  from  him  when¬ 
ever  an  opportunity  arose  to  make  it  possible  to 
do  so.  But  time  went  on  and  on  and  within  the  year 
I  found  myself  pregnant  and  then  I  knew  that  for  the 
time  being,  at  least,  I  was  helpless. 

Saving  every  little  bit  of  money  that  I  could 
salvage  from  the  grocery  money  as  well  as  from 
little  amounts  I  could  earn  for  odd  jobs  done  on  the 
sly,  I  was  able  to  save  enough  to  pay  my  fare  back 
home  and  waited  and  watched  and  prayed  for  the 
opportunity  to  "run  away"  from  my  husband  back 
to  my  parents . 
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This  opportunity  arose  when  he  had  to  go  to 
another  town  at  the  end  of  the  spur  of  the  railroad 
which  passed  through  the  village  we  lived  in;  the 
only  hitch  being,  that  I  would  have  to  board  the 
train  on  its  way  back  from  the  place  where  my 
husband  had  gone  and  from  which  he  would  be 
returning,  if  I  availed  myself  of  this  one  opportune 
time,  which  might  never  occur  again. 

My  baby  had  the  whooping  cough,  and  as  I 
boarded  the  train  I  was  terrified  for  fear  that  she 
would  start  coughing,  drawing  attention  to  us. 
Fortunately  it  was  snowing  and  blowing  the  snow 
furiously,  and  as  my  husband  disentrained  with 
his  head  tucked  down  to  weather  the  storm,  I 
boarded  at  the  front  of  the  train  without  him  seeing 
me . 

We  arrived  at  my  parents  farm  the  same  day, 
but  the  very  next  day,  here  came  my  husband  to  get 
me  to  come  back. 

My  father  had  given  me  a  lecture  when  I 
arrived,  saying  that  marriage  was  no  game  and 
that  a  contract  such  as  that  should  be  given  serious 
consideration.  However,  when  I  had  explained  his 
cruelty  to  me  and  was  insistent  that  I'd  never  return 
to  him;  my  father  so  advised  my  husband.  However, 
Mac  didn't  give  up  that  easily,  and  first  pled  with 
me,  then  threatened;  but  since  I  felt  quite  safe  with 
my  parents,  I  became  dramatically  bold  and  told 
him  thaT  I'd  rather  be  dead  than  go  back  to  him  so 
eventually  he  came  to  realize  that  it  was  useless 
to  argue  further  and  upon  some  serious  urging 
from  my  father,  he  finally  left  without  me. 

Now,  since  I  was  not  equipped  to  make  a 
living  for  my  child,  my  parents  were  faced  with  the 

problem  of  taking  care  of  the  child,  while  I  was 
sent  away  to  school  to  get  a  business  education. 

So  it  was  decided  to  send  my  younger  sister, 
Retta,  and  I  to  the  State  Normal  and  Industrial 
College  in  Ellendale,  N.  Dak.  ,  where  we  both 
acquired  the  education  necessary  to  apply  for  some 
sort  of  office  position. 

I  spent  a  few  months  in  Chicago,  Ill,  working 
for  Phillipsbo rn  Cloak  and  Suit  Company,  but 
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suffered  from  homesickness  for  my  baby  and  parents, 
returning  to  the  farm  again. 

By  this  time,  I  imagine  my  parents  were  be¬ 
coming  a  bit  exasperated  with  me  for  not  getting 
down  to  business,  although  I  cannot  remember 
them  chastizing  me  for  coming  home  so  soon. 

I  decided  to  take  my  baby  with  me  on  my 
next  attempt  at  striking  out  on  my  own  and  this 
time  I  felt  I  should  take  another  school,  since  I 
had  had  some  experience  in  that  line  and  it  paid 
better  than  a  typing  job.  I  had  dreamed  of  going 
to  California,  and  with  this  thought  in  mind,  I 
headed  west  with  just  enough  money  to  take  me  to 
Billings,  Mont,  from  which  place  I  applied  for  and 
obtained  another  country  school. 

After  a  term  of  teaching,  I  worked  my  way 
west,  taking  whatever  jobs  I  was  able  to  find 
entransit.  In  one  case,  hiring  out  as  a  cook  on  a 
farm,  when  I  didn't  even  know  how  to  boil  an  egg,  , 
as  they  say.  However,  even  that  was  remunera¬ 
tive,  since  they  had  to  put  up  with  me  until  they 
could  obtain  a  better  cook.  By  this  time  I  was  in 
Washington,  in  the  Yakima  Valley. 

From  there  I  had  enough  cash  from  the 
cooking  job  to  get  us  to  Seattle,  but  the  city 
frightened  me,  and  I  didn't  know  where  to  look 
for  a  desk  job,  so  I  dragged  poor  Nadine  along 
with  me  on  the  way  south,  with  just  a  few  dollars 
in  my  pocket,  hitch-hiking  my  way.  I  finally 
hitched  a  ride  to  Chehalis,  Wash,  where  I 
washed  dishes  in  a  restaurant  and  earned  enough 
to  pay  my  fare  on  a  ship  to  San  Francisco,  Calif, 
via  the  bilge  route  (steerage).  Poor  baby!  We 
both  suffered  seasickness  on  the  way  but  arrived 
safely  in  the  state  of  my  dreams,  much  worse  for 
the  wear  and  tear  of  the  tortuous  trip,  but  as  happy 
as  though  I  had  good  sense. 

When  we  disembarked,  I  trudged  up  the  hill 
on  Pacific  Street,  which  in  those  days  was  the  red 
light  district;  which  of  course  I  was  ignorant  of, 
and  found  upon  inquiry  at  several  hotels  that  the 
prices  were  exhorbitant.  I  really  do  not  know  if 
they  purposely  gave  me  those  high  prices  .because 
they  had  no  use  for  a  mother  and  child;  or  if  the 
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prices  really  were  that  high.  Nevertheless,  I 
finally  became  extremely  anxious  about  finding 
shelter  for  the  night,  as  the  day  was  fast  drawing 
to  a  close,  and  happening  to  see  a  policeman,  I 
inquired  of  him  if  he  could  direct  me  to  an  econ¬ 
omical  hotel. 

With  a  broad  grin  on  his  Irish  face,  he  said, 
,?Lady,  you  are  in  the  wrong  district.  You’d  best 
go  left  up  that  hill  for  about  ten  blocks,  where  you 
may  be  able  to  find  a  furnished  room  to  fit  your 
pocket  book,  and  where  you  and  the  wee  one  will 
be  much  safer.  " 

It  was  many  moons  later  before  I  learned 
what  a  bad  district  I  had  been  in  and  began  to 
realize  that  there  were  many  pitfalls  into  which 
an  ignorant  girl  such  as  I,  could  have  fallen. 

The  furnished  room  I  found,  and  what  a  room 
But  it  was  a  respectable  district  and  the  landlady 
was  very  kind  and  understanding,  helping  me  to 
apply  for  a  job  with  the  Western  Union  Telegraph 
Company,  whose  advertisement  she  had  clipped 
from  the  newspaper.  The  telegraph  company  was 
advertising  for  girls  to  learn  the  teletype,  offering 
them  the  fabulous  sum  (to  me)  of  $30  a  month  while 
learning,  which  was  to  be  increased  to  $50  upon 
graduation,  which  they  promised  could  be  as  soon 
as  six  weeks.  In  my  case,  it  took  three  only,  as  I 
was  especially  anxious  to  prove  myself  competent 
and  studied  with  a  great  deal  of  zeal. 

Since  most  of  the  applicants  were  much 
younger  girls,  mostly  just  out  of  high  school,  I 
was  picked  out  to  be  on  the  apprentice  list,  first 
out  of  the  group. 

It  seemed  to  be  just  what  I  was  fitted  for,  and 
I  was  soon  a  steady  working  girl.  The  only  draw¬ 
back  being  that  newcomers  were  put  on  the  late 
night  shift  which  was  midnight  to  eight  in  the 
mo  rning. 

Fortunately  for  me,  an  elderly  couple  in  the 
rooming  house  where  we  lived,  had  been  captivated 
by  my  little  one,  who  by  this  time  was  about  three 
years  of  age  and  a  bewitching  and  beautiful  little 
girl,  making  friends  readily  and  having  had  a  great 
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deal  of  freedom  during  my  schooling  at  the  Western 
Union,  had  found  her  way  around  the  neighborhood, 
usually  ending  up  at  the  Police  Station  where  she 
was  treated  to  more  candy  and  sweets  than  was 
good  for  her  and  where  she  would  be  found  many 
times  entertaining  the  firemen. 

She  always  wore  little  jumpers  with  her 
name  and  address  attached  to  its  pocket,  so  the 
neighborhood  came  to  know  the  circumstances  of 
my  being  a  poor  night  worker,  and  adopted  her  as 
their  special  charge. 

From  this  period  on,  I  began  to  be  an  earnest, 
steady  and  I  hope,  a  better  woman  and  mother;  for 
I  continued  in  that  line  of  work  for  most  of  the 
balance  of  my  working  life. 

I  did  try  to  enlist  in  the  army  in  World  War  I, 
but  when  they  found  I  was  a  mother  of  a  small  child, 
they  would  not  allow  me  to  join.  The  Lord  was 
wise  and  saved  that  experience  for  a  later  date  in 
my  life  when  my  children  would  be  grown.  Yes,  I 
was  to  have  another  precious  girl,  which  I  will 
relate  later. 

During  World  War  I,  with  all  of  the  uniformed 
young  men  around,  I  fell  for  one  after  another,  only 
to  have  them  shipped  out  for  overseas  before  we 
had  but  begun  to  become  acquainted. 

Never  having  had  enough  money  at  one  time 
to  pay  for  a  lawyer,  I  still  was  legally  married, 
which  proved,  to  be  in  my  favor;  since  a  marriage 
to  a  service  man  would  have  meant  separation  and 
probably  have  made  of  us  a  young  widow,  likely 
with  another  mouth  to  feed. 

Shortly  after  the  Armistice  was  signed,  I 

had  news  from  home  that  my  mother  was  in  need 
of  my  help.  She  had  become  so  run  down  with  all 
of  the  hard  work  on  the  farm  and  the  bearing  of  so 
many  children,  that  the  doctor  had  told  my  father 
she  must  go  to  a  dry  climate  to  recuperate  or  she 
would  die  of  consumption. 

Since  my  father  had  to  take  care  of  the  farm 
and  the  older  children,  he  was  sending  my  mother 
to  Denver,  Colo.  ,  since  that  was  the  only  place 
where  I  was  able  to  get  transferred  to,  and  since

she  needed  someone  to  be  with  her  there;  I  was 
asked  to  be  that  one,  since  I  would  be  able  to  sup¬ 
port  her  and  work,  too.  My  older  sister,  Lura, 
having  left  two  motherless  children,  when  she 
passed  away  in  19  18  during  the  Influenza  "Flu" 
Epidemic,  I  seemed  to  be  the  only,  though  per¬ 
haps,  poor  substitute  as  a  nurse  for  mamma. 

I  loved  that  city  of  San  Francisco  and  hated 
having  to  leave  all  of  the  many  friends  I  had  made 
there,  as  well  as  all  of  the  eligible,  uniformed 
young  men  ! 

My  interlocutory  divorce  had  just  been 
granted  me  before  I  was  to  leave  for  Denver,  and 
so  now  I  would  soon  be  free  to  remarry,  but  with 
mamma  to  nurse  and  a  new  job  to  hold  down,  this 
was  not  to  be  for  several  years  later. 

As  mamma  regained  her  health  quite  remark¬ 
ably  and  being  without  burdens  of  her  family  and 
hard  work,  she  began  to  enjoy  her  life  of  ease,  as 
she  had  only  to  baby  sit  for  my  little  girl  and  her 
own  change  -  of-1  ife  baby  boy. 

For  the  first  time,  I  had  the  pleasure  of 
dressing  her  up  in  something  other  than  drab  black 
or  grey,  of  getting  her  cosmetics  and  teaching  her 
to  use  them,  and  having  the  fun  of  seeing  her  blush 
with  happiness  and  a  little  embarrassment  when  she 
looked  in  the  morror  at  herself  with  a  little  rouge 
on  her  cheeks,  her  hair  curled  and  coiffed,  and  all 
dolled  up  in  her  pretty  new  colorful  togs. 

For  once  in  her  life,  much  to  my  enjoyment, 
she  began  to  see  something  of  what  it  meant  to  be  a 
lady  of  leisure  instead  of  a  drudge.  She  told  me  in 
later  years  that  that  was  the  happiest  time  of  her 
life,  and  what  a  joy  it  was  to  be  able  to  make  it  so. 

I  simply  made  the  money  and  brought  the  check 
home  for  her  to  use  as  she  liked.  I  believe  that 
made  me  grow  up  more  than  anything  that  ever 
happened  to  me.  I  forgot  about  how  unhappy  I  was 
to  leave  San  Francisco  and  began  to  love  Denver, 
instead. 

But  as  mamma  became  well  and  strong  again, 
she  felt  she  should  go  back  to  the  farm  to  the  other 
children  and  to  helping  dad  again.  But  never  again 
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did  she  deny  herself  as  she  had  always  done  and 
dad  began  to  realize  that  he  had  a  beautiful  wife 
and  not  just  a  hired  hand  who  bore  his  children. 

He  no  longer  took  her  for  granted,  bless  his  heart, 
but  treasured  her  more  than  ever. 

Later  on,  he  retired  and  all  of  the  family 
came  out  to  California,  where  he  passed  away 
in  1947. 

On  Thanksgiving  Day  of  the  same  year,  I  had 
invited  two  homeless  gentlemen  to  share  dinner 
with  my  mother  and  I,  since  they  were  without 
family  and  I  had  been  lucky  enough  to  be  able  to 
beat  my  brothers  and  sisters  to  the  punch  in  having 
my  mother  as  a  guest  also. 

The  elder  gentleman  of  the  two  became  my 
step-father  two  years  later,  as  that  Thanksgiving 
Day  drew  him  and  my  mother  together,  and  it  later 
became  the  greatest  romance  of  their  lives.  They 
seemed  to  be  made  for  each  other,  and  my  mother 
blossomed  like  a  rose,  living  in  seventh  heaven  for 
the  short  year  of  their  married  life,  when  he  was 
taken  suddenly  with  a  heart  attack  and  passed  away. 

All  of  her  children  were  so  happy  for  her  in 
being  able  to  have  such  a  beautiful  love  affair  so 
late  in  life  and  we  came  to  love  "Bert",  as  he  was 
affectionately  called,  almost  as  much  as  we  had 
loved  our  own  father. 

After  Mamma  had  left  Denver  and  I  no  longer 
had  that  pleasurable  responsibility,  I  began  going 
out  to  dances  more  often. 

One  evening  1  met  a  young  lad,  three  years 
my  junior,  who  was  the  most  wonderful  waltzer. 

I  fell  in  love  with  him  as  a  waltz  partner,  but  he 
fell  in  love  with  me.  Period! 

Later  on  he  invited  me  to  come  to  his  home 
to  "show  me  off  to  his  mother",  as  he  put  it. 
Pleased  and  flattered  I  accepted  gladly.  Wow  ! 

What  a  shock  was  in  store  for  me  !  As  we  entered 
the  house  and  he  presented  me  to  his  mother,  he 
said  to  her,  "Mother,  meet  my  future  wife.  "  I 
didn’t  have  the  presence  of  mind,  no,  nor  the 
sense  to  deny  it;  and  in  a  few  months  I  was  his  wife. 
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I  really  fell  into  love  with  him  as  time  went 
on,  as  he  was  a  very  wonderful  young  man  and  love 
begets  love,  I  believe.  However,  he  was  very 
possessive  now  that  we  were  married.  We  no 
longer  danced,  nor  mingled  with  our  age  group. 

I  found  him  to  be  insanely  jealous,  not  only  of 
men,  but  of  anyone  who  claimed  the  least  bit  of 
my  attention. 

I  continued  with  my  work  at  the  Western 
Union,  as  he  had  never  been  educated  to  a  trade  of 
any  kind,  and  work  was  scarce.  He  did  finally 
obtain  a  job  at  the  Goodrich  Tire  &  Rubber  Co.  , 
but  soon  lost  it,  due  to  a  very  quick  temper. 

At  the  same  time  that  he  was  without,  the 
Western  Union  were  laying  off  many  of  their 
employees,  and  I  was  among  the  unfortunate  ones. 

Since  we  were  living  in  a  small  cottage  at 
the  rear  of  his  parents  home,  we  could  be  assured 
of  a  place  to  live  for  a  while,  but  eating  was  a 
different  matter,  so  I  searched  for  another  job 
and  found  one  in  the  photography  field;  later  on 
managing  to  obtain  one  for  my  husband  in  the 
same  place. 

I  had  previously  allowed  Nadine  to  go  to 
spend  some  time  with  her  father's  parents  in  New 
Mexico,  until  we  could  get  ourselves  established 
in  positions  enabling  to  better  care  for  her. 

We  were  slowly  accumulating  a  little  nest 
egg  while  at  the  photo  finishing  place,  when  he  got 
a  yen  to  get  out  of  the  city.  He  had  met  a  quarter- 
breed  Indian,  who  got  him  all  agog  over  the  idea  of 
trapping  for  fur  bearing  animals. 

This  I  objected  to,  but  not  wanting  to  cause 

a  rift  in  our  relationship,  I  finally  agreed  to  the 
project;  in  which  the  wife  of  the  Indian  and  myself 
were  to  participate,  so  the  money  we  had  saved 
was  spent  on  equipment  and  expenses  for  the  trip, 
which  was  up  country  near  Dome  Mountain, 

The  fellows  built  a  little  flat-bottomed  boat 
and  set  out  paddling  the  Colorado  to  the  location 
which  they  had  chosen,  with  the  wives  following 
by  bus.  After  many  exciting  happenings  in  the 
boat,  on  one  occasion  having  upset  and  losing 
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most  of  their  supplies,  they  arrived  at  the  junction 
point  where  we  were  waiting  for  them. 

They  found  a  hole  in  the  mountain  nearby, 
claiming  it  was  a  trapper's  dugout,  where  we 
bunked  while  the  fellows  went  tramping  the  hills 
to  locate  a  trap  line. 

That  dugout  was  something  in  the  way  of  a 
new  experience  for  me,  but  with  such  an  adven¬ 
turous  nature,  I  enjoyed  the  discomforts  of  cooking 
in  a  "hole"  sleeping  on  make-shift  beds,  and  being 
so  closely  associated  with  a  not-too-clean  Indian, 
for  a  short  time;  but  as  the  days  wore  on  and  I  got 
dirtier  and  the  boys  were  away  most  of  the  time, 
this  type  of  existence  began  to  pall  on  me. 

I  complained  bitterly  each  time  my  husband 
returned  to  "camp",  and  so  upon  a  diligent  and 
persistent  search,  a  cabin  of  sorts  was  found  and 
we  established  ourselves  in  it  for  the  winter. 

The  quarter-breed  and  his  full-blooded 
Indian  wife  had  many  battles,  she  being  a  tempest¬ 
uous  person,  seeming  to  enjoy  turmoil  much  more 
than  peace.  Many  times  she  chased  him  around 
the  cabin  with  a  knife,  threatening  in  what  sounded 
like  Spanish;  during  which  time  I  escaped  to  the 
hills  until  the  battle  had  time  to  wear  itself  out. 

Spring  came  and  with  it  a  huge  pile  of  furs, 
which  had  been  dried  and  prepared  for  shipment, 
sent  off  to  the  market  while  we  waited  for  the 
resultant  check  to  arrive. 

Never  did  I  know,  and  I  doubt  that  my  poor 
unsuspecting  husband  did;  just  how  the  Indians 
pulled  a  "fast  one",  but  they  disappeared  one  day 
never  to  be  seen  again  and  no  check  ever  came 
for  us. 

We  assumed  that  they  had  beat  it  to  the  post 
office,  claiming  the  check  and  decamped  with  the 
money.  At  any  rate,  we  were  left  high  and  dry- 
no  money,  no  job  either,  for  Stanley  knew  too  little 
to  go  it  alone  with  the  trapping  business.  Besides, 
it  was  spring  and  furs  had  to  be  taken  in  the  winter, 
or  so  I  understood;  and  we  had  to  eat  somehow. 

Consequently  my  husband  found  a  job  "bustin' 
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broncs",  as  he  termed  it;  and  I  hitch-hiked  to 
Glenwood  Springs  with  an  old  sheep  herder,  where 
I  took  the  teachers'  examination  and  subsequently- 
obtained  a  school  near  the  ranch  where  my  husband 
was  employed.  There  being  a  cabin  very  near  the 
school,  I  took  it  and  spent  the  following  winter 
there  by  myself,  since  my  husband  was  very  well 
satisfied  to  continue  for  the  rest  of  his  life  as  a 
bronco  buster,  even  though  he  made  little  more 
than  tobacco  money  and  there  was  certainly  no 
future  in  it. 

In  the  school  there  were  just  eight  scholars, 
all  except  two,  being  from  one  family.  I  struggled 
with  the  pupils  trying  to  cram  something  into  their 
heads,  as  I  soon  found  that  the  previous  teachers 
had  merely  let  them  slide  from  one  grade  to  the 
next  without  teaching  them  even  the  rudiments.  I 
worried  about  my  husband,  lie  awake  nights  afraid 
of  the  coyotes,  which  came  right  up  to  the  cabin; 
as  well  as  wild  cats.  There  were  bears  a  plenty, 
too,  although  I  was  fortunate  that  none  of  them 
bothered,  or  at  least  I  never  discovered  tracks 
or  evidence  that  they  might  have  been  near.  I 
certainly  didn't  wander  away  from  the  cabin  very 
far,  since  the  snows  came  early  and  even  wading 
from  the  cabin  to  the  school  was  strenuous  exercise. 

When  I'd  get  up  in  the  morning,  there  would 
always  be  little  drifts  of  snow  across  my  bed,  as 
the  chinks  between  the  logs  were  old  and  let  the 
snow  come  through.  Climbing  out  of  bed  onto  an 
uncarpeted  floor,  trying  to  ignite  the  wet  wood  in 
the  kitchen  stove,  which  was  the  only  heat  to  be 
had,  was  anything  but  a  pleasant  task.  Then  after 
managing  some  sort  of  makeshift  meal,  I'd  trudge 
through  the  drifts  of  snow,  sometimes  shoulder 

high,  to  the  schoolhouse,  where  again  I'd  have  to 
make  a  fire  in  the  pot-bellied  stove  which  always 
smoked,  filling  the  schoolhouse  with  smoke  until 
it  would  nearly  strangle  me. 

It's  easy  to  imagine  how  anxious  I  was  for 
school  to  be  over  when  I  would  be  able  to  hie  my¬ 
self  back  to  civilization  again.  So  bored  with 
people  who  couldn't  even  carry  on  an  intelligent 
conversation,  whose  interests  were  so  limited  as 
to  be  practically  non-existant. 
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In  trying  to  teach  grammar  in  school,  it  was 
impossible  to  assign  a  lesson  from  the  book  since 
many  chapters  would  ask  for  an  essay  on  "what  you 
saw  in  a  drugstore"  or  "tell  of  your  experiences  on 
your  first  ride  on  a  railroad"  or  "explain  the  duties 
of  a  policeman",  etc.  ,  when  they  had  never  been 
out  of  the  immediate  surroundings. 

It  was  sixty  miles  to  a  railroad,  sixteen  to 
the  nearest  store,  which  carried  everything  from 
grain  for  the  horses  to  toothpicks;  and  the  only 
transportation  they  had  was  a  horse  to  ride.  I 
know,  for  I  rode  a  horse  to  a  dance  in  a  slightly 
larger  schoolhouse  than  mine,  early  in  the  season, 
forty  miles  away;  which  was  the  first  and  last  time 
I  endeavored  to  get  out  and  away  from  the  school 
until  the  term  was  completed. 

But  finally  the  spring  came,  the  examinations 
were  over,  aid  praise  be,  the  pupils  passing  into 
the  next  grade  by  "the  skin  of  their  teeth",  so  to 
speak;  and  I  wrote  my  husband  that  we  were  all 
set  to  return  to  Denver. 

However,  I  reckoned  without  him,  for  he 
rode  over  to  inform  me  that  he  was  perfectly  happy 
with  his  life  and  had  no  intentions  of  going  back  to 
what  I  called  civilization.  Pleading  and  threaten¬ 
ing  did  not  a  whit  of  good,  and  we  said  goodbye  and 
parted.  He  back  to  his  broncs  and  I  back  to  an 
office  job. 

In  the  interim,  I  had  written  to  my  little  girl 
constantly,  but  in  the  recent  months  her  little 
scrawls  had  discontinued,  and  I  had  received 
letters  obviously  scrawled  by  her  grandfather  in 
a  poor  imitation  of  her  writing.  Naturally  this 
was  puzzling  to  me  and  I  began  to  suspect  that  she 
was  no  longer  with  them.  Had  death  taken  her? 

Had  her  father  taken  her  away  from  the  grand¬ 
parents  ?  Or  what  was  the  answer? 

Since  my  happiness  depended  upon  her  well 
being  and  not  being  able  to  figure  out  what  was 
transpiring,  I  took  the  train  to  Roswell,  N.  Mex. 
as  soon  as  I  could  get  some  of  the  country  dirt 
"out  of  my  hair"  and  buy  some  decent  clothes, 
in  search  of  the  answer. 
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As  I  got  off  the  train  at  Roswell,  I  asked  the 
depot  agent  where  Mr.  McCormack  lived.  He 
acted  suspiciously  evasive,  and  said  he  knew  no 
one  by  that  name.  This  put  me  on  the  alert  and, 
since  I  had  had  many  months  on  which  to  cogitate 
upon  the  possibilities  of  what  might  be  happening, 

I  began  trying  to  formulate  a  plan  to  try  to  locate 
him. 

I  stopped  in  at  a  corner  drugstore,  ordered 
a  soda,  and  said  to  the  boy  who  served  me,  "Will 
you  tell  me  where  Mr.  McCormack  lives.  I  am 
his  daughter-in-law;"  whereupon  he  spoke  up 
quickly  saying,  "Oh,  are  you  the  daughter  of  the 
son  in  Pecos,  Texas?"  I  said  yes  and  he  informed 
me  that  Mr.  McCormack  had  moved  away  several 
months  ago,  he  thought  he  had  gone  to  see  his  son 
in  Pecos,  since  his  little  granddaughter  was  with 
her  dad  and  the  grandfather  was  getting  lonesome 
for  her. 

That  gave  me  the  first  clue  and,  since  I 
needed  more  money  for  further  transportation  in 
my  search  for  her,  as  well  as  time  in  which  to 
plan  an  attack,  so  to  speak,  I  returned  to  Denver 
and  continued  working,  working  out  a  program  to 
first  assure  myself  that  she  was  indeed  with  her 
father  and  secondly  to  make  arrangements  to  make 
the  trip  to  Texas  to  kidnap  her.  For  I  knew  that 
that  would  be  the  only  way  I  would  ever  get  her 
back  if  her  father  did  indeed  have  her  in  his 
possess  ion. 

Of  course  the  courts  had  awarded  her  custody 
to  me,  but  I  found  out  that  if  he  wanted  to  keep  her, 
that  he  had  the  advantage  since,  or  if,  he  did  indeed 
have  her  with  him.  So  I  proceeded  to  write  a  letter 
to  the  bank  in  Pecos,  asking  if  C.  B.  McCormack, 
my  ex-husband,  published  a  newspaper  in  that  city. 
An  answer  was  received  informing  me  that  Mr. 
McCormack  did  indeed  publish  a  newspaper,  but 
that  it  was  in  Balmorhea.  This  I  found  was  a  town 
about  thirty-five  miles  south  of  Pecos. 

After  obtaining  this  information,  I  immed¬ 
iately  wrote  to  the  second  and  third  grades  in 
Balmorhea,  addressing  it  simply,  "Teacher  of 
2nd  8z  3rd  Grade",  under  an  assumed  name, 
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telling  her  the  whole  history  of  my  having  let  my 
child  go  to  stay  with  her  grandparents,  my  search 
for  her,  what  she  looked  like,  and  how  I  was  trying 
to  locate  her  without  getting  anyone  involved  any 
more  than  necessary. 

After  corresponding  with  her  a  few  times, 
she  grudging  agreed  to  turn  her  head,  so  to  speak, 
when  I  should  arrive  to  ’’snatch"  her.  She  told  me 
in  her  first  letter  that  she  knew  of  whom  I  wrote 
by  the  description,  that  the  child  was  a  sad,  quiet 
little  girl;  many  times  coming  to  school  with  visible 
bruises  on  her  arms  and  face.  That  she  knew  it 
was  Nadine  before  she  had  read  a  full  page  of  my 
first  letter.  That  she  definitely  was  on  my  side, 
as  she  and  others  in  the  town  knew  that  her  dad 
was  a  tyrant,  and  she  would  help  me.  She  feared 
him,  however,  and  had  specific  instructions  as  to 
how  my  "kidnapping"  her  should  be  effected,  which 
would  clear  her  of  any  implication  in  the  deed. 

As  soon  as  I  received  the  assurance  that  my 
little  one  was  indeed  in  that  school,  and  that  I'd 
have  no  interference  at  the  school;  I  went  to  Pecos. 

I  went  into  a  restaurant  for  a  snack,  asking 
the  waitress  if  there  were  "rigs"  for  hire.  She 
was  just  explaining  to  me  where  to  go  to  obtain 
one,  when  a  gentleman  entered  the  restaurant  and 
she  pointed  him  out  to  me  as  the  person  who  was 
in  that  business. 

Asking  him  to  step  aside  with  me  for  an 
interview,  I  explained  my  story  to  him  and  getting 
his  assurance  that  he  would  indeed  do  all  in  his 
power  to  help  me  execute  my  plan.  I  assured  him 
that  I  would  never  admit  that  he  was  in  any  way  a 
party  to  it.  He  explained  that  he  had  a  little  coupe, 

which  he  would  take  the  license  plates  off,  that 
he'd  take  "his  shootin'  iron",  as  he  called  it,  and 
we’d  most  certainly  get  my  girl. 

Plans  formulated,  we  drove  to  Balmorhea. 

As  we  approached  the  school,  I  saw  Nadine  walking 
toward  the  school  and  excitedly  told  Mr,  Cole  to 
stop.  But  he  explained  that  he  would  drive  around 
the  block  and  come  back,  so  that  I  could  get  a  look 
at  her  face,  to  be  sure  it  was  the  right  child.  Of 
course  I  just  knew  it  was  my  little  girl,  but  my 
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insisting  did  not  convince  him.  So  we  had  to  drive 
around  the  block  during  which  time  I  died  a  thousand 
deaths,  fearing  that  she  might  disappear  in  the 
meantime . 

However,  there  she  was  as  we  drove  back-- 
standing  on  the  top  step  of  the  schoolhouse. 

My  heart  in  my  mouth  I  went  up  to  her  and 
asked  her  to  come  to  the  car  for  a  moment,  having 
my  arm  around  her  shoulders  and  sort  of  nudging 
her  forward.  She  resisted  a  little,  not  recognizing 
me;  but  as  we  approached  the  car,  I  just  picked  her 
up  and  boosted  her  in  and  off  we  drove,  rapidly 
leaving  that  town  behind  in  the  dust,  while  I  was 
asking  her  if  she  didn't  know  her  own  mother. 

By  this  time  my  head  was  splitting  and  as  I 
pushed  off  my  hat,  Nadine  looked  up  at  me  and  said 
in  a  sad  little  voice,  bursting  out  into  tears,  "Now 
you  look  like  my  real  mother,  "  dragging  out  the 
words  in  a  little  scream. 

Needless  to  say,  I  was  happy  to  again  have 
her  at  my  side;  but  I  still  had  to  convince  her  that 
all  was  well,  since  she  had  been  told  all  sorts  of 
tales  about  me,  which  made  her  wonder  if  I  really 
wanted  her  and  loved  her. 

We  also  had  a  long  ride  ahead,  as  Mr.  Cole 
had  insisted  that  we  drive  directly  north  to  get  out 
of  the  state  of  Texas  as  quickly  as  possible;  since, 
he  explained  I  would  have  a  better  chance  of  obtain¬ 
ing  her  legally,  in  case  we  were  apprehended,  in 
a  state  other  than  Texas. 

When  we  reached  Carlsbad,  N.  Mex.  ,  that 
evening  Mr.  Cole  went  to  buy  our  railroad  tickets 
and  a  sack  lunch  for  us  to  take  on  the  train. 

I  was  so  frightened  when  he  had  gone  and  I 
felt  I  had  no  protection,  that  my  fear  was  trans¬ 
mitted  to  Nadine,  who  was  shaking  like  an  aspen 
leaf.  I  put  her  head  in  my  lap  and  stroked  her 
hair,  attempting  to  reassure  her;  as  I  noticed  two 
men  with  flashlights  apparently  searching  for  a 
certain  car,  I  was  sure  they  were  searching  for  us. 

Sure  enough,  as  I  heard  one  of  them  say, 
"There  it  is  over  there";  they  approached  our  car. 
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As  they  were  asking  us  where  we  came  from  and  I 
was  explaining  the  story  that  Mr.  Cole  had  made 
up  for  me  to  tell  in  case  we  were  apprehended,  the 
younger  man  who  turned  out  to  be  the  deputy,  asked 
sarcastically,  "How  are  the  roads  from  Pecos?" 

Of  course  I  had  no  answer,  but  luckily  Mr.  Cole 
returned  at  that  point,  and  drawing  the  Sheriff  aside, 
seemed  to  be  explaining  things  to  him,  although  I 
was  unable  to  hear  what  they  said. 

They  came  back  and  Mr.  Cole  explained  that 
I  would  have  to  go  along  with  the  Sheriff  to  the  jail. 
This  threw  me  into  a  panic  and  as  I  tearfully  and 
hysterically  objected,  the  sheriff  explained  to  me 
that  he  only  wanted  to  talk  with  me.  This  did  no¬ 
thing  to  calm  me,  since  I  didn't  believe  him.  I 
knew  for  a  ce rtainty  that  I  was  going  to  be  put  in 
jail  and  I  was  te rr if ied- -not  of  the  jail,  but  that 
I  might  lose  Nadine. 

However,  upon  telling  my  story,  which  Mr. 
Cole  corroborated,  the  sheriff  assured  me  that 
they  weren't  about  to  take  my  baby  away  from  me; 
that  he  was  obliged  to  detain  me  since  he  had  been 
officially  notified  that  I  was  a  kidnapper,  but  that 
I  would  have  a  chance  in  court  to  tell  my  story, 
which  he  assured  me  would  culminate  in  my  getting 
custody  of  my  daughter  again.  He  also  assured  me 
that  he  would  take  me  to  his  home,  where  we  would 
stay  until  the  trial  came  up. 

Each  night  we  went  to  bed  in  the  sheriff's 
guest  room,  and  upon  retiring,  his  wife  would 
come  in  and  take  our  clothing,  locking  the  door 
after  her.  That  was  the  nearest  I  have  ever  been 
to  being  in  j ail. 

Subsequently,  the  sheriff  obtained  a  lawyer 
for  me;  a  retired  army  major  and  criminal  lawyer 
by  the  name  of  Bujac.  He  was  a  precious  old  dear 
and  presented  my  case  ably,  winning  it  hands  down. 

Now  I  had  my  baby  again,  but  I  found  that  I 
still  had  many  problems  to  solve. 

First,  Nadine  had  to  be  rewon  by  her  mother. 
It  had  been  three  years  since  she  had  been  with  me 
and  having  been  filled  with  doubts  by  the  tales 
which  had  been  told  her,  she  had  to  come  to  trust 
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and  love  me  all  over  again.  Secondly,  she  had  a 
step-father,  who  was  so  possessive  of  me  that  he 
begrudged  the  time  and  attention  I  gave  to  Nadine. 
Thirdly,  I  was  pregnant  and  would  soon  have  to 
attempt  to  explain  the  fact  that  Nadine  would  have 
a  baby  brother  or  sister;  without  making  her  feel 
that  she  would  be  vieing  for  my  attention. 

The  latter  was  an  unfounded  fear,  however, 
for  later  after  the  baby  came,  Nadine  was  very 
happy  in  being  allowed  to  be  nursemaid  to  her  step¬ 
sister.  But  she  and  Stanley  were  as  two  strangers 
to  each  other  and  never  became  close,  as  I  would 
have  liked  for  them  to  be.  I  had  to  be  on  my  guard 
every  moment,  trying  to  make  each  one  happy  and 
not  to  do  a  thing  to  cause  jealousy. 

Stanley  had  been  working  for  Welch's  Res¬ 
taurant  in  Omaha,  Nebr.  where  we  had  moved  to 
from  Denver.  Unfortunately,  soon  he  also  lost 
that  job,  when  he  beat  up  his  boss  for  criticizing 
the  salad  Stanley  had  made. 

Since  he  was  jobless,  and  I  became  unable 
to  continue  working,  I  obtained  a  furlough  from 
my  job  and  we  went  to  the  farm  to  be  with  my 
parents  until  the  baby  came.  Here  Stanley  was 
in  the  height  of  his  glory,  working  for  my  father 
on  a  farm. 

When  the  baby,  whose  name  was  Sylvia,  was 

a  few  weeks  old,  we  returned  to  Omaha  to  resume 

my  job;  which  put  Stanley's  nose  out  of  joint,  as 

he  would  have  been  satisfied  to  stay  forever  on 

Dad's  farm  even  though  it  meant  working  for  board 

and  room  only.  Dad  was  as  unhappy  as  Stanley,  as 

he  had  become  so  fond  of  my  husband  that  he  asked 

us  to  stay.  That  would  have  been  an  imposition, 

what  with  the  large  family  he  still  had  to  raise.

Stanley  knew  very  little  about  a  farm  and  the 
animals  on  it,  for  the  only  experience  he  had  had 
was  when  he  was  taming  wild  horses  in  Colorado. 
He  was  plowing  a  field  in  a  marshy  area,  which 
was  very  hard  on  the  horses.  Not  knowing  this, 
he  was  trying  so  hard  to  finish  the  piece  of  ground 
before  quitting  for  the  day,  that  he  continued  plow¬ 
ing;  urging  the  horses  on  until  one  of  them,  being 
a  "colt"  and  not  a  heavy  draft  horse,  suddenly  fell

dead.  Stanley  was  so  shocked  and  terrified  of 
what  my  father  would  say  to  him,  that  he  came  to 
the  house  nearly  in  tears.  Much  to  my  surprise, 
as  well  as  his,  dad  merely  told  him  that  it  was  not 
his  fault,  since  he  didn’t  realize  the  colt's  capacity 
for  work,  and  knew  that  Stanley  was  eager  in  his 
desire  to  do  all  he  could  to  help  with  the  work  on 
the  farm. 

I  really  did  not  know,  and  now  never  will, 
since  dad  has  long  since  gone  to  his  reward;  just 
what  dad  did  think,  but  one  thing  is  for  sure,  he 
would  never  have  let  Stanley  know  that  he  was  dis¬ 
turbed  over  the  loss  of  a  horse,  even  if  he  had  been. 

It  seemed  that  Stanley  was  a  pioneer  at  heart, 
or  had  the  desire  to  be,  for  he  was  unhappy  with 
every  job  he  ever  worked  at  in  the  city,  and  wanted 
only  to  go  back  to  country  life.  While  I  had  had  all 
of  the  hard  work  on  a  farm  as  a  child  to  satisfy  me 
for  all  time.  In  this  we  were  incompatible  and 
also  we  differed  in  that  he  was  unsociable  and  I 
loved  friends  and  company. 

He  didn't  care  to  take  me  out,  and  said  that 
he  didn't  want  to  share  me  with  anyone- -not  even 
the  children,  and  accused  me  of  loving  them  more 
than  I  loved  him.  In  that  at  least,  he  was  right, 
for  I  loved  my  children  more  than  life  and  nothing 
or  no  one  did  or  ever  would  come  before  them  in 
my  heart. 

He  was  very  unhappy,  which  made  me  unhappy, 
too.  We  sat  down  to  a  very  serious  talk  eventually, 
to  try  to  reconcile  our  differences  of  opinion.  I 
told  him  that  I  could  not  be  happy  when  it  was  so 
apparent  that  he  was  so  dissatisfied  and  asked  him 
to  try  to  explain  to  me  just  what  he  would  like  out 
of  life  and  what  I  could  do  to  make  him  contented. 

He  answered  that  the  only  way  he  could  ever 
be  happy  would  be  if  he  and  I  could  go  "a  million 
miles  away  from  everyone"  so  that  he  could  have 
me  completely  to  himself.  I  asked  him  if  he  meant 
without  the  children  and  he  said  that  was  exactly 
what  he  meant,  that  he  wanted  no  one  but  me.  I 
explained  how  impossible  his  request  was,  that  it 
would  be  foolish  to  believe  that  anyone  could  live 
like  that,  even  if  there  was  a  place  where  it  could 
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be  done;  but  he  insisted  that  nothing  else  could  ever 
make  him  happy. 

Altho  I  truly  loved  him,  and  he  idolized  me; 
our  lives  were  full  of  heartaches.  He  was  forever 
being  hurt  or  misunderstood  and  I  was  forever  try¬ 
ing  to  make  it  up  to  him.  The  postman,  the  milk¬ 
man,  the  bus  driver  and  even  the  minister  of  the 
gospel;  were  all  his  enemies.  He  was  positive  that 
every  man  (and  boy,  I  may  add)  had  his  eyes  on  me. 
One  time  we  stood  waiting  for  a  bus  when  a  carload 
of  youngsters  drove  by  in  an  old  topless  car,  waving 
and  laughing,  and  I  waved  back  instinctively.  He 
wanted  to  know  "who  my  boy  friends  were"  and  I 
tried  to  explain  that  I  didn't  even  know  them,  that 
they  were  but  children;  but  since  I  had  waved  my 
hand  at  them,  he  was  sure  there  must  be  some  con¬ 
nection  between  us.  Even  though  I  was  unable  to 
make  him  see  that  it  was  just  a  gesture  of  approval 
of  their  desire  to  be  friendly  and  to  have  fun,  he 
was  unable  to  understand  my  interest  in,  or 
enthusiasm  for,  anyone  but  himself.  So  another 
day  was  ruined  for  both  of  us.  And  so  it  went  on 
until  I  had  asked  all  of  my  friends  and  neighbors 
to  stay  away  from  us.  No  one  was  allowed  to  come 
in  to  the  house.  If  I  went  to  the  door,  it  was,  "I'm 
sorry,  my  husband  isn't  well,  "  and  if  he  went  he 
simply  would  ask,  "What  do  you  want"?  And  his 
belligerent  manner  would  turn  them  away. 

When  he  finally  went  away  he  told  me  that  he 
would  always  love  me  but  that  he  would  never  see 
me  again,  and  that  promise  he  kept  religiously. 

My  heart  was  very  empty  and  sore  for  a  long  time; 
but  children  take  one's  time,  thought  and  energy, 
and  as  one  overcomes  the  loss  of  one  taken  in 
death,  so  I  overcame  the  loss  of  one  I  loved; 
although  now  that  I  write  of  it,  my  heart  still  aches. 

I  decided  on  a  change  of  scene  and  came  to 
California,  where  I  have  lived  since.  Here  I 
settled  down  to  raise  my  children,  buy  a  home  on 
a  long  term  plan  and  try  to  find  peace  and  content. 

Not  knowing  anyone  in  Los  Angeles,  and  being 
without  a  job,  it  was  a  bit  of  a  problem  at  first. 

What  with  two  children,  one  eleven  and  one  less 
than  two  years  of  age.

We  came  out  to  the  town  of  Sawtelle,  which 
is  now  West  Los  Angeles,  where  I  paid  down  on  a 
one-bedroom  house  at  11218  La  Grange  Ave. 
which  was  unfinished,  and  which  I  proceeded  to 
try  to  complete  on  my  own.  There  was  painting 
to  be  done  and  a  cesspool  to  dig,  since  the  place 
wasn't  even  connected  with  the  city  sewer  system. 

While  in  the  process  of  this  work,  my  parents 
arrived,  having  decided  to  retire  and  move  to  Cali¬ 
fornia.  They  advised  me  to  let  the  house  go  back 
to  the  agent  and  buy  a  two-bedroom  house,  which 
they  would  help  me  to  accomplish  since  they  would 
be  living  with  me  until  they  could  locate  a  home  of 
their  own. 

This  was  no  problem,  as  there  were  many 
houses  for  sale  in  the  neighborhood.  We  decided 
on  a  little  place  at  2218  Cotner  Ave.  ,  just  a  few 
blocks  away,  where  the  children  and  I  lived  until 
1932. 

Unfortunately  I  had  bought  the  place  through 
a  building  and  loan  concern.  Buying  through  them 
turned  out  to  be  disastrous  for  me,  as  well  as 
many  other  people,  including  my  parents  who  had 
also  bought  their  home  the  same  way. 

We  bought  stocks  in  the  concern,  which  when 
paid  for,  would  be  exchanged  for  the  deed  to  the 
property;  but  the  president  of  the  company  absconded 
with  all  of  the  funds,  which  left  the  property  owners 
high  and  dry,  still  owing  for  the  homes,  but  having 
no  papers  to  prove  what  monies  had  already  been 
paid  out  to  the  company. 

I  was  so  disgusted  and  disillusioned  that  I 
moved  into  an  apartment  in  the  downtown  section 
of  Los  Angeles,  which  arrangement  was  short 
lived,  for  in  19  33  there  was  a  dreadful  earthquake 
that  nearly  toppled  the  apartment  building  where 
we  were  living.  This  frightened  us  so  much,  that 
we  immediately  after  packed  up  our  belongings  and 
moved  back  to  West  Los  Angeles,  bunking  in  a 
small  shack  in  the  rear  of  my  brother  Lester's 
home  at  1832  Barry  Ave. 

We  were  there  but  a  few  months  when  I 
overheard  the  owner  of  the  property  to  the  north 
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of  my  brother's  house,  telling  the  tenants  there 
that  she  would  have  to  foreclose  on  them,  since 
they  were  unable  to  make  the  payments  on  the 
prope  rty. 

I  lost  no  time  in  contacting  her,  and  was 
able  to  pay  down  a  small  amount  and  take  over 
the  payments  on  it.  Living  there  for  eight  years 
and  for  the  first  time  in  my  life,  feeling  "at  home.  " 
It  was  a  small  house  built  at  the  rear  and  there 
was  a  great  deal  of  work  involved  in  keeping  up 
the  tremendous  yard  in  front,  as  well  as  the  garden 
area  in  the  rear,  as  the  property  consisted  of  two 
c  ity  lots . 

In  1941  I  financed  my  brother,  Francis  and 
his  wife,  and  turned  over  the  extra  lot  to  him, 
where  he  had  a  lovely  two-bedroom  house  built. 
However,  he  was  unable  to  manage  the  payments 
and  it  was  necessary  for  me  to  take  it  over;  after 
which  we  moved  into  the  larger  place  and  rented 
the  smaller  one. 

My  older  daughter,  Nadine,  had  married  by 
now  and  lived  on  the  east  side  of  the  city.  And  as 
soon  as  my  younger  daughter,  Sylvia,  finished 
high  school,  she  also  married. 

Since  this  left  me  alone,  I  again  tried  marry¬ 
ing,  but  having  been  by  myself  so  long,  this  proved 
to  be  a  mistake,  and  of  short  duration. 

In  1944-45,  I  served  as  a  WAC  during  the 
second  world  war,  having  taken  a  leave  of  absence 
from  the  Santa  Fe  Railroad,  where  I  had  been 
employed  as  a  teletype  operator  since  1926.  This 
was  a  very  interesting  experience  working  in  the 
communication  department  coding  and  decoding 
messages,  having  been  assigned  there,  I  assume, 
on  account  of  my  past  experience  in  the  telegraph 
department  for  the  railroad. 

In  1956,  having  put  in  over  twenty  years  ser¬ 
vice  with  the  railroad,  I  retired  on  what  seemed  a 
very  adequate  pension;  but  which,  due  to  the  infla¬ 
tion,  turned  out  to  be  not  much  more  than  "pin 
money" . 

If  it  weren't  for  my  daughter,  Nadine  and 
her  husband  Bob,  who  have  been  so  very  generous 
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with  me  in  paying  my  high  taxes,  it  would  be  nec¬ 
essary  to  sell  my  home  and  live  up  the  premium; 
however,  with  their  help  I  have  been  able  to  manage 
quite  well  and  enjoy  having  free  time  for  my  many 
hobbies  and  my  church. 

Among  my  hobbies  are  oil  painting,  which  I 
have  enjoyed  since  I  moved  to  California;  selling 
some  and  giving  away  many  when  birthdays  and 
weddings  come  around.  Another  is  bowling,  which 
I  learned  to  do  at  fifty,  and  which  at  seventy  one, 

I  still  enjoy;  accumulating  many  trophies  which 
are  catching  dust. 

Every  year,  I  have  tried  to  learn  something 
new,  attending  night  schools  occasionally.  At  the 
present  time  I  am  studying  Spanish,  which  is  one 
of  the  many  worthwhile  courses  offered  at  the 
Senior  Citizens  Center  here;  and  which  should 
have  been  the  Holland  language  instead,  since  my 
sister,  Retta,  and  I  are  leaving  for  that  country 
on  the  3rd  of  April,  1967  to  spend  a  few  months. 

And  since  I'm  trying  to  finish  this  story  to 
include  in  the  history  of  my  four  grandparents  and 
their  ancestors  and  descendants  before  we  leave, 

I  am  working  feverishly  so  that  it  can  be  in  the 
process  of  printing  while  we  are  away. 

As  the  history  itself  is  mostly  statistical, 

I  wished  to  add  as  many  life  stories  as  possible, 
to  make  the  book  more  readable;  and  hope  that 
what  I  have  added  here  may  help  to  do  so.

RETTA  BELLE  WILLIAMS  WATTLES 

I  was  born  the  22nd  day  of  September,  189  8, 
on  a  small  farm  in  Brampton  Township,  Sargent 
County,  North  Dakota. 

My  father,  Samuel  Edward  Williams,  was 
born  3  March  1861,  in  Louisville,  Pike  County, 
Missouri.  Most  of  his  adult  life  was  spent  farm¬ 
ing.  He  was  a  great  sportsman,  a  good  story 

teller  and  quite  a  traveler.

My  mother,  Sarah  Jane  Kenoyer  was  born  4 
January  1875,  in  Scotland  County,  Missouri.  She 
married  my  father  when  she  was  about  15  years 
old.  Her  parents  lived  on  a  small  farm  in  Missouri 
but  moved  to  North  Dakota  when  she  was  a  little 
girl.  I  remember  her  telling  me  that  she  was  so 
lonely  she  wanted  to  die.  She  missed  the  rolling 
hills  of  Missouri. 

I  was  their  fourth  child  and  what  a  disappointment 
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I  must  have  been  for  I  was  the  third  girl  (one  little 
boy  had  passed  away  before  I  came)  and  only 
weighed  3  pounds. 

There  are  very  few  things  about  my  early 
childhood  which  I  remember  well  except  a  few 
trips  to  the  hospital  with  my  oldest  sister,  Lura. 

The  reason  for  those  trips  to  the  hospital  was 
related  to  me  later  in  life.  I  was  told  they  were 
because  of  a  kidney  condition  I  had.  Mother  told 
me  I  slept  twenty  hours  out  of  twenty  four. 

When  I  started  to  school  I  was  timid  and 
afraid  but  as  time  went  on,  learning  became  a 
great  joy.  Except  for  the  fact  that  we  had  to  walk 
to  school,  I  think  the  hours  I  spent  in  school  were 
the  best  of  my  life. 

My  sisters  and  brothers  and  I  went  to  a  one 
room  school  house  in  Dakota,  which  was  called 
The  Cook  School.  It  was  a  mile  and  a  half  from 
our  house.  There  were  about  ten  or  twelve  stu¬ 
dents  in  the  school.  We  went  to  the  front  of  the 
room  and  sat  on  a  long  bench  for  each  recitation. 
Sometimes  the  teacher  had  us  stand  in  a  line  for 
a  spell  down.  If  one  missed  a  word  he  had  to  go 
to  the  end  of  the  line  and  if  you  could  stand  at  the 
head  of  the  line  at  the  close  of  the  recitation 
period  it  was  a  grand  accomplishment. 

In  early  spring  we  picked  mayflowers  for  the 
teacher  when  snow  was  still  on  the  ground.  It  is  a 
wonder  we  were  not  always  late  for  school,  the 
way  we  wandered  around  through  the  meadows  on 
our  way  to  school.  Coming  home  was  much  the 
same  way.  We  cut  across  fields  and  meadows 
hunting  for  flowers  or  wild  strawberries,  depend¬ 
ing  on  the  season.  There  were  many  things  between 

school  and  home  which  afforded  much  pleasure. 
There  were  armloads  of  red  tiger  lilies  and  acres 
of  wild  roses.  The  wonderful  smell  of  those  roses 
seems  to  permeate  the  air  sometimes  when  I  recall 
the  past. 

I  was  quite  thrilled  when  I  passed  the  eighth 
grade  and  was  ready  to  go  to  high  school.  The  first 
year  I  attended  Cogswell  High  and  the  next  year  I 
went  to  Britton  High,  in  Britton,  S.  D.  Studying 
was  the  big  interest  for  me.  I  was  not  interested 
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in  boys.  My  girl  friend  and  I  agreed  to  live  to  a 
ripe  old  age  and  never  get  married. 

The  next  year  I  decided  to  go  to  Normal 
Industrial  School  in  Ellendale,  No.  Dakota,  to 
prepare  to  be  a  teacher.  This  was  in  1915-16 
and  a  very  important  year  for  me  because  I  met 
the  boy  who  later  became  my  husband.  At 
Christmas  time  I  went  home  and  since  mother 
needed  me  I  did  not  return  to  school.  Instead, 

I  made  baby  clothes  for  my  little  brother  who 
was  to  come  in  the  spring. 

The  boy  I  had  met  in  school  came  to  see  me 
after  Christmas  and  while  there  asked  my  father 
for  a  job  on  my  father’s  farm  and  father  gave  it  to 
him.  Harry  and  I  went  together  until  spring  and 
in  March  of  1916  we  were  married. 

During  the  first  four  wandering  years  of  our 
marriage  there  were  two  little  boys  born,  both 
died,  one  at  birth  the  other  one  at  the  age  of  eleven 
months.  We  moved  to  northern  Minnesota  and 
there  in  the  dead  of  winter  Larry  was  born.  We 
were  squatters  in  a  small  shack  previously  used 
as  a  chicken  coop.  There  were  cracks  in  the 
floor  and  in  the  walls  where  snow  drifted  in.  The 
baby  seemed  to  thrive  on  the  cold  but  I  was  always 
afraid  of  the  wolves  howling  outside  in  the  woods. 
Sometimes,  when  left  alone  I  sat  rocking  the  baby, 
looking  at  the  window  expecting  to  see  a  wolf 
looking  back  at  me. 

When  spring  came  there  was  good  fishing  to 
be  enjoyed  and  winter  faded  into  the  past.  That 
summer  my  parents  came  to  visit  and  enjoyed  the 
fishing.  The  happiest  year  of  our  married  life  was 
the  one  in  Minnesota.  We  walked  miles  sometimes 
to  visit  his  mother  and  father  or  to  the  neighbors. 
Straight  Lake  was  just  a  quarter  of  a  mile  from 
our  shack  in  the  woods,  the  fishing  was  fun  and 
we  had  neighbors  across  the  road. 

Our  children  came  along  about  every  two 
years  and  I  was  busy  taking  care  of  them  and 
enjoying  the  doing  of  it.  My  children  were  the 
joy  of  my  life.  Each  one  seemed  more  precious 

than  the  last.  Most  of  the  children  were  born  in 

*  •  •  ■  * 

Dakota  but  since  we  never  stayed  long  in  one  place, 
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two  came  while  we  were  in  California  and  then 
three  in  Dakota  again,  then  back  to  California  for 
the  last  one. 

When  we  came  out  to  California  the  first 
time,  in  1927,  we  had  very  little  money  and  an  old 
Ford  car  which  had  side  curtains  with  all  the 
ising  glass  windows  torn  out.  I  sewed  pieces  of 
overalls  over  the  holes.  That  didn’t  let  in  the 
light  but  it  kept  out  some  of  the  cold  and  the  snow. 

We  kept  a  lighted  lantern  under  a  quilt  in  the  back 
of  the  car  to  keep  the  children  warm.  It  was  Feb¬ 
ruary  and  we  started  out  just  ahead  of  a  blizzard. 

At  one  time  the  blizzard  caught  up  with  us  for  a 
while,  we  had  to  drive  behind  a  truck  which  broke 
the  trail  for  us.  We  knew  if  we  stopped,  even  for 
a  short  time  we  could  not  go  on.  It  took  us  about 
ten  days  to  reach  California  traveling  day  and  night. 
To  be  in  California  where  it  was  warm  was  a  new 
experience  for  all  of  us.  The  smell  of  orange 
blossoms  was  something  none  of  us  had  ever 
enjoyed  before.  What  a  wonderful  thing  it  was 
for  the  children  to  go  to  school  without  having 
their  fingers  frozen.  In  Dakota  they  had  neither 
mittens  nor  overshoes  to  wear  to  school  as  I  had 
had  when  I  was  a  child. 

Harry  wanted  to  go  back  to  Dakota  in  1930. 

I  went  but  I  could  never  explain  why,  even  to  my¬ 
self.  Those  years  were  lean  and  hard  ones.  There 
was  a  depression  and  crops  failed,  so  food  was  hard 
to  get.  Snow  piled  up  in  the  winters  and  the  children 
found  things  to  be  happy  about.  One  winter  they 
built  a  snow  and  ice  slide  down  the  steep  roof  of 
the  barn  and  onto  a  high  snow  bank.  They  had 
great  fun  sliding  down  on  scoop-shovels,  on  sleds 
or  just  on  their  rears.  Once  they  coaxed  me  up 
on  the  barn  to  slide  down.  I  went  down  on  a  scoop- 
shovel,  round  and  round  I  went,  landing  in  the  snow 
bank  at  the  bottom.  Everyone  laughed  at  me.  I'm 
sure  they  enjoyed  it  more  than  I  did  but  at  least  I 
enjoyed  their  laughter. 

Three  babies  were  born  during  those  years 
in  Dakota  and  another  was  on  the  way.  I  made  up 
my  mind  if  I  could  get  Harry  to  go  back  to  Cali¬ 
fornia  I  would  stay  there  and  I  did.  We  left  there 
in  September  1937  and  Bruce  was  born  the  last  day

I  was  born  in  North  Dakota  on  the  18th  of 
March  1923  on  a  farm  located  in  Sargeant  County. 

I  was  the  fifth  child  born  in  a  large  family  of  twelve 
children,  eight  boys  and  four  girls. 

I  was  told  that  my  first  year,  then  third, 
fifth,  seventh,  ninth,  and  eleventh  years,  were 
spent  living  on  a  farm.  Evidently,  my  father  had 
to  till  the  soil  in  order  to  provide  for  such  a  large 
family.  The  "in-between"  years  were  spent  in 
Southern  California  where  my  mother's  family  lived. 

Most  of  my  recollections  of  early  childhood 
are  of  pleasant  hours  spent  playing  around  the  farm¬ 
yard  and  walking  back  and  forth  the  mile  and  a  half 
to  the  little  red  school  house  that  we  all  attended 
along  with  half  a  dozen  of  the  farm  neighbor  children. 
I  do  remember  having  a  great  deal  of  housework, 
bed-making  and  lunch  fixing  to  do  and  also  baking 
many,  many  loaves  of  bread  while  growing  up. 

The  most  vivid  of  memories  is  my  mother 
teaching  us  of  God  and  teaching  us  to  pray.  And 
of  a  dear  old  lady  named  Mrs.  Taylor,  a  Sunday 
School  teacher,  who  let  us  visit  her  and  played  the 
organ  while  we  sang  hymns.  She  was  the  next 
dearest  in  my  heart  to  my  mother. 

During  the  Summer  of  1936,  when  I  had 
turned  thirteen  years  of  age,  and  completed  the 
8th  year  in  the  little  country  school,  my  folks 
decided  to  let  me  go  to  my  Grandmother  Williams' 
in  California,  to  attend  high  school,  rather  than 
try  to  arrange  transportation  to  the  nearest  high 
school  in  North  Dakota  which  was  5  miles  away. 

So  at  the  tender  age  of  thirteen  I  boarded  a 
Greyhound  bus  to  make  the  trip  from  North  Dakota, 
to  Los  Angeles,  California,  where  I  was  to  claim 
citizenship  from  that  day  on.  My  mother  and  I 
shared  the  little  secret  that  I  was  to  save  as  much 
money  as  possible  to  send  back  for  the  family  to 
be  able  to  come  out  there  to  live  again.  I  do  not 
recall  ever  sending  a  dime. 

Being  large  for  my  age,  I  passed  for  a 
sixteen  or  seventeen  year  old  and  had  a  great 
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deal  of  fun  on  that  bus  trip,  flirting  with  all  the 
boys,  including  the  bus  driver.  However,  my 
romantic  inclinations  were  held  in  abeyance  by  a 
very  strict  Grandma  and  the  school  year  kept  me 
busy  at  more  worthwhile  things. 

The  following  year  my  parents  and  family 
moved  to  California,  (without  my  financial  help!) 
although  I  did  not  elect  to  join  the  family  after  that 
time,  and  stayed  with  my  grandmother  and  aunts 
until  I  landed  a  job,  keeping  house  four  hours  a 
day  for  my  board  and  room  plus  a  small  salary. 

After  completing  three  years  of  High  School, 

I  decided  that  it  would  be  more  fun  to  get  married 
and  keep  my  own  house.  I  chose  the  nicest, 
cleanest,  and  highest  wage-earner  from  amongst 
my  many  church  friends,  and  on  my  16th  birthday 
became  Mrs.  Roger  Paul  Parker.  A  son  was  born 
of  this  marriage  on  April  3,  1940.  Soon  tiring  of 
being  tied  down,  I  left  my  husband  in  1941,  with 
the  idea  of  sharing  our  baby,  six  months  with  me 
and  six  months  with  him,  little  realizing  that  a 
mother  couldn’t  just  turn  over  her  child  without 
suffering  the  tortures  of  the  damned.  The  next 
six  years  were  spent  in  my  husband  and  I  nkid- 
naping"  son  Jimmy  Paul,  from  Los  Angeles, 
California  to  his  father's  home  state  of  Oklahoma, 
and  back  again.  This  is  the  one  part  of  my  life 
that  causes  me  sorrow  to  think  back  on.  Trying 
to  make  up  to  the  child  for  any  damage  caused  by 
divorcing  his  father,  I  remarried  Mr.  Parker  in 
Oklahoma  again  in  19  50  but  after  a  10  day  trial,  I 
found  his  religious  standards  too  strict  to  put  up 
with,  and  again  the  marriage  was  dissolved. 
Intending  to  enter  the  Service  to  help  in  the  war 
effort,  I  signed  over  the  custody  of  Jimmy  Paul 
in  19  52  and  entered  the  United  States  Air  Force. 
Jimmy  was  12  years  old  and  I  believed  he  would 
be  better  off  with  one  parent  all  the  time  from 
then  on. 

After  two  years  of  Service  I  was  released 
from  duty  to  be  married  to  Technical  Sargeamt 
Frederick  K.  Weber.  A  life  of  traveling  from 
Base  to  Base  followed  this  marriage.  Two  more 
sons  were  born,  David  Karl  Weber  was  born  on 
July  2  5,  195  5  and  Daniel.  Lane  Weber  on  December

My  parents,  Sarah  Jane  &  Samuel  Edward 
Williams  lived  on  a  320  acre  farm  in  N.  Dak.  just 
over  the  State  line  from  Newark,  S.  Dak,  ,  a  small 
town  of  about  300  people.  It  was  on  this  farm  that 
we  nine  children  spent  most  of  our  childhood  years. 
Our  amusements  were  simple  such  as  holding  on 
to  the  square  State  line  post,  jumping  from  one 
side  to  another  declaring  we  are  now  in  S.  Dak. 
and  the  next  second  in  N.  Dak. 

Very  few  of  my  memories  go  back  beyond 
my  fifth  birthday,  only  one  occurance  in  my  fourth 
year  of  life  remains  in  my  conscious  memory  and 
that  was  in  the  summer  of  1908  before  I  became 
five  in  December. 

My  sister,  Bernice,  was  pushing  me  in  a 
high  swing  that  had  been  made  between  two  tall 
cottonwood  trees,  when  one  rope  came  loose.  I 
fell  to  the  ground  biting  my  tongue  almost  off. 

What  really  impressed  me  was  the  fact  that  I  was 
allowed  to  sit  in  the  baby's  high  chair  later  to  be 
fed,  with  the  family  giving  me  their  attention. 

None  of  us  could  normally  receive  this  much 
attention. 

Being  the  family  member  exactly  in  the 
middle  of  the  nine  children,  with  four  older  and 
four  younger,  I  often  felt  "left  out",  attention-wise. 
It  pleased  me  to  remember  that  I  was  the  only  one 
born  in  Missouri.  As  far  as  I  know,  this  was  not 
planned  but  just  happened  because  my  mother  was 
visiting  her  parents  and  relatives  in  Rutledge,  Mo. 

My  sister  Retta,  five  years  older  than  I,  and 
our  three  younger  brothers:  Clyde,  Cecil  &  Lester 
and  I  would  play  hours  in  the  tall  weeds  and  grass, 
trampling  down  the  growth  to  make  rooms  for  our 
house.  Wedressed  in  discarded  dresses,  making 
hats  out  of  rhubarb  leaves  with  wild  flowers  and 
feathers  punched  thru  for  ornaments. 

We  had  few  toys  except  for  sleds  and  skates 
in  the  winter,  during  which  we  spent  many  evenings 
indoors.  We'd  stretch  blankets  over  chairs  in  the 
living  room  in  order  to  crawl  under  this  "make 
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believe"  house  in  play.  Some  evenings  were  spent 
in  music  participation.  My  oldest  sister,  Lura, 
playing  the  piano  and  all  gathering  around,  we 
would  sing  church  hymns. 

When  I  was  almost  six,  the  family  moved  to 
Newark,  S.  Dak.,  where  we  attended  the  two-room 
school.  My  memories  of  this  year  were  of  visits 
to  our  maternal  Grandmother  Kenoyer,  with  whom 
our  cousin  Sylvia  lived  and  my  first  experience  of 
mixing  with  other  girls  of  my  age. 

We  often  went  in  to  see  Grandmother,  but 
were  warned  to  be  good  and  quiet  as  she  was  resting. 
She  kept  her  cookie  jar  full  and  I  believe  this  was 
her  only  way  to  get  rid  of  us.  She  would  say,  "Take 
a  cookie  child  and  run  home.  " 

In  the  early  spring  she  died,  leaving  Sylvia 
to  live  with  our  Uncle  Z  ibe  and  Aunt  Deal.  I  was 
not  allowed  to  attend  the  funeral,  so  decided  to  sit 
on  a  large  pile  of  bricks  near  the  church  and  watch 
the  procession.  Before  the  funeral  was  over,  I 
became  restless  and  in  changing  my  position,  caused 
the  bricks  to  come  tumbling  down  all  over  me.  I 
was  covered  with  blood  blisters  from  head  to  foot. 

I  returned  home  to  find  my  mother  in  tears, 
so  I  decided  this  was  what  should  be  done  on  the 
occasion  of  a  funeral,  but  found  myself  unable  to 
command  more  than  a  tear  or  two.  In  fact,  I 
cannot  recall  even  missing  my  grandmother  or 
feeling  sad  over  her  death. 

This  was  my  first  year  of  school  and  since 
in  those  days  there  was  no  kinde rgarden,  I  entered 
the  first  grade  under  the  tutelage  of  Laura  Stead¬ 
man,  who  was  an  excellent  teacher.  She  had  no 
favorites  and  concentrated  solely  on  teaching  the 
three  R's,  and  trying  to  make  them  stick  in  our, 
or  at  least  my,  dumb  little  head. 

I  had  entered  late  and  felt  that  all  of  the 
children  were  much  smarter  than  I,  and  was  also 
terrified  of  Mrs.  Steadman  with  her  gruff  voice 
and  manner. 

It  was  in  this  year  that  class  distinction 
made  a  deep  and  lasting  impression  upon  me  which 
affected  my  entire  life.  My  clothes  were  countrified 
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as  well  as  my  ability  to  mix  with  other  children. 

I  grew  to  dislike  and  envy  other  girls,  feeling  they 
were  smarter,  better  dressed  and  very  much  at 
ease  with  their  friends. 

One  day  while  walking  along  the  board  walk 
on  my  way  home  from  school  with  two  of  my  school¬ 
mates,  Ethelyn  and  Ellen  Hathaway,  who  always 
were  dressed  nicer  than  I,  and  who  always  got 
better  grades  in  school  than  the  other  children, 

I  gained  the  courage  to  differ  with  Ellen,  the 
younger  one.  Since  I  was  wearing  the  newer  of 
my  two  pink  dresses,  I  felt  a  bit  elegant  and  self- 
confident  myself.  When  the  argument  became  a 
bit  heated,  Ethelyn  pushed  me,  causing  me  to  fall 
into  the  muddy  gutter  at  the  feet  of  a  horse,  hitched 
to  a  post  right  in  front  of  the  town's  only  store. 

Covered  with  mud  from  head  to  foot,  my 
feelings  were  mixed.  First,  my  embarrassment 
and  hatred  for  the  girls,  and,  second,  my  concern 
over  explaining  my  bedraggled  condition  to  my 
mother.  » 

After  running  all  the  way  home  to  take  my 
punishment,  I  found  no  one  there,  so  I  put  on  my 
other  pink  dress,  hiding  the  soiled  one  in  the  back 
of  the  clothes  closet. 

I'm  still  wondering  what  my  mother  thought 
when  she  found  it  and  why  I  was  never  questioned 
or  scolded. 

It  was  also  during  this  school  term  that  my 
older  brother,  Milton,  bet  two  dollars  on  a  baseball 
game;  which  bet  he  lost,  and  not  knowing  how  to 
pay  off  the  bet,  filched  two  dollars  from  our  father's 
pocket.  Never  shall  I  forget  that  evening!  His 
sitting  on  the  back  step  washing  his  feet  and  crying. 
The  packing  of  a  suitcase  in  preparation  for  his 
trip  to  Britton,  S.  Dak.  ,  where  he  was  told,  jail 
awaited  him. 

This  bothered  me  so  much  that  the  tears 
would  not  stop,  my  mother  crying  and  my  father 
looking  like  a  storm  cloud.  However  the  situation 
cleared  up  finally  by  his  promising  never  to  do 
anything  like  that  again,  taking  something  not 
belonging  to  him  and  I'm  sure  he  never  forgot  the 
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lesson  after  that  experience,  since  to  my  knowledge, 
he  never  again  committed  the  same  sin. 

In  the  spring  we  moved  back  to  the  farm  to 
plant  the  crops,  where  the  older  children  helped 
out  in  the  field  with  our  father  or  in  the  house  with 
mother.  The  younger  ones  managing  to  get  into 
plenty  of  mischief,  two  instances  which  stand  out 
in  my  memory.  Cecil  and  Lester  setting  fire  to 
the  granary  full  of  wheat  seed  for  spring  planting 
and  following  our  father's  example  in  butchering, 
by  trying  their  hand  at  it,  killing  an  entire  litter 
of  newborn  pigs. 

Clyde,  Cecil,  Lester  and  I  spent  much  time 
carrying  water  in  ten  gallon  milk  cans  into  the 
pasture  which  I  poured  into  a  gopher  hole,  while 
the  boys  held  sticks  ready  to  kill  a  gopher  as  it 
came  up  for  air.  We  also  carried  fruit  jars  par¬ 
tially  filled  with  salt  as  well  as  a  knife  with  which 
to  cut  off  the  tail.  A  gopher  tail  brought  three  cents, 
paid  by  the  county,  since  gophers  had  become  very 
injurious  to  the  crops.  The  money  from  the  tails 
we  saved  for  4th  of  July  "fun  money". 

Every  4th  of  July  we  went  to  town  to  ride  the 
merry-go-round,  buy  ice  cream  cones  and  fire¬ 
crackers  and  occasionally  a  circus  would  be  one 
of  the  attractions.  In  the  evening  we  were  allowed 
to  stay  to  watch  the  older  people  dancing  to  a  three 
piece  orchestra  upon  a  hastily  constructed  open 
pavilion.  The  "Fourth",  as  we  called  it,  was  the 
day  we  loved  the  most. 

In  the  fall  we  attended  the  little  one- room 
country  school,  called  the  "Cook  School"  just  a 
mile  and  a  half  north  of  our  farm.  Most  of  the 
time  we  walked  to  school,  except  in  the  very 

severely  cold  weather,  when  we  drove  old  Peg  or 
our  favorite  horse,  Belle,  who  could  travel  faster 
and  who  could  always  bring  us  home  safely  without 
guidance,  even  through  a  blinding  blizzard  and 
forty  degree  below  zero  weather. 

My  only  girl  friend  during  the  next  seven 
years  was  a  French  girl  named  Rose  Besuchet. 

Her  parents  made  cheese  which  she  used  to  bring 
in  her  lunch  pail  and  trade  for  tomatoes  which  we 
raised  in  our  sandy  garden.  It  was  in  my  third  or 
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fourth  grade  that  I  decided  to  be  a  teacher.  Tea¬ 
chers  in  those  days  were  only  required  to  have  a 
six  weeks  Normal  Course  beyond  the  eighth  grade. 

We  had  a  few  well  chosen  books  on  the  farm, 
some  of  which  I  read  over  and  over.  I  remember 
reading  Heidi,  Black  Beauty  and  some  by  Zane  Grey. 

I  will  mention  a  few  things  that  are  outstand¬ 
ing  in  my  memory  during  my  grade  school  days. 

Outdoor  work  was  always  distasteful  to  me 
and  I  was  not  required  to  do  as  much  of  it  as  the 
older  children.  My  older  sister,  Bernice,  disliked 
housework  and  preferred  helping  our  father,  so  I 
kept  busy  helping  my  mother  in  the  house.  There 
were  exceptions,  however,  as  during  the  growing 
stage  of  the  tomatoes,  when  they  were  tasty  to  the 
red  potato  bugs,  we  were  all  commandeered  to 
"swat”  them.  This  was  done  by  taking  two  shingles, 
which  Dad  had  whittled  to  the  shape  of  a  paddle, 
one  being  used  to  shake  or  knock  off  the  bugs  from 
the  vines  and  the  other  to  crush  them.  How  I 
detested  this  job!  Tears  did  me  no  good--I  still 
had  to  help.  Apparently  the  paddle  deal  was  a 
cheaper  way  than  spraying  and  child  labor  was 
plentiful. 

After  the  potatoes  were  dug,  we  all  had  to 
follow  the  digger  and  pick  up  the  potatoes  in  pails, 
which  we  dumped  into  the  wagon  to  be  sorted  and 
sacked  later. 

We  had  so  many  dangerous  escapes  that  God 
surely  must  have  been  near  and  wished  us  to  survive 
or  we  would  all  have  been  killed.  One  experience 
that  still  gives  me  cold  chills  is  the  time  Dad  asked 
me  to  hold  the  horses  reins,  which  were  hitched 
to  a  wagon.  He  had  no  sooner  left,  than  I  dropped 
one  of  the  reins,  and  as  I  walked  down  the  wagon 
tongue  trying  to  retrieve  it,  the  horses  became 
frightened  and  started  running  across  the  plowed 
field  with  me  bumping  up  and  down  trying  to  hang 
on  to  their  harness.  They  then  began  running  in  a 
circle  and  finally  headed  back  to  where  we  started 
from,  as  my  dad  came  running  across  the  field 
to  rescue  me. 

We  sometimes  rode  the  horses  when  they 
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were  not  being  worked  in  the  field.  One  day,  while 
riding  a  hose  back  home  after  a  visit  to  my  friend's 
farm,  a  prairie  fire  started  from  some  unknown 
source.  The  grass  being  very  dry,  it  traveled  as 
fast  as  the  horse  could  gallup  and  he  strained  every 
muscle  to  keep  ahead  of  it,  finally  coming  to  a 
plowed  field,  which  served  as  a  firebreak,  we 
were  finally  out  of  danger. 

My  two  older  sisters,  Bernice  and  Retta, 
were  very  fond  of  teasing  me.  They  had  be 
believing  that  I  had  been  adopted  from  gypsies, 
who  roamed  throughout  the  country  at  that  time. 
Retta's  job  was  to  comb  my  hair,  which  was  quite 
long  and  thick,  and  she  seemed  to  try  to  yank  it  all 
out.  In  later  years,  she  confessed  to  me  that  she 
had  felt  so  guilty  about  it  that  she  had  dreamed  of 
pulling  it  and  having  the  bloody  experience  of 
actually  scalping  me. 

One  winter  evening  as  we  sat  around  the  hard 
coat  base  burner  eating  apples,  which  Retta  had 
brought  up  from  the  cellar,  she  urged  me  to  go  out 
and  dip  up  some  snow,  which  we  liked  to  munch  while 
eating  the  apples.  As  I  reluctantly  went  out  with  a 
pan  to  dip  it  up,  I  saw  a  figure  appearing  between 
the  snow  drift  and  the  barn,  which  gave  forth  with 
a  most  terrifying  baying  noise.  As  soon  as  I  could 
control  my  quivering  legs,  I  made  it  to  the  back 
door,  too  frightened  even  to  scream.  As  I  lurched 
through  the  kitchen  door  I  fell  flat  on  the  floor  in  a 
dead  faint,  which  was  unusual  for  hardy  farm 
children.  The  noise  which  frightened  me  so  turned 
out  to  be  a  coyote  which  had  been  lurking  around 
looking  for  some  kind  of  food. 

My  next  few  years,  through  the  seventh  grade, 
were  spent  as  most  farm  children.  We  attended 
the  Presbyterian  Sunday  School  and  Church,  in  the 
little  town  of  Newark.  Our  primary  teacher  was 
Mrs.  Susie  Taylor,  who  was  very  kind  to  us  and 
we  all  remember  her  fondly,  as  well  as  the  little 
song  that  we  sung  as  we  dropped  our  pennies  into 
the  collection,  "Hear  the  Pennies  Dropping." 

There  were  two  French  bachelors,  Matt  & 

Daze  Marty,  living  about  three  miles  from  our 
farm,  whom  everyone  said  kept  their  house 
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immaculately  clean  and  I  hoped  that  when  I  became 
about  fourteen,  that  one  of  them  would  ask  me  to 
marry  him  and  then  I'd  no  longer  have  to  wait  on 
my  three  younger  brothe  rs  - -ne ve  r  have  to  wash 
their  dirty  faces,  make  their  beds,  dress  them, 
etc.  But  when  I  finally  reached  the  age  of  fourteen, 
and  again  saw  the  bachelors,  it  seemed  impossible 
that  I  had  ever  entertained  such  a  thought! 

By  the  time  I  had  finished  the  seventh  grade, 
it  became  apparent  that  in  order  to  pass  the  eighth 
grade  so  that  I  could  enter  Normal  School,  some 
changes  had  to  be  made.  It  was  decided  that  I  go 
to  live  with  the  school  teacher,  Mrs.  Laura  Stead¬ 
man,  ance  she  was  a  splendid  tutor.  To  pay  my 
keep  she  was  furnished  stove  wood  and  meat  from 
our  farm  and  I  was  required  to  keep  the  house  clean, 
wash  the  dishes  and  do  many  other  chores.  It  was 
no  easy  task,  however,  but  being  determined  to  do 
well  and  finish  my  grade  to  make  me  eligible  to 
attend  Normal  School  for  my  teaching  education, 

I  worked  hard  and  studied  harder;  for  to  teach  had 
become  an  obsession  and  to  think  of  being  able  to 
leave  the  farm,  live  in  a  girl's  dormitory,  and 
eventually  become  a  teacher,  sounded  like  heaven 
to  me . 

During  the  spring  I  entered  a  spelling  contest 
in  which  I  placed  second  and  in  May  I  passed  my 
State  Examination,  thanks  to  my  fine  teacher, 
entering  the  Ellendale  State  Normal  and  Industrial 
School  in  the  fall.  The  school  being  about  forty 
miles  from  home. 

Never  having  been  so  far  away  from  home,  it 
was  an  experience  hard  to  explain- -I  was  delighted 
to  be  there  but  the  newness  of  so  many  girl  friends 
gave  me  courage  to  do  many  things  that  were  not 
very  acceptable  to  those  in  authority.  A  friendship 
developed  between  three  girls  and  I,  which  became 
firmly  cemented.  We  decided  to  cut  our  hair,  and 
on  the  second  Saturday  after  entering  the  school, 
we  proceeded  to  do  our  own  barbering.  Of  course, 
in  19  18,  short  hair  was  only  for  "flappers",  which 
we  certainly  were  not!  This  was  an  indication  of 
rebellion  and  when  it  became  known  on  Sunday  the 
preceptress  of  the  school  made  us  stay  in  our 
rooms  until  Monday  morning,  whereupon  she 
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marched  us  into  the  president's  office. 

What  a  lecture  !  We  had  cheapened  ourselves-- 
perhaps  we  should  be  expelled!  It  was  finally  settled 
that  we  were  to  be  let  off  with  being  Campussed  for 
the  next  two  weeks.  After  being  chaperoned  to  a 
barber  shop,  where  we  were  properly  trimmed,  we 
spent  the  next  two  weeks  on  Campus  ! 

We  also  did  such  forbidden  things  as  plucking 
our  eyebrows  and  using  the  slightest  amount  of  lip¬ 
stick  with  the  hope  that  it  would  make  us  more 
attractive  to  the  boys,  but  still  not  be  noticable  to 
the  Dean  of  Women.  Speaking  of  boys,  we  were  no 
different  than  any  other  girls  of  our  age.  The  Girl's 
Dormitory  diningroom  was  open  to  boys  as  well  as 
girls  and  of  course  we  were  anxious  to  make  a  fav¬ 
orable  impression  upon  the  most  desirable  catches. 

I  was  fortunate  in  meeting  the  "man  of  my  dreams" 
the  first  Saturday  night,  when  a  "get  acquainted" 
reception  was  held  for  all  students  in  the  large 
reception  hall  of  the  dormitory.  The  older  students 
had  planned  the  entertainment.  Pictures  were  cut 
into  twelve  pieces  like  a  jigsaw  puzzle,  everyone 
circulating  to  compare  pieces  until  a  complete 
picture  was  assembled- -this  comprised  a  "family" 
and  each  "family"  then  had  to  put  on  a  stunt,  the 
best  stunt  receiving  a  prize.  One  of  the  boys  in 
our  "family",  a  third  year  student  named  Royal 
Coates,  who  was  an  A  student  and  exceptionally 
good  looking  took  a  liking  to  me  immediately  and 
the  feeling  being  mutual,  we  "kept  company"  until 
we  both  graduated.  He  from  the  five  year  course, 
which  would  be  comparable  to  the  Junior  College 
of  this  day,  and  I  from  the  High  School  course, 
which  would  make  me  eligible  to  teach  at  the 
elementary  level. 

This  was  the  year  the  United  States  entered 
into  World  War  I  and  also  the  year  of  the  terrible 
"flu"  epidemic.  Over  half  of  the  students  were  ill 
and  in  order  to  care  for  them,  beds  were  put  up  in 
the  Alphian  Literary  room  on  the  third  floor  of  the 
dormitory  next  to  the  quarters  occupied  by  Miss 
Mohr,  our  preceptress.  No  help  was  available  to 
care  for  the  sick  and  carry  food  up  four  flights  of 
stairs  from  the  basement  kitchen.  It  seemed  only 
natural  that  I  should  help  in  this  task,  which  I  was 
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doing  until  a  telegram  arrived  on  the  18th  of 
December,  telling  of  my  sister,  Dura's  death 
from  the  flu  after  giving  birth  to  her  second  child. 

When  I  arrived  home  I  found  that  my  mother, 
Dura's  husband  and  their  three  year  old  daughter, 
Gail,  all  ill  with  the  flu.  They  were  fortunate  to 
have  obtained  a  woman  who  cooked  and  cared  for 
them .

It  being  a  bitterly  cold  winter,  no  one  could 
be  found  to  dig  a  grave,  as  everyone  seemed  to  be 
down  with  the  dread  disease.  No  public  gatherings 
were  allowed,  so  there  was  no  funeral  service  for 
Dura- -just  a  prayer  said  at  the  graveside  when  she 
was  buried  in  the  Brampton  Cemetery. 

Sometime  in  January  I  returned  to  school  to 
find  my  tuition,  board  and  room  had  been  paid  for 
the  following  year  to  compensate  for  my  work  with 
the  flu  patients.  This  was  a  great  help  as  money 
was  beginning  to  be  hard  to  come  by.  A  depression 
followed  that  lasted  until  after  I  had  completed 
school. 

Dooking  back  over  my  years  at  Ellendale,  I 
realize  that  they  were  among  the  happiest  days  of 
my  life  - -last  ing  friendships  made- -unforgettable 
memories.  In  the  spring  before  graduation  I  won 
a  silver  medal  for  second  place  in  a  declamation 
contest,  which  I  believe,  pleased  my  parents  more 
than  my  gold  N.  I.  pin  which  was  given  to  me  for 
an  above  90  average  in  my  grades. 

We  enjoyed  the  monthly  dances  we  were 
allowed  to  attend  off  campus,  though  we  griped 
about  having  to  put  up  with  two  women  chaparones 
who  followed  all  of  the  couples  as  we  left  the  dorm 
together,  walking  the  quarter  mile  to  the  public 
dance  hall.  There  were  also  the  school  dances 
and  other  school  affairs  which  we  all  enjoyed,  I 
being  always  escorted  by  my  faithful  boy  friend, 
Royal. 

The  four  year  course  was  completed  in  three 
years,  so  in  the  spring  of  1921  I  graduated  and  was 
ready  to  teach  in  a  country  school- -grades  one  to 
eight.  We  had  been  instructed  in  application  form 
and  structure,  so  much  time  was  spent  that  summer 
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in  writing  to  school  boards  for  teaching  positions 
of  the  neighborhood,  and  awaiting  anxiously  a  reply 
of  acceptance. 

Since  I  was  but  seventeen,  I  would  have  to 
teach  on  a  special  permit  until  my  next  birthday  on 
the  tenth  of  December.  A  letter  requesting  me  to 
appear  for  an  interview  at  Forman,  N.  Dak.  ,  the 
county  seat,  finally  arrived.  With  fear  and  trembl¬ 
ing  I  kept  the  appointment.  While  there  I  met  Mr. 
Ulve,  who  had  been  the  county  superintendent  all 
during  the  years  I  had  attended  the  little  Cook 
school.  He  did  nothing  to  put  me  at  ease,  his  first 
words  being,  "Oh  no  !  You  didn't  get  that  school  !" 
One  of  the  older  girls  in  the  school  where  I  would 
be  teaching  had  knocked  him  down  and  broken  his 
glasses  on  one  of  his  visits  the  year  before.  There 
was  no  help  for  it  now,  this  was  the  school  I  had 
drawn.  The  only  thing  to  do  was  make  the  best  of 
it.  I  was  hired  at  $90  per  month.  Board  and  room 
at  a  nearby  farm  cost  me  $30  per  month,  and  the 
school  being  14  miles  from  our  farm,  I  was  able 
to  go  home  only  on  week  ends  in  fair  weather. 

The  first  day  of  school  was  quite  uneventful. 
When  I  arrived  an  hour  late,  due  to  rain  and  muddy 
roads,  the  children  were  all  in  their  seats,  sitting 
straight  as  sticks,  waiting  to  see  what  the  new 
teacher  would  look  like.  Well,  they  didn't  see 
much- -a  young  girl  of  seventeen,  weight  106 
pounds,  with  straight  brown  hair  and  wearing  a 
very  conservative  blouse  and  skirt.  Some  of  the 
children  were  larger  than  I  and  ranged  in  age  from 
six  to  fifteen.  As  I  recall,  there  were  about  seven¬ 
teen  pairs  of  eyes  watching  every  move  I  made. 

One  family  of  five  were  half  Norwegian  and  half 
Indian,  bashful  and  well  behaved,  but  so  dirty  and 

smelly  one  could  scarcely  walk  through  the  cloak¬ 
room  without  holding  one's  breath.  I  later  learned 
that  their  underwear  was  sewed  on  for  the  winter 
and  taken  off  when  the  temperature  permitted  in 
the  spring.  They  slept  on  piles  of  straw  on  the 
floor  and  used  their  coats  as  covering. 

I  soon  learned  who  the  girl  that  became 
violent  with  Superintendent  Ulve- -Margue  rite 
Nelson,  who  was  about  my  size,  thirteen  years 
of  age,  with  the  lovliest  flaxen  hair  and  blue  eyes 
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I  have  ever  seen.  She  had  an  older  sister  of  four¬ 
teen,  taller  than  my  five  foot  three,  by  about  two 
inches.  Helen  was  not  as  pretty  as  her  sister  but 
intelligent  and  well  behaved. 

Nothing  of  any  moment  happened  the  first  few 
days,  except  that  Marguerite  asked  me  to  go  horse¬ 
back  riding  with  her  that  Saturday.  She  had  a 
reputation  for  riding  bareback  on  unbroken  colts, 
so  it  was  with  reluctance  that  I  accepted,  not  dar¬ 
ing  to  incur  her  disfavor.  I  could  only  pray  that 
the  horse  she  brought  for  me  would  be  relatively 
gentle . 

With  our  lunches  in  sweater  pockets,  we  rode 
off  across  the  prairies  at  a  gallup,  both  horses 
being  managable,  for  which  I  breathed  a  sigh  of 
relief.  We  stopped  under  a  shady  tree  to  eat  our 
lunch  and  during  our  conversation,  I  found  her  to 
be  very  intelligent  and  interesting.  We  seemed  to 
understand  and  respect  each  other  and  before  the 
day  was  over  we  became  fast  friends.  From  that 
time  on  my  discipline  problems  were  over. 
Marguerite  was  always  the  leader,  her  word  was 
law  on  the  school  ground  and  her  word  was  that 
Miss  Williams  was  her  friend  and  a  good  teacher. 
Supt.  Ulve  never  learned  the  secret  of  my  success 
that  year.  He  begged  me  to  renew  my  contract  at 
that  school,  but  I  refused  as  I  felt  I  owed  it  to  my 
family  to  teach  the  Cook  school  and  stay  at  home 
where  I  could  pay  them  board  and  also  be  a  help 
to  my  mothe  r. 

The  following  school  year  was  quite  uneventful 
as  it  was  much  like  the  years  I  had  spent  as  a  pupil 
at  the  Cook  school,  except  for  the  responsibility  of 
teaching  it  and  also  of  taking  my  baby  brother, 
Frances,  and  niece,  Gail,  who  lived  with  us,  to 
school  with  me.  The  winter  was  one  of  the  coldest 
on  record,  sometimes  40  below  zero.  I  put  the 
children  under  a  buffalo  robe  in  the  sleigh  which 
was  pulled  by  our  still  faithful  horse.  Belle  (old 
Peg  having  gone  to  her  reward),  and  upon  arriving 
at  the  school  left  the  children  under  the  robe  while 
I  put  the  horse  in  the  barn,  covered  her  with  a 
blanket,  gave  her  some  hay;  then  made  a  fire  in 
the  potbellied  stove,  brought  in  coal  to  last  the 
day,  and  swept  the  floor.  Then  the  children  were 
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brought  in  and  put  to  work  dusting,  while  I  prepared 
for  the  day;  first  thawing  out  the  frozen  faces,  hands 
and  feet  of  the  children  who  had  walked  to  school,  by 
rubbing  the  frozen  parts  with  snow- -as  was  the 
approved  custom  in  those  days. 

School  started  promptly  at  nine  and  continued 
until  four,  except  for  two  fifteen  minute  recesses 
and  an  hour  for  lunch. 

Many  times  that  winter,  as  when  we  were 
children,  a  blizzard  would  come  up  during  the  day, 
making  it  impossible  to  see  our  way;  but,  as  in 
childhood  days,  we'd  rely  upon  our  faithful  horse 
to  find  her  way  home  with  us,  as  we  hovered  beneath 
the  robe  to  keep  from  freezing.  We  would  feel  the 
sleigh  tipping  as  it  began  going  into  a  ditch  beside 
the  road,  but  the  horse  apparently  could  feel  the 
pull  and  instinctively  return  to  the  center  of  the 
road.  This  dearly  beloved  horse  had  saved  our 
lives  many  times  in  her  twenty-one  years  of  ser¬ 
vice  and  was  never  sold,  but  spent  her  last  years 
grazing  in  the  pasture. 

Upon  finishing  this  first  year  of  teaching,  I 
decided  to  get  away  from  home  as  Newark  did  not 
offer  much  in  the  way  of  male  companionship  or 
ente  rtainment . 

Royal  had  attended  the  Uni  in  Prairie  due 
Chein,  Wise,  and  we  had  corresponded  since  our 
graduation  from  Normal  School,  but  had  not  seen 
each  other. 

Each  summer  I  attended  school  in  Ellendale 
in  preparation  for  a  credential  to  enable  me  to 
teach  in  the  city  schools. 

On  the  4th  of  July,  Royal  and  I  met  in  Oakes, 

N.  Dak.  to  renew  our  friendship.  He  had  obtained 
his  degree  and  was  to  teach  in  one  of  the  Eastern 
States.  Absence  had  made  changes  in  both  of  us 
and  we  found  that  we  no  longer  had  the  same  feeling 
for  each  other. 

While  at  Ellendale,  he  had  belonged  to  a 
group  of  six  boys  who  called  themselves  the  "Side- 
burn  Six".  These  six  boys  and  their  girl  friends 
vowed  to  always  keep  in  touch  with  each  other 
regardless  of  where  we  were. 
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I  have  never  heard  from  Royal  since  then, 
but  one  of  the  six  boys  writes  to  me  to  report  on 
the  information  he  has  obtained.  Five  are  still 
living,  one  we  have  lost  track  of,  but  the  other 
four  either  live  near  our  Alma  Mater  or  return 
on  occas  ion. 

A  small  country  school  three  miles  from 
Kulm,  N.  Dak.  claimed  my  services  the  following 
fall.  The  reason  for  accepting  this  position  was 
to  be  near  a  very  dear  girl  friend,  Gladys  Kiefer, 
who  took  a  school  three  miles  from  mine.  We 
roomed  and  boarded  at  the  same  place.  This  year 
I  really  began  to  live.  We  attended  every  dance 
within  forty  miles  and  danced  til  dawn.  We  had  a 
variety  of  boy  friends,  as  the  new  crop  of  school 
teachers  were  always  in  demand.  Our  favorite 
dance  orchestra  was  led  by  a  young  man  named 
Laurence  Welk.  His  band  was  composed  of  but 
three  members,  but  they  made  great  music.  They 
played  in  Kulm,  Merricourt,  LaMoure  and  Ellen- 
dale.  If  the  roads  were  such  that  a  car  could  not 
get  thru,  we  took  the  old  Great  Northern  Railway 
and  stayed  over  night. 

The  following  summer  of  1921,  I  completed 
the  necessary  units  to  teach  in  city  schools  and 
the  next  three  years  were  spent  in  Fredonia,  just 
a  few  miles  north  of  Kulm,  teaching  in  a  three- 
teacher  school.  Martha  Remboldt,  with  whom  I 
shared  my  living  quarters,  had  the  first  and  second 
grades  and  the  sixth  thru  the  eighth  were  taught  by 
a  young  man,  who  was  my  escort  to  many  of  the 
dances  and  being  an  excellent  trumpet  player,  was 
the  leader  of  two  very  fine  bands.  Often  at  the 
dances  he  would  fill  in  for  Laurence  Welk,  so  that 
he  could  be  free  to  dance  with  Martha  or  myself. 

These  were  years  of  fun  and  many  new  friends. 
They  were  also  very  successful  years  in  my  long 
career  as  a  teacher. 

My  parents  moved  to  California  in  1926, 
where  they  made  their  home  for  a  time  with  my 
older  sister,  Bernice,  who  had  been  living  in 
California  for  some  years. 

Since  my  parents  had  left  the  farm  in  the 
hands  of  my  two  brothers,  Milton  and  Clyde,  and 
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with  them  away  I  really  had  no  place  that  was 
appealing  for  my  summer  vacation,  so  decided  to 
move  in  with  them  to  cook  some  good  meals  and 
keep  the  house  clean  for  them.  This  made  a  wel¬ 
come  change  for  them  and  they  were  very  happy  to 
have  me  with  them,  but  unfortunately  this  arrange¬ 
ment  did  not  last  long. 

The  season  was  a  very  dry  one  and  soon  after 
my  arrival  the  winds  started  to  blow  causing  con¬ 
tinuous  sand  storms.  For  days  the  sand  piled 
higher  and  higher  til  only  the  tops  of  the  telephone 
poles  could  be  seen.  The  chickens  could  not  leave 
their  coop  or  the  sand  would  blow  in  between  their 
feathers,  making  them  so  heavy  they  could  not 
return  to  the  coop  and  would  die  and  quickly  be 
covered  with  sand. 

I  still  attempted  to  cook  and  clean  the  house. 
When  I  needed  fresh  eggs,  the  trip  to  the  henhouse 
was  a  nightmare.  With  a  shawl  around  my  neck 
and  shoulders  and  a  towel  wrapped  about  my  head, 
I’d  make  a  dash  for  the  coop;  but  before  I  could 
return  to  the  house  the  towel  would  be  weighted 
down  with  sand  with  a  great  amount  of  it  having 
penetrated  the  towel  and  now  covered  my  scalp, 
face  and  neck. 

The  house  afforded  no  modern  bathing  facili¬ 
ties  and  mice  found  their  way  in  and  out  of  the 
storm,  making  me  so  miserable  that  I  felt  it  was 
becoming  impossible  to  endure. 

Milton  and  I  took  a  wash  tub  to  carry  the  sand 
out  of  the  house,  which  had  piled  up  on  window  sills 
and  covered  the  entire  surface  of  the  floors.  After 
taking  about  six  tubs  full,  I  gave  up  and  with  apolo¬ 
gies,  informed  the  boys  I  could  no  longer  stand 

such  hardships.  How  I  hated  to  leave  them  in  the 
lurch,  but  six  weeks  of  it  had  been  as  much  as  I 
could  take. 

The  last  six  weeks  of  my  summer  vacation 
were  spent  in  Missouri  with  relatives.  My  cousins 
and  I  had  so  much  fun  that  it  made  up  for  the  night¬ 
mare  I  had  left  behind. 

My  last  and  final  year  of  teaching  in  Fredonia 
was  as  fun-packed  as  the  first  three  had  been,  so  I 
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signed  a  contract  to  return  in  the  fall.  This  was 
not  to  be,  for  I  received  news  of  a  car  accident 
which  had  happened  to  my  parents  and  promptly 
made  plans  to  follow  them  to  California  as  soon 
as  the  school  term  ended  in  May. 

I  arrived  in  California  on  the  29th  of  May, 

1927  and  after  a  few  weeks  and  soon  decided  that 
I'd  make  it  my  home,  for  to  turn  my  back  upon  it 
and  return  to  N.  Dak.  was  unthinkable. 

Words  could  never  describe  how  green  I  was  ! 
The  long  rows  of  lights  as  we  drove  west  on  Pico 
Blvd.  ,  my  first  view  of  the  ocean,  being  told  to 
dial  a  phone  number  not  having  the  faintest  idea 
of  how  to  operate  it.  I'm  quite  sure  the  last 
experience  was  deliberately  planned  by  my  sister, 
Bernice,  who  had  met  me  at  the  train  and  stopped 
at  a  drugstore,  instructing  me  to  make  the  call. 

I  thought  she  was  just  about  the  greatest  "woman 
in  the  world"  of  all  times  !  Weaving  thru  traffic 
at  an  unbelievable  speed  and  going  into  the  city  of 
Los  Angeles  every  day  on  a  bus  without  getting 
lost  !  I  knew  that  all  this  was  much  too  complicated 
for  me  to  cope  with,  but,  nevertheless,  I  was  still 
determined  to  remain  in  this  fairyland  of  wonders. 

One  of  the  first  persons  I  became  acquainted 
with  was  Muriel  Finch,  whom  I  thought  was  also  a 
marvel,  taking  me  to  the  beach  via  bus,  where  we 
spent  day  after  day  at  the  concessions  and  trying 
all  of  the  rides  at  Ocean  Park- -the  "Hi  Boy",  going 
down  the  giant  slide,  riding  the  merry-go-round, 
etc.  I  am  sure  that  at  twenty-three,  I  acted  younge 
than  my  fifteen-year  old  companion.  It  was  even 
more  exciting  than  the  4th  of  July  Celebrations  at 
home . 

Time  came  when  my  money  ran  short  and 
the  future  had  to  be  taken  under  consideration,  so 
I  enrolled  in  Willis  Business  College,  since  the 
qualifications  needed  for  a  California  teaching 
pos  ition  would  have  taken  two  years  to  obtain. 
However,  my  business  education  came  to  a  halt  in 
two  weeks,  as  shorthand  was  Greek  to  me  and  my 
fingers  could  never  manipulate  a  typewriter.  The 
bookkeeping  wasn't  so  bad  and  the  rapid  calculating 
was  child's  play,  but  in  one  week  they  dropped  me 
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from  the  class,  having  spent  six  years  drilling 
children  in  times  tables  and  number  combinations, 

I  needed  no  further  instructions  in  this  field.  But 
who  would  need  my  services  with  only  this  one 
talent?  Surely  there  must  be  something  that  I 
could  do  to  earn  a  livelihood  ! 

One  day  while  eating  lunch  in  "Nick’s 
Restaurant”,  he  involved  me  in  conversation  and 
asked  me  to  come  to  work  for  him  as  a  waitress. 

I  accepted  with  many  misgivings. 

The  first  day  was  disastrous,  or  nearly  so  ! 
When  noon  came  the  counters  and  booths  were  full, 
but  thinking  that  mealtime  was  the  time  for  me  to 
eat  also,  I  ordered  breaded  veal  cutlets  and  sat 
down  with  the  customers.  Had  it  not  been  for  a 
kind  and  understanding  waitress,  who  whispered 
that  I  must  not  do  this  until  the  rush  hour  was  over, 
it  might  have  been  my  last  day  on  that  job. 

It  proved  to  be  quite  a  lucrative  j ob- -eighteen 
dollars  a  week,  plus  tips,  which  about  equalled  my 
wages.  More  than  I  had  made  as  a  teacher. 

After  a  few  months,  a  jeweler  who  was  a 
customer  at  the  restaurant,  asked  me  to  quit  and 
come  to  work  for  him  in  a  new  store  he  was  open¬ 
ing.  It  would  not  net  me  as  much,  but  seemed  like 
a  more  dignified  position,  so  I  accepted;  working 
for  him  until  shortly  after  my  marriage,  when  I 
became  pregnant. 

My  parents  never  interfered  in  my  decisions, 
but  were  disappointed  in  my  not  continuing  with  my 
teaching.  It  surprised  me  that  my  father  was 
especially  upset  with  my  choice  of  careers. 

I  was  married  to  Joseph  Arnt  Johnson  on  the 
20th  of  October  192  8  and  became  the  proud  mother 
of  a  beautiful  baby  boy  who  was  born  on  the  23rd  of 
September  1929- -James  Russell,  we  named  him. 

During  the  first  years  of  our  marriage  a 
depress  ion  was  becoming  prevalent  over  the  whole 
nation.  My  husband,  who  was  a  skilled  machinist, 
was  out  of  work  a  great  deal  since  very  little  con¬ 
struction  work  was  being  done. 

My  brother  Clyde  and  his  wife,  Belle,  lived

right  across  the  street  from  us.  They  had  a  baby 
boy,  Ronald,  nine  months  older  than  my  Jimmy. 

We  had  many  family  get-togethers  and  took  the 
depression  in  stride,  enjoying  ourselves  in  spite 
of  the  shortage  of  money.  If  we  could  each  raise 
fifty  cents,  our  day  was  made.  We  would  take  our 
boys,  board  a  bus,  with  a  go-cart  in  tow,  and  head 
for  Santa  Monica  for  a  da,y’s  outing.  Five  cents 
fare  each  way,  twenty  five  for  lunch  and  fifteen 
left  to  spend  in  the  dime  store.  Both  babies  in 
one  cart  asleep  with  their  bottles  of  milk  finished.

As  I  look  back,  it  seems  stra.nge  how  much 
pleasure  we  managed  to  have  on  such  a  small 
amount  of  money.  Most  of  our  family  was  in  Los 
Angeles  by  now  and  we  enjoyed  our  visits,  picnics 
and  days  spent  with  each  other. 

Having  a  baby  to  love  and  care  for  was  all  I 
asked  of  life.  This  did  not  last  long,  for  he  was 
taken  from  us  on  the  ZZnd  of  July  1929.  There  was 
an  epidemic  of  diphtheria  at  that  time.  He  had  not 
been  given  shots,  since  no  stress  was  put  on  for 
those  things,  as  today.  But  I'll  not  dwell  on  the 
loss  of  our  baby  or  the  year  that  followed,  for 
even  after  thirty-seven  years,  it  is  still  too  painful 
to  recall. 

We  subsequently  had  three  more  children: 
Patricia  Ruth  born  Aug  4,  1931,  Margaret  Jane 

born  19  June  1936  and  Theodore  Joseph  born  6  Oct 
1939. 

From  the  time  that  we  were  married  until 
shortly  after  Margaret  Jane  was  born,  we  found  it 
very  difficult  to  stretch  our  meager  income  to 
cover  even  the  necessities  of  life.  I  marvel  now 
that  it  seemed  so  unimportant  to  me. 

In  1936  my  husband,  Joe,  passed  the  Civil 
Service  Examination  and  gained  employment  with 
the  City  of  Los  Angeles,  as  heavy  duty  machinist; 
and  from  that  time  on,  we  were  able  to  have  the 
normal  necessities  without  unusual  problems. 

Our  children  were  all  brought  up  in  West 
Los  Angeles,  which  at  that  time,  had  many  open 
fields  and  vacant  lots.  Since  we  were  not  overly 
protective  parents,  these  afforded  our  children 
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a  great  deal  of  freedom  in  play.  They  dug  caves 
in  the  lots,  picked  lima  beans  in  the  fields,  slept 
in  our  big  back  yard  in  a  tent  or  the  playhouse. 

We  raised  chickens  and  rabbits  to  supplement 
our  meat  bill,  however,  they  became  such  pets  of 
the  children,  that  it  became  exceeding  difficult  to 
use  them  for  that  purpose. 

It  was  not  an  unusual  sight  to  see  a  dozen 
hens  lying  in  the  dust  in  a  straight  row,  hypnotized  ! 
The  children  had  learned  to  do  this  by  laying  them 
down  gently  and  with  a  small  stick,  drawing  a  line 
through  the  dust,  repeatedly,  from  their  eyes,  to 
about  a  foot  out.  It  only  took  about  a  minute  to 
hypnotize  each  hen. 

When  Ted  was  five  years  old,  World  War  II 
still  being  in  progress,  women  were  encouraged  to 
work  to  help  in  the  war  effort,  the  government 
establishing  Day  Care  Centers  for  the  children  of 
working  mothers.  Since  a  Center  was  opening  on 
the  Richland  school  grounds  near  our  home  and  our 
children  were  all  in  attendance  there,  I  put  in  my 
application  for  a  position  as  teacher  and  was  immed¬ 
iately  hired  as  assistant  Head  Teacher. 

It  was  my  intention  to  work  just  long  enough 
to  get  a  down  payment  on  a  home,  since  one  could 
buy  a  home  for  one  hundred  dollars  down  at  that 
time,  with  payments  no  higher  than  rent.  However, 
there  was  such  a  great  need  for  the  services  of 
women,  that  I  continued  working  there  until  the 
close  of  the  war,  at  which  time  the  Board  of  Edu¬ 
cation  took  over  the  schools  for  the  government  and 
the  program  became  such  a  challenge,  trying  each 
year  to  get  an  extension  of  the  Centers.  This 
required  a  bill  to  be  passed  by  the  state  legislature 
and  an  appropriation  of  four  million  dollars  a  year 
to  continue  the  program,  which  became  an  educa¬ 
tion  issue.  Parents  continued  to  work  and  there 
was  a  need  for  the  proper  training  and  care  of 
their  children. 

Teachers  were  required  to  take  courses  in 
Childhood  Education  and  eventually  to  become 
certified  teachers. 

The  years  passed  and  I  was  still  working. 
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Each  year  the  Centers  under  board  supervision, 
became  better  and  were  recognized  as  a  very 
worthy  and  worthwhile  program. 

Richland  Children’s  Center  claimed  my 
services  from  October  of  1944  until  March  of  1966. 
In  1949,  I  became  Head  Teacher,  having  taken 
extension  courses  in  the  evenings  and  on  Saturdays 
until  I  obtained  the  needed  credentials.  In  the 
meantime  the  Centers  had  become  permanent  and 
were  recognized  as  essential  for  the  welfare  of 
children. 

In  March  of  1966,  being  one  of  the  more 
experienced  Head  Teachers,  I  was  asked  to  super¬ 
vise  the  newest  and  most  modern  Center  that  was 
scheduled  to  open  for  service  that  month. 

It  accommodated  150  children,  aged  two 
through  twelve  years.  New  teachers  were  sent 
here  for  their  thirty  hours  practical  experience 
before  they  could  be  hired  as  substitutes. 

This  was  the  greatest  challenge  I  had  ever 
had.  Problems  there  were  a  plenty  and  the  work 
load  heavy,  so  after  ten  months,  when  the  school 
was  operating  well  and  the  enrollment  at  its  peak, 

I  decided  to  retire  and  turn  over  all  responsibilities 
to  younger  people. 

At  current  writing  I  am  a  retiree  of  two 
months,  enjoying  my  home,  my  children,  six 
grandchildren,  plus  two  step- grandchildren  and 
at  the  age  of  sixty  three,  am  formulating  plans 
for  my  later  years.  These  include:  talking  over 
the  back  fence  with  my  neighbors,  having  an 
occasional  dinner  for  friends  and  family,  attending 
church,  traveling,  and  a  bit  of  dabbling  on  canvas 
with  oil  paints . 

Needless  to  say,  there  are  days  when  my 
mind  wanders  back  a  bit  longingly  to  the  events 
of  the  past,  but  it  is  my  hope  to  live  for  the  day, 
and  make  the  best  of  every  moment  of  my  reclining 
years .

Los  Angeles,  California  in  the  fall  of  1924, 
Attended  Sawtelle  Elementary  School  in  West  Los 
Angeles,  aid  University  High  School  in  same  area. 
In  high  school  he  majored  in  business  and  music, 
both  of  which  helped  him  throughout  his  life.  In 
his  senior  year  he  was  chosen  as  first  chair  Tuba 
player  in  the  Los  Angeles  City  High  School  Phil¬ 
harmonic  Orchestra  over  competition  of  players 
from  thirty-nine  Los  Angeles  High  Schools.  Also 
in  High  School  he  won  the  expert  medal  for  marks¬ 
manship  in  R .  O .  T .  C .  and  was  on  the  five  man 
team  which  won  first  place  in  the  Western  United 
States  for  High  Schools  and  Jr.  Colleges  in 
R.O.T.C.  competition. 

One  month  after  he  graduated  from  high 
school,  July  23,  1934,  he  married  Agnes  Dillen- 

beck  whom  he  went  with  during  most  of  his  high 
school  years.  They  were  blessed  with  four  beauti¬ 
ful  daughters,  Bernice  born  in  1935,  Gailine  in 
1936,  Deanna  in  1941,  and  Judith  in  1945.  At  the 
time  of  this  writing,  they  had  seven  grandchildren, 
Raymond  and  Renee  Russell;  Terri,  Lori,  David, 
and  Jeanette  Williams;  and  Dana  Sassaman. 

Because  music  seemed  to  be  of  intense 
interest  to  him,  Frank  made  first  use  of  it 
financially  in  Winslow,  Arizona,  where  he  was 
working  on  his  first  job,  after  marriage,  for 
Santa  Fe  Railroad  Co.  He  obtained  a  side  job  in 
a  seven  piece  combo  because  his  pay  was  not 
enough  from  his  regular  job.

As  operator-owner 
of  Canoga  Park  Larries  Butcher  Shop,  he  employs 
nine  butchers  and  apprentices. 

In  his  social  and  fraternal  life  he  was  chosen 
Charter  Governor  of  Loyal  Order  of  Moose  in 
Canoga  Park  and  is  Esquire  of  the  Canoga  Park 
Elks  Lodge.

Eugene  Clark  Williams,  son  of  Elijah  and 
Mary  Williams,  grandson  of  William  Williams, 
was  born  22  Nov.  1850  and  died  23  Oct.  1921.  He 
married  Martha  Walker  Dawson,  daughter  of 
Hildrey  Jackson  Dawson  of  Pike  Co.  ,  Mo. 

Eugene  was  born  in  Pike  Co.  ,  Mo.  near  the 
Lincoln  Co.  line.  He  was  a  member  of  18  children 
and  was  the  father  of  8  children,  namely:  Mary 
Elizabeth,  Gracie  Clark,  Elijah  Vernon,  Jimmie 
Lee,  Elonzo  Webster,  Reverdy  Jackson,  Roxie 
Belle,  and  Tommie  Ayers. 

He  organized  a  rural  post  office  on  his  farm 
and  named  the  post  office  Hildrey  after  his  father- 
in-law,  Hildrey  Jackson  Dawson.  The  mail  was 
sent  in  and  out  once  a  day.  The  first  mail  carrier 
that  carried  the  mail  was  Will  Frank  Young,  the 
husband  of  Rosa  Lee  Williams. 

There  were  no  gravel  roads  at  that  time, 
and  when  roads  were  bad  the  mail  was  carried  on 
horseback  to  Ashley,  Mo.  and  back  to  Hildrey. 

He  was  postmaster  for  several  years  until  the 
route  was  changed  from  New  Hartford,  Mo. 

(His  father  owned  a  large  farm  and  several 
slaves. )  He  also  ran  a  small  store  in  the  post 
office  consisting  of  groceries  as  a  convenience  to

his  near-by  neighbors. 

He  reared  his  family  on  the  same  farm  he 
bought  when  he  first  began  housekeeping.  He  also 
was  a  blacksmith  by  trade,  where  people  came 
from  miles  around  to  have  their  horses  shoed, 
to  have  plow  shares  sharpened,  and  for  repairs 
to  the  farm  implements.

(PEDIGREE  OF  THE  KENOYER  &  NEW  FAMILIES) 
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KENOYER 

Our  first  Kenoyer  ancestor  of  which  we  have 
knowledge  lived  in  Germany  and  was  a  cooper  by 
trade.  He  had  three  sons,  Charles,  Peter  &:  John, 
one  was  blind;  he  also  was  Charles.  Charles  upon 
occasion,  when  his  father  had  hurriedly  built  a 
bucket,  felt  of  it  and  said  he  was  certain  he  could 
make  a  much  better  one  if  his  father  would  permit 
him  to  work  alone  in  the  shop.  He  was  permitted 
to  do  so  and  soon  became  very  proficient  in  barrel 
making.  Being  troubled  by  others  misplacing  the 
tools,  he  worked  alone  at  night  in  his  father’s  shop 
when  it  was  locked  against  visitors. 

The  three  brothers  came  to  America  early 
in  the  eighteenth  century,  probably  from  Holland. 
While  crossing  the  ocean,  some  sharp  disputes 
arose  among  them;  so  upon  arrival  in  America 
each  brother  changed  the  spelling  of  his  name. 

It  is  said  that  the  dispute  arose  over  the  different 
occupations  pursued  by  the  brothers;  Charles  the 
blind  cooper,  Peter  the  liquor  brewer  and  John  a 
preache  r. 

As  far  as  is  known  Charles  and  Peter  did 
not  marry  but  the  Rev.  John  Kenoyer  married  and 
brought  his  wife  Elizabeth  to  America.  She  was  a 
native  of  Holland.  Before  coming  to  America,  she 
dug  some  tulip  bulbs  from  her  father's  garden  and 
brought  them  with  her.  Tulips  from  these  bulbs 
still  are  in  the  possession  of  members  of  the 
Kenoyer  family. 

On  arriving  in  America,  the  three  brothers 
settled  for  a  short  time  in  Cumberland  Co.  ,  Pa. 
Rev.  John  Kenoyer  and  wife  sent  to  Adams  Co.  , 

Pa.  ,  where  all  of  their  eleven  children  were  born. 

John  Kenour,  thought  to  be  our  first  ancestor 
in  America  lived  in  Allen  Twp.  ,  Cumberland  Co.  , 
Pa.  as  early  as  1778.  (The  tax  list  shows  him  to 
be  a  transient  there.  ) 

The  name  Kenoyer  has  had  many  different 
spellings  but  has  always  been  pronounced  the  same. 
It  is  quite  certain  the  original  spelling  was  Knauer 
and  that  our  ancestor  was  born  in  the  Village  of 
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Burden  near  Hildburghausen  in  Thur ingen,  Germany 
where  many  of  the  families  in  this  village  go  by  the 
name  of  Knauer. 

The  name  can  be  traced  back  for  several 
hundred  years  in  the  Protestant  Church  books. 

Due  to  war  time  conditions  it  has  been  impossible 
to  contact  any  one  living  in  Burden. 

Families  have  been  found  who  are  related 
but  whose  names  are  spelled  differently.  Rev. 
Frederick  Kenoyer  spelled  the  name  Knoyer 
(  1795-  1865)  giving  the  "k"  a  nasal  twang.  His 
children  did  not  like  that  sound,  so  they  added  an 
"e"  after  the  "kM.  The  understanding  is  that  the 
name  in  Germany  was  pronounced  in  two  definite 
syllables  before  the  "e"  was  used  and  was  spelled 
Kneuer  or  Knauer. 

Some  of  the  different  spellings  of  the  name 
were:  Kenoyer,  Kanoyer,  Kenour,  Knauer, 
Kanawyer,  Knoyer,  Canoyer,  Canover,  Cannoyer, 
Cornoyer,  Knoier,  Kenawyer,  Conner,  Connor; 
and  many  others.

Michael  Kenoyer  and  his  descendants 

Michael  Kenoyer  was  born  in  Adams  Co.  , 

Pa.  about  1790,  he  died  11-30-  1854,  Scotland  Co. 
Mo.  Buried  in  Hope  Cemetery  of  the  Presbyterian 
church  15  miles  west  of  Memphis,  Mo.  the  first 
person  buried  in  this  cemetery.  He  was  blind 
from  early  childhood.  By  trade,  he  was  a  cooper, 
making  churns,  milk  containers,  barrels  and 
buckets  of  wooden  staves.  He  was  very  careful 
and  artistic  with  his  work.  He  delighted  to  make 
his  wooden  vessels  both  sturdy  and  beautiful,  some 
of  his  handiwork  is  still  treasured  by  members  of 
his  family.  Many  of  the  kegs  and  buckets  were 
made  with  alternating  staves  of  red  and  white 
woods.  He  was  so  accurate  and  his  sense  of 
touch  so  delicate,  that  with  his  fingers  he  could 
easily  distinguish  the  colored  from  the  white  wood. 

Michael  was  a  jovial  person,  who  always 
delighted  in  a  joke.  He  never  tired  asking  the 
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folks  who  came  to  see  him  make  the  wooden  article 
if  they  could  find  the  smallest  worm-hole  in  the 
hoops  on  the  kegs.  After  they  were  examined  and 
no  holes  found,  Michael  took  the  hoop  with  one 
hand  and  placed  his  other  hand  behind  it,  all  the 
while  blowing  gently  along  its  entire  length.  Some¬ 
times  his  breath  passed  through  a  tiny  hole  or 
defect  and  was  felt  by  the  hand  behind  the  hoop. 
Then  he  laughingly  told  his  visitors  that  he  could 
see  better  with  his  hands  than  they  could  with 
their  eyes. 

In  an  early  day  Michael  with  others  of  his 
family  emigrated  from  Pa.  to  Harrison  Co.  Ind. 
where  he  owned  land  lying  not  far  from  Pfrimmer's 
Chapel,  consisting  of  50  acres  in  Sec.  14.  This 
he  deeded  to  his  brother  Lewis. 

Michael  married  Mary  Isabelle  Morgan,  who 
died  1864.  Is  buried  west  of  Edina,  Knox  Co.  , 

Mo.  Six  children  were  born  to  this  family.

She  was  the  daughter  of  Samuels' 
uncle  John  Kenoyer  and  wife,  Susannah  Kitzmiller 
Kenoyer.  Sarah  moved  with  her  parents  to 
Indiana,  1837. 

Sarah  Kenoyer  was  a  kind  and  loving  mother, 
a  faithful  and  understanding  wife.  She  was  always 
busy  with  her  household  affairs,  and  in  rearing 
their  14  children.  Four  children  died  while  young, 
the  remaining  ten  married  and  had  large  families. 
Her  daughter  Isabelle  said,  "Mother  spun  and  wove 
all  the  cloth  for  our  blankets,  dresses  and  over¬ 
coats  as  well  as  'linsey'  for  our  fancy  dresses, 
flannel  for  underwear,  yarn  for  knitting  and  in 
fact,  everything  we  wore  in  those  days.  " 

Sarah  Kenoyer  died  at  the  home  of  her  son, 
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Lemuel,  7-21-1898.  Buried  Bethel  Cemetery, 

N.  W.  of  Rutledge,  Mo  in  Scotland  Co. 

Samuel  and  Sarah  Kenoyer  moved  to  Ky. 
from  Ind.  and  from  there  to  Knox  Co.  ,  Mo.  in 
the  autumn  of  1840.  Both  of  them  walked  from 
Hannibal,  Mo.  to  4  miles  west  of  Edina.  They 
had  only  fifty  cents  left  when  they  arrived  at  their 
new  home.  They  remained  there  only  a  short  time 
before  moving  to  the  eastern  part  of  Schuyler  Co. 
near  what  is  known  as  the  old  Camp  Ground  in 
Scotland  Co.  At  this  place  they  entered  80  acres 
of  land  and  made  their  first  improvements  on  it 
without  horses  or  implements.  They  remained 
there  for  2  years  then  moved  into  Knox  Co.  They 
returned  to  Scotland  Co.  in  1855  settling  3  miles 
north  of  Sandhill.  Moving  again  in  1880  to  Adair 
Co.  ,  Mo.  In  the  spring  of  1882  the  Samuel  Kenoyer 
family  left  Missouri  and  went  to  Chapman,  Neb.  to 
live  near  their  sons  Edmond,  Benjamin,  Ellis  and 
Lemuel.  Their  daughters  then  unmarried  were 
Lura  and  Lilly.  Several  years  later  Edmond,  a 
United  Brethren  minister  moved  to  Hanford,  Cal. 
Lura  had  married  A.  T.  Wilkite,  of  Ill.  while  her 
parents  were  living  in  Nebr. 

In  the  spring  of  1886  the  Samuel  Kenoye  rs 
moved  to  N.  Dak.  and  took  land  there.  In  the  fall 
of  1891  Sarah  Minerva  Kenoyer,  a  daughter  who 
had  married  William  Marvin  moved  to  Cal.  In  the 
meantime,  Lura  K.  Wilkite  had  died  and  her  sister 
Lily  married  A.  T.  Wilkite  and  went  to  live  in 
Trumble,  Neb.  In  the  fall  of  1891  Samuel  Kenoyer 
died  at  Hanford,  Cal.  and  his  wife,  Sarah,  with 
her  grandchild  Lena,  returned  to  Scotland  Co.  , 

Mo.  Lena  was  sent  to  Oregon  to  live  with  her 
father  who  had  married  a  second  time,  Mary 
Briggs.  Sarah  Kenoyer  made  her  home  in  Mo. 
with  her  children  until  her  death. 

Samuel  Kenoyer  joined  the  United  Brethren 
Church  at  the  age  of  18.  The  Methodist  Church 
licensed  him  to  preach  at  age  of  20  and  he  con¬ 
tinued  preaching  until  his  death.  His  wife  Sarah 
was  his  faithful  companion  and  helpmate  in  all  of 
his  labors.  They  were  not  only  pioneer  settlers, 
but  were  pioneer  Christians  known  by  many  and 
loved  by  all.  Their  lives  were  truly  a  benediction. 
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May  each  of  their  descendants  follow  the  path  their 
ancestors  trod. 

Eli  Kenoyer,  born  4-13-1841  in  Scotland  Co. 
Mo.  d.  1  Jan.  1933.  Buried  Bethel  Cemetery,  Mo. 
He  was  a  farmer  and  belonged  to  the  Methodist 
Church.  He  married  1Z  Feb.  I860  Sahrinda 
Melissa  New,  born  17  May  1843  in  Pike  Co.,  Ill. 
Her  father  Rev.  Francis  New  was  killed  by  the 
Jesse  James  gang  at  Burlington,  Iowa.  She  died 
30  Nov.  1909  in  Newark,  Marshall  Co.  ,  S.  Dak. 

Eli  Kenoyer  enlisted  as  a  private  in  the  army  12 
July  1861  Co.  D.  21st  Missouri  Inf.  Discharged 
at  Chatanooga,  Tenn. 


Historical  Background  of  the  U.  B.  Church 

Much  of  the  credit  for  establishing  the 
United  Brethren  Church  of  Christ  goes  to  Philip 
Wm.  Otterbein  who  was  born  June  3,  1726  in  the 
city  of  Dillenburg  in  a  German  territory  known  as 
Nassau.  His  training  began  at  Herborn  School  in 
1742.  In  17  52  he  sailed  for  America,  having  been 
commissioned  a  missionary  to  the  Pennsylvania 
Germans  by  the  Evangelical  Reformed  Church. 

It  is  estimated  that  30,  000  adherents  to  the 
Reformed  Church  were  living  in  Pa.  by  the  year 
that  Otterbein  arrived  in  Lancaster;  persecutions 
in  the  Old  World  having  been  the  contributing 
cause  for  their  coming  to  America  where  they 
hoped  to  gain  religious  freedom. 

Mennonites  in  large  numbers  responded  to 
the  urge  of  freedom  from  persecution  and  while 
many  Germans  of  the  Reformed  Church  were 
becoming  established  in  Pa.  ,  many  Mennonites 
were  also  numbered  with  the  general  population. 

Early  arrivals  in  1683  steadily  increased 
until  in  1735  as  many  as  500  families  were  found 
in  Lancaster  County,  Pa.  alone.  Many  were  also 
found  in  Maryland  and  Virginia. 

Mennonites  had  much  in  common  with  the 
Quakers. 

Martin  Boehm  was  associated  with  the 
Mennonite  Church  in  Pa. 
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Later  he  was  expelled  from  that  church  and 
he  and  Otterbein  becoming  acquainted,  struck  up  a 
firm  friendship  and  as  the  U.  B.  Church  of  Christ 
was  similar  to  the  Mennonites  although  not  as 
strict,  Boehm  threw  in  his  lot  with  Otterbein  and 
they  and  their  followers  turned  toward  the  German 
speaking  peoples  in  Pa. 

In  1880  in  a  general  conference  the  name 
United  Brethren  in  Christ  was  used  for  the  first 
time.  Between  1800  and  1850  conferences  were 
organized  in  districts  with  the  present  states  of 
Pa.  ,  Ohio,  Ind.  ,  Md.  ,  Va.  ,  Iowa  and  Ill.  Between 
1850  and  1878  were  set  up  in  W.  Va.  ,  Tenn.  ,  No. 
and  So.  Dak.,  Colo.,  Calif.,  Nebr.  ,  Kans.,  Minn., 
Mo.,  Ore.,  Wash.,  and  Wise.;  and  between  1900 
and  1915  in  Fla.,  Mont.,  La.,  and  N.  Mex. 
Missionaries  were  sent  to  Africa  in  1800,  to 
Japan  in  1902,  to  Puerto  Rico  in  1903,  to  China 
and  the  Philippines  in  19 08. 

Early  Missionary  Appeals 

On  May  14,  1804  the  party  of  Lewis  and  Clark 
began  to  write  a  new  chapter  in  the  history  of  the 
Pacific  Northwest.  Lewis  and  Clark  crossed  the 
mountains  and  followed  the  river  passes  from 
St.  Louis  to  the  West. 

As  the  party  progressed  to  the  Coast  and 
then  retraced  their  steps  to  the  mouth  of  the 
Walla  Walla  River  the  possibility  of  establishing 
a  new  frontier  to  the  nation  were  much  in  their 
thinking. 

In  the  Lewis  and  Clark  Journal  was  printed, 
"The  Walla  Wallas  are  the  most  hospitable,  honest 
and  sincere  of  the  Indians.  " 

Hubert  Howe  Bancroft  tells  an  interesting 
incident: 

"Several  native  chiefs  of  the  Walla  Wallas, 
the  Cayuses,  and  the  Nez  Perce  Indians  traveled 
to  St.  Louis  in  1832  searching  for  Mr.  Clark. 
Through  their  fathers  they  had  heard  of  the  visit 
of  Clark,  then  Indian  Agent  who  was  stationed  at 
St.  Louis;  and  from  various  source  s  - -from  the 
praises  of  pious  travelers,  impious  trappers;  they 
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had  learned  of  the  white  man's  God  and  of  the 
book  which  He  had  given.  And  now  "would  the 
great  white  chief  grant  their  prayers  and  send 
some  religious  men  to  point  their  people  the  way 
to  Heaven?"  It  was  promised  them  according  to 
their  request. 

"This  appeal,  heralded  through  the  press, 
elaborated  in  the  pulpit,  and  wrought  into  divine 
and  spiritual  forms  by  vivid  religionists  who  saw 
in  it  the  finger  of  God  pointing  Westward,  awakened 
general  interest  in  that  direction. 

Moved  by  inspiration  and  in  obedience  to  the 
order  of  the  Council  of  Chiefs,  these  messengers 
had  come  from  beyond  the  Rocky  Mountains 
traveling  thousands  of  miles,  undergoing  many 
hardships  and  dangers  and  in  the  accomplishment 
of  this  sacred  work  had  yielded  up  their  lives. 

In  January  of  185Z,  Rev.  T.  J.  Conner  of 
White  River  Conference  was  appointed  a  mission¬ 
ary  to  Oregon.  He  was  successful  in  awakening  a 
large  measure  of  interest  in  the  plan  to  send  a 
United  Brethren  colony  to  Oregon  with  a  view  thus 
to  begin  missionary  work  in  Ore.  On  Apr.  ZZ, 

1853  the  old  Parent  Board  of  Foreign  and  Frontier 
Missions  met  in  Circleville,  Ohio  for  the  purpose 
of  preparing  a  report  to  the  General  Conference.  .  .  . 

To  this  time  $1660  had  been  paid  to  Rev.  T. 

J.  Conner,  $160  to  Rev.  John  Kenoyer  toward 
their  expenses  in  the  journey  to  Oregon  and  $Z7.  14 
had  been  paid  in  on  incidental  expenses. 

On  Feb.  4,  1853  the  Rev.  T.  J.  Conner  and 

the  Rev.  John  Kenoyer  left  their  homes  in  the  East 
as  designated  missionaries  of  the  Church  of  the 
United  Brethren  in  Christ  to  Oregon.  Enroute 
other  ministers  and  laymen  of  this  faith  joined 
the  party.  .... 

The  Ohio  Conference  of  the  U.  B.  contributed 
$500  to  help  defray  expenses  of  the  company.  .... 

On  Mar.  15,  1853  the  company  consisted  of 
98  persons,  members  of  16  families  and  about  30 
wagons  gathered  at  Council  Bluffs,  Iowa  to  begin 
their  long  and  arduous  journey  into  Oregon.

On  Oct.  6  they  camped  near  Albany,  just 
across  the  river  from  Benton  County.  In  1859  or 
I860  Rev.  T.  J.  Conner  became  the  first  clergy¬ 
man  of  the  Bethel  Chapel  of  the  U.  B.  Church.  He 
was  chiefly  responsible  for  founding  of  Philomath 
College  at  Philomath,  Ore.  in  1867. 

The  Rev.  John  Kenoyer  the  second  promoter 
of  the  colonization  plan,  established  his  home  at 
Scio,  Wash.,  which  was  about  15  miles  southwest 
of  the  site  of  Salem.  This  was  about  the  year  1855. 

Soon  after  an  academy  was  formed  by  the 
pioneer  church  just  north  of  Scio.  The  denomina¬ 
tion  sent  Milton  Wright  from  the  East  to  teach  in 
the  academy.  A  few  years  later,  after  a  return 
trip  East,  he  became  a  Bishop  to  the  U.  B.  Church 
in  the  area  of  the  Willamette  Valley.  He  is 
remembered  today  as  the  father  of  the  famous 
Wright  Bros.,  co-inventors  of  the  airplane. 

The  Rev.  John  Kenoyer  and  Rev.  T.  J. 
Conner  soon  after  the  arrival  in  the  West,  began 
a  series  of  revival  meetings  of  genuine  import  to 
the  new  Church.  Their  initial  efforts  were  in 
Coos  Co.,  Ore.  There  were  many  conversions 
between  1859  and  1865.  School  houses  and  dwell¬ 
ings  were  used  as  places  of  worship  before  the 
erection  of  churches  at  later  dates.  .... 

Oregon  Conference  became  a  strong  force 
by  1 889 ..... 

The  first  U.  B.  Meeting  held  in  the  Maxson 
School . 

The  mission  of  the  U.  B.  Ministers  was  at 
first  questioned  by  the  farmers,  as  the  gamblers 
and  ministers  of  that  time  dressed  very  much 
alike,  with  tall  silk  hats  and  long  black  coats. 

They  were  able  to  convince  them  very  soon  that 
their  intentions  were  good  and  permission  was 
granted  to  use  the  school  house.  Sermons  were 
called  ’’powerful"  by  those  who  remember  them. 

Sunday  School  was  organized,  a  mid-week 
prayer  meeting  also,  both  of  which  never  ceased 
until  a  diphtheria  epidemic  swept  the  county  25 
years  later. 
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By  1889  the  work  of  Rev.  T.  J.  Conner  and 
the  Rev.  John  Kenoye  r  and  their  colleagues  had 
reached  the  area  embracing  Ft.  Vancouver  on  the 
north  bank  of  the  Columbia  River. 

With  these  early  beginnings  the  way  was 
paved  for  the  formation  of  the  Oregon  Conference, 
which  was  authorized  by  the  act  of  the  General 
Conference  in  1853.  Official  organization  took 
place  Aug.  30,  1855  on  Oregon  soil.  .  . 

Four  ministers  had  met  in  Linn  Co,  ,  Oregon 
territory  and  organized  the  Oregon  Conference.  A 
membership  of  255  was  reported  scattered  over 
the  territory  of  7  counties. 

The  following  year  membership  increased 
180.  During  that  year  they  passed  through  the 
horrors  of  an  Indian  War. 

The  first  three  months  after  the  arrival  of 
Rev.  T.  J.  Conner  and  Rev.  John  Kenoyer  in 
Oregon,  were  spent  in  determining  the  location 
of  U.  B.  families  already  living  in  the  region. 

The  Rev.  Kenoyer  was  in  charge  of  the 
north  district  called  Yam  Hill  and  Rev.  Conner 
in  charge  of  the  southern  district  called  William- 
ette . 


In  1859  the  first  U.  B.  Church  on  the  West 
Coast  was  built,  five  miles  west  of  Philomath  in 
the  community  known  as  Wren. 

By  186  5  farmers  and  peoples  of  small  towns 
of  this  region  were  predom inently  U.  B. 

(Annual  conference  of  1890  made  no  mention 
of  either  Rev.  Conner  or  Rev.  Kenoyer.  ) 

(In  1933  Rev.  Theron  B.  Maxson  was 
assigned  to  Deep  Creek  Lloyd  Memorial 
Churches  as  pastor.  ) 

From  1855  to  1900  pioneer  preachers  bore 
the  chief  load  in  promoting  new  church  projects.  .  .  . 

(F  rom  the  minutes  of  the  1881  conference) 

If  any  of  the  ministers  left  the  field  it  was 
not  because  the  field  was  hard,  but  in  order  that 
they  might  secure  the  necessities  of  life.  Just 
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consider  that  there  were  but  five  men  employed 
in  this  vast  field  300  miles  long  and  250  miles 
wide,  embracing  much  of  this  area  of  near  7  5,  000 
square  miles  and  much  of  this  crossed  deep  can¬ 
yons  and  over  rugged  mountains  and  this  done  at 
less  than  $  10  per  month.  .  .  What  class  of  men 
would  undergo  hardships  of  itinerant  life  and 
undertake  so  arduous  a  task  at  so  small  a  salary? 
Only  men  whose  hearts  "God  has  touched.  "  In 
the  great  day  of  Jesus  Christ  when  He  shall  come 
to  make  up  his  jewels,  the  unreserved  self- 
sacrifice  of  Walla  Walla  Conference  will  not  be 
without  their  reward.  .  .  .

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NOTES  ON  ELIJAH  KENOYER  &  DESCENDANTS 

ELIJAH  KENOYER  was  enrolled  as  a  private 
on  the  18th  day  of  Feb  1865  in  Co.  H  of  the  151  Reg. 
of  Indiana  Inf.  Vol.  ,  commanded  by  Capt.  John  H. 
Ream  and  was  honorably  discharged  19  Sep  1865 
at  Freedom,  Owen  Co.,  Ind. 

GEORGE  ANDERSON  KENOYER  (son  of 
Elijah)  had  moved  with  his  family  to  Scotland  Co.  , 
Mo,  where  they  acquired  farming  land.  There  he 
met  and  married  Martha  Ellen  Ballinger.  He 
traveled  to  Kansas  by  ox-team  and  wagon  to  the 
Little  Walnut  area  near  El  Dorado,  locating  there 
3  Mar  1877.  Seven  months  later,  he  was  joined  by 
his  wife  and  two  small  daughters,  Pearl  and  Grace, 
who  came  to  Kans  .  by  train,  arriving  at  El  Dorado, 
the  closest  railroad  station. 

George  A.  Kenoyer  was  appointed  postmaster 
of  the  Little  Walnut  postoffice  in  187  8  and  served 
in  this  capacity  for  six  years.  In  1879  he  helped 
survey  for  the  Frisco  railroad  and  to  plat  the 
towns  ite  of  Leon.  The  postoffice  was  moved  into 
Leon  in  1880.  He  taught  school  in  the  Gallagher 
School  in  1878-79,  as  well  as  owning  an  interest 
in  a  wate  rmill. 

The  first  train  passed  through  Leon  in  May 
of  1880  and  in  that  same  year,  the  first  newspaper 
was  printed  and  distributed  free  to  the  citizens  of 
Leon.  The  Kenoyers  moved  into  Leon  and  con¬ 
structed  a  two-story  wooden  frame  house  in  1879 
or  1880,  where  four  more  children  were  born: 
LaVene,  George  Gilbert,  Faith  Jay. 

Soon  after  Leon  became  a  town,  Mr.  Kenoyer 
opened  the  first  grocery  store,  and  in  1890,  he 
became  interested  in  banking  and  he  and  Jerry 
Benninghoff  established  the  Leon  Exchange  Bank. 

His  hobbies  included  breeding  of  thoroughbred 
harness  racing  horses  and  in  playing  chess.  From 
1916  to  1943,  he  served  the  town  of  Leon  as  justice 
of  the  peace.  He  was  an  avid  reader.  The  first 
worshipful  master  of  Leon  Masonic  Lodge  in  1882. 
He  and  his  wife  had  over  69  years  of  married  life 
togethe  r . 
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His  small  contributions  when  Kansas  was 
young  helped  make  her  the  great  state  that  she 
is  today. 

He  was  stricken  ill  on  his  91st  birthday  and 
died  eight  days  later,  24  Jan  1943.  He  is  buried 
in  the  Leon  Cemetery.  His  wife  lived  to  be  almost 
95,  and  now  rests  beside  him. 

Ada  Pearl  Kenoyer  (dau  of  George)  graduated 
from  Leon  High  School  in  1892  and  then  attended 
Lewis  Academy  at  Wichita  for  one  year.  Clerked 
for  three  or  four  years  in  her  father's  bank. 

Grace  May  &  Sarah  LaVene  Kenoyer  (also 
daus  of  George)  both  graduated  from  Leon  High 
and  business  colleges  in  Wichita,  Sarah  LaVene 
working  for  a  short  time  as  a  secretary. 

George  Gilbert  "Bert"  Kenoyer  was  a  tele¬ 
grapher  in  Leon  for  9  or  10  years,  and  a  station 
agent  for  14  or  15  years  in  Kans.  and  Okla.  Went 
to  Calif,  in  1911  and  located  in  the  Los  Angeles 
area.  He  died  9  Jul  1965  and  was  buried  in  the 
Inglewood  Park  Cemetery. 

Ida  Faith  Kenoyer  was  an  accomplished 
pianist  and  could  play  most  any  catchy  tune  after 
hearing  it  once.  She  taught  Sunday  School  in  the 
Methodist  Church  as  a  young  woman.  Her  mother 
and  sisters  said  that  she  never  knew  a  stranger 
and  was  beloved  by  many  for  her  kindness  and 
friendliness  and  was  very  vivacious. 

John  Jay  Kenoyer,  a  red-curly  headed  boy, 
graduated  from  Leon  High  at  the  age  of  16.  He 
worked  in  the  Benninghoff- King  store  for  three 
years  and  in  Steffen's  Ice  Cream  factory  at 
Wichita  before  becoming  a  civil  service  mail  clerk 
at  the  age  of  19-  After  marrying  they  went  to 
Kansas  City  in  1908  and  he  retured  from  the 
Postal  Transportation  Service  in  1953. 

Freda  RoJean  LaVene  Erwin  with  her  parents 
and  older  brother  and  sister  returned  to  Kansas 
when  RoJean  was  3  months  old.  She  was  raised 
by  her  maternal  grandparents  and  a  paternal  aunt, 
Cra  Erwin  Tabing,  since  her  mother  died  when 
she  was  but  7  yrs  of  age.  After  graduating  from 
high  school,  she  worked  as  a  secretary  for  a  year 
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or  two  as  a  secretary,  then  entered  Susan  B.  Allen 
Memorial  School  of  Nursing  in  El  Dorado,  Kans, 
graduating  as  RN  on  3  Jun  1940.  While  her  husband 
was  serving  in  the  USAF  in  the  European  Theater 
during  WW  II,  she  was  employed  in  a  hospital  in 
Hot  Springs,  Ark.

REV.  JAMES  FRANCIS  NEW 

From  a  newspaper  clipping  written  by  E.  F.  Reser 
19  May  1874,  Harrison,  Ark. 

Rev.  J  as .  F.  New,  a  superannuated  member 
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of  the  Missouri  Conference,  was  born  in  Warren 
Co.  ,  Ky.  18  Feb  1813  and  died  in  Boone  Co.  ,  Ark. 
9  May  1874. 

Brother  New  emigrated  with  his  father  in 
1817  to  Illinois,  first  settled  in  Madison  Co.  , 
thence  in  1821  to  wha.t  is  now  Scott  Co.,  near 
Winchester,  Ill. 

In  his  sixteenth  year  he  embraced  religion 
and  joined  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  soon 
after  which  he  felt  it  his  duty  to  preach  the  gospel, 
but  deferred  this  grave  duty  until  March  of  1844, 
when  by  the  venerable  Dr.  Peter  Cartwright,  he 
was  licensed  to  preach,  and  in  August  of  the  same 
year  was  received  as  a  probationary  member  of 
the  Iowa  Conference  in  which  he  traveled,  doing 
efficient  service  for  six  years. 

He  transferred  to  the  Missouri  Conference 
in  1850,  where  he  labored  zealously  and  success¬ 
fully  until  187  1;  often  filling  the  most  important 
appointments  of  the  Conference,  always  ably  and 
nobly  sustaining  himself,  and  defending  and  build¬ 
ing  up  Methodism. 

In  1872  he  chose  a  superannuated  relation  to 
the  Missouri  Conference,  which  relation  he 
retained  until  his  death;  and  in  the  same  year, 
moved  and  settled  in  Boone  Co.,  Ark,  where  he 
continued  to  scatter  the  precious  seed  of  the 
Gospel,  until  taken  from  earth  to  Heaven. 

Brother  New  has  buried  two  companions, 
with  several  children,  and  leaves  a  wife  and  six 
children  to  suffer  from  his  so  ill-fated  death. 

On  the  evening  of  8  May  1874,  five  men  put 
up  over  night  at  a  house  about  one  half  mile  from 
Brother  New's  residence  and  during  the  night  a 
company  of  six  men,  who  were  pursuing  the  first 
named  five,  apprehending  them  to  be  robbers  and 
horse  thieves,  arrived  and  before  the  day  of  the 
morning  of  the  9th,  called  on  the  citizens  to  aid 
in  the  arrest  of  the  supposed  robbers.  The  citizen 
obeyed  the  call  and  in  a  short  time  a  company  of 
about  twenty  men  had  surrounded  the  house  in 
which  the  robbers  were  lodging  and  demanded 
their  surrender.  The  robbers  sternly  refused  to 
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submit,  vehemently  declaring  that  they  would  fight 
until  death,  but  if  they  would  send  for  Parson  New 
or  two  others  named,  aid  they  would  come  unarmed, 
they  would  quietly  surrender  to  them. 

The  guard  therefore  went  after  Brother  New 
and  others  to  come  to  this  mission. 

Brother  New  left  his  home  unarmed  and 
approached  the  house  of  Mr.  Perry,  with  whom 
the  robbers  were  stopping,  and  solicited  a  sur¬ 
render.  When  refused,  he  endeavored  to  reason 
the  propriety  of  submitting  to  the  law,  at  the  same 
time  promising  that  they  should  have  a  liberal 
chance  for  acquittal. 

After  further  entreaty,  they  again  refused, 
and  shot  him  down  on  the  spot.  Two  balls  entered 
the  left  breast  passing  through  the  heart,  and  a 
load  of  shot  entered  his  left  hip. 

A  married  daughter,  who  lived  near,  saw 
him  fall  and  at  once  ran  to  his  relief,  but  when  she 
reached  him  he  was  unable  to  speak,  yet  recognized 
her  voice  and  greeted  her  with  a  smile  of  satis¬ 
faction,  and  in  about  one  half  hour  after  his  wound¬ 
ing,  he  ceased  to  breathe,  as  we  believed  quitting 
earth  for  Heaven. 

He  was  soon  borne  to  his  own  dwelling  where 
his  body  remained  until  the  11th  instant,  when,  the 
writer  attending  his  funeral,  it  was  borne  to  its 
quiet  resting  place  in  the  graveyard  on  his  own 
premises .

His  little  pearl-handled  knife  was  frequently 
sharpened  on  the  grindstone  and  used  in  minor 
surgery.  He  provided  dressings  for  wounds, 
prepared  and  applied  poultices,  weighed  or 
measured  medicines  into  doses  with  his  father's 
medicinal  scales,  treated  injured  or  infected 
feet  and  hands  with  hot  baths  or  sulphur  fumes, 
and  gave  many  other  related  services  all  free 
of  charge.  His  older  children  have  vivid  mem¬ 
ories  of  some  of  those  who  came  to  his  home 
for  assistance.  For  instance,  a  negro  man 
came  with  a  deep  infection  or  "whitlow"  in  a 
forefinger.  His  howls  of  agony  were  frighten¬ 
ing.  He  had  sent  a  messenger  to  Dr.  Cheatham 
to  ask  for  help.  Dr.  Cheatham  told  the  messen¬ 
ger  to  send  the  negro  to  Davis  Mottley,  who 
could  treat  it  as  well  as  anyone.  The  finger 
was  lanced  with  the  little  pearl-handled  knife 
in  the  shed  room  of  the  office.  The  negro 
exhausted  with  days  and  nights  of  agony  lay 
down  on  the  floor  and  was  soon  asleep.  After 
he  had  rested  and  been  fed,  Davis  Mottley  pro¬ 
vided  a  ride  to  his  home  several  miles  distant.  .  .

Pres,  of  the  Pike  Co.  Mutual  Fire  Ins.  Co., 
which  he  helped  to  organize,  is  a  native  of  Pike 
Co.  ,  Mo  and  was  born  25  Jan  1841  near  Louis¬ 
ville,  Mo. 

His  father,  Daniel  Motley,  came  out  to 
Missouri  in  1830,  where  he  gave  his  life  to  farm¬ 
ing  in  Pike  Co.  ,  and  was  known  for  one  of  the  best 
tobacco  growers  in  Missouri.  He  was  an  enthus¬ 
iast  in  his  line,  and  made  exhibits  of  his  product 
at  fairs  and  won  numerous  premiums  at  St.  Louis 
tobacco  shows  . 

During  the  20  years  he  lived  in  Missouri  he 
accomplished  something  worthwhile  for  his  county 
and  his  family. 

He  passed  away  in  1850,  a  son  of  David 
Motley,  whose  life  was  passed  in  the  old  Dominion, 
his  native  state. 

The  senior  Motley  was  a  planter  and  slave 
owner,  as  was  Daniel,  his  son.  He  married,  and 
those  of  their  children  who  reached  years  of 
maturity  we  re:  Joseph,  John,  David,  Patsie, 
James,  Daniel,  Samuel  and  Williams  by  his  first 
wife;  and  by  his  second  marriage;  Rasha,  Hashaba, 
Henry,  Horatio  and  Betsie.  Member  of  militia 
during  the  old  training  days  and  politically,  he 
was  a  Whig. 

The  junior  Daniel  Motley  and  his  brother 
Samuel  were  the  only  members  of  the  family  to 
come  to  Missouri  and  the  brother  died  in  the 
vicinity  of  Louisville  in  1884  at  84  years.  He 
married  and  left  a  family.  Daniel  married  Jane 
Shellhorse,  daughter  of  Wm.  Shellhorse,  a  Ger¬ 
man  farmer  in  Virginia.  Mrs.  Motley  died  in 
1868,  the  mother  of  Jordan,  James  and  Wm.  , 
all  deceased. 

Marion  E.  Motley  acquired  his  limited  edu¬ 
cation  in  a  log  cabin  schoolhouse.  Was  a  farmer 
until  he  was  25  years  old,  then  he  engaged  in  the 
merchandise  business  at  New  Hartford,  Mo  until 
1911.  He  went  to  Bowling  Green,  Mo  in  1885  and 
carried  on  a  harness  business  for  some  years  and 
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was  also  engaged  in  the  real  estate  business.  Was 
a  Master  Mason  and  a  member  of  the  Baptist 
church,  serving  as  a  deacon.

Excerpt  from  Clyde  Hume 

My  great  grandfather  was  a  character.  I’ve 
heard  my  grandmother  speak  of  him.  He  was  a  big 
slave  owner,  and  quite  wealthy.  Grandma  said  she 
had  seen  him  light  his  cigar  with  a  five  dollar  bill. 

He  hid  his  money  around  in  tin  cans  or  just  any¬ 
where.  When  I  left  Missouri  in  1900  people  were 
still  digging  trying  to  find  his  money. 

Samuel  Motley  (his  son)  was  always  a  wonder¬ 
ful  person  to  me.  He  always  wore  a  full  dress  coat  - 
swallow-tail  Grandma  called  it,  a  high  silk  hat,  and 
carried  a  gold  headed  cane.  He  has  always  reamined 
in  my  memory  as  something  so  attractive  and 
unusual.  Uncle  Joe  Williams  was  a  sort  of  a  her¬ 
mit.  Rumor  had  it  that  he  was  disappointed  in  love 
and  never  mingled  with  the  world  again.  He  was 
also  wealthy  and  was  robbed  many  times  but  I 
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think  he  also  kept  his  gold  buried.  On  special 
occasions  -  like  when  mother  came  to  visit,  we 
would  all  load  in  the  carriage  and  go  to  see  him. 

We  would  take  food  for  a  bounteous  dinner  and  if 
we  could  find  him,  have  a  wonderful  time.  Uncle 
Jim  (Dr.  )  married  at  Millwood,  and  died  there. 

He  married  a  Catholic  and  on  his  deathbed  received 
the  Extreme  Unction.  He  is  buried  in  the  Catholic 
Cemetery  at  Millwood.  I  don't  know  who  his 
daughters  married  and  the  old  generation  are  all 
gone.  However  Elza  Mudd,  Aunt  Lessie's  sister 
married  a  man  by  the  name  of  Joe  Murphy  and  she 
had  two  brothers,  Walter  and  Roy.  I  believe 
Walter  is  dead.  I  am  so  sorry  I  lost  contact 
with  them  for  they  were  my  dearest  friends. 


Information  gathered  from  a  conversation 
with  Mr.  Sterling  McDannold,  aged  91,  grandson 
of  Samuel  C.  and  Susan  A.  Motley: 

Samuel  C.  Motley  was  a  native  of  Pittsyl¬ 
vania  Co.  ,  Va.  When  he  was  a  boy  his  father  died 
and  his  mother  remarried.  Because  his  step-father 
was  unkind  to  him,  he  left  home  and  started  west¬ 
ward  on  foot.  He  worked  along  the  way  to  earn 
money  for  food  and  necessities.  He  was  able  to 
save  enough  money  to  buy  a  horse,  but  the  horse 
lived  only  a  few  days  so  he  was  forced  to  continue 
on  foot. 

Samuel  Motley  settled  on  a  300-acre  tract  of 
land  which  was  located  in  Lincoln  Co.  near  Louis¬ 
ville,  Mo.  He  purchased  the  land  from  a  Mr. 
Colbert.  His  first  house  was  made  of  logs.  Later 
he  built  a  frame  house  which  was  a  story  and  a  half. 
The  source  of  water  was  a  spring  well  on  a  branch 
east  of  the  house.  He  began  raising  tobacco  for  a 
livlihood.  He  hauled  the  tobacco  to  Clarksville  or 
Louisiana  where  it  was  placed  on  boats  and  shipped 
to  the  markets  in  St.  Louis  by  the  hogshead. 

Usually,  he  accompanied  the  shipments  to  St. 

Louis  himself;  but  when  he  was  unable  to  do  so,  he 
sent  it  with  a  trustworthy  slave  whose  name  was 
George.  On  each  trip  on  which  he  sent  George  he 
would  instruct  the  slave  to  place  the  money  which 
he  received  in  payment  for  the  tobacco  in  his  hat 
and  "walk  around  just  like  the  other  niggers"  in

order  to  avoid  being  robbed. 

Samuel  raised  corn  as  well  as  tobacco.  He 
would  gather  the  corn  and  pile  it  near  the  house. 
Then,  evenings  after  supper  all  the  family  would 
help  husk  it  and  place  the  ears  of  corn  in  a  crib 
and  put  the  shucks  in  a  rail  pen. 

Before  the  Civil  War  Samuel  had  as  many 
as  35  slaves  which  he  quartered  in  five  separate 
log  cabins  which  stood  to  the  east  of  the  main 
house.  Two  slaves  in  particular  were  prized 
highly  by  him.  One  of  them  was  George,  men¬ 
tioned  earlier,  for  whom  he  gave  $3,  500.  The 
other,  Mary,  a  domestic  servant  and  cook,  was 
purchased  for  a  price  of  $2,  500.  Some  of  the 
slaves  are  buried  in  the  southeast  corner  of  the 
old  Motley  cemetery.  George,  John  Bingham, 
and  Mary  are  buried  there. 

A  story  is  related  of  a  time  when  the  slaves 
went  on  a  stampede  and  decided  they  wanted  to  be 
sold,  so  Samuel  loaded  them  in  wagons  and  drove 
them  to  Louisville  to  a  slave  auction.  When  the 
slaves  saw  how  some  of  the  masters  there  were 
mistreating  their  slaves  and  herding  them  with 
whips,  they  decided  that  they  did  not  wish  to  be 
sold,  so  Samuel  loaded  them  in  wagons  again 
and  took  them  home. 

At  the  time  the  Civil  War  broke  out  Samuel 
had  35  slaves.  During  the  war  the  militia  came 
through  several  times,  taking  all  food,  livestock, 
and  valuables  they  could  find.  On  one  of  these 
occasions  Susan,  a  married  daughter,  was 
visiting  at  Samuel's.  She  had  ridden  there  on  a 
mare  heavy  with  foal,  thinking  that  the  soldiers 
would  not  be  interested  in  such  an  animal.  The 

militia,  however,  did  proceed  to  take  the  horse. 
Samuel  attempted  to  stop  them  and  would  prob¬ 
ably  have  been  killed  had  one  of  his  sons,  Joe, 
not  persuaded  him  to  come  into  the  house  and 
let  the  soldiers  have  the  mare. 

The  militia  also  took  Samuel's  deer  gun  for 
which  he  had  given  $100.  After  the  war  was  over 
he  traced  the  gun  and  gave  $100  to  get  it  back. 

Before  the  war  Samuel  was  worth  about 
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$100,  000  in  gold.  He  kept  the  money  hidden  at 
home  in  pockets  which  were  made  behind  a  large 
wardrobe.  He  also  kept  some  of  his  money  hidden 
in  beehives.  During  the  war  the  militia  took  about 
all  his  money  except  what  was  hidden  in  the  bee¬ 
hives  . 

When  the  war  ended,  Samuel  was  left  with 
only  one  negro,  a  baby  girl  which  the  freed  slaves 
left  behind.  Martha,  a  daughter  of  Samuel,  reared 
and  educated  this  little  negro;  and  she  was  later 
taken  by  another  daughter,  Susan  McDannold,  who 
was  married  and  needed  her  to  help  with  the  house¬ 
work.  Some  of  the  negro  girl's  relatives  who  lived 
in  Quincy,  Ill.  ,  began  corresponding  with  her, 
telling  her  of  the  many  opportunities  in  the  city 
and  persuaded  her  to  leave  Missouri  and  go  to 
Quincy  when  she  was  about  18  years  of  age.  The 
McDannolds  made  it  clear  to  her  that  once  she 
made  such  a  decision  she  would  not  be  allowed  to 
return  to  their  household.  The  girl  found  that  life 
in  Quincy  was  not  all  that  she  had  expected  and 
requested  permission  of  the  McDannolds  to  return 
to  them;  however,  this  permission  was  not  granted. 

Samuel  was  known  as  a  man  of  his  word,  and 
he  expected  the  same  of  his  fellowman.  An  incident 
is  related  of  his  loaning  $10,  000  to  a  neighbor. 

The  neighbor  sent  his  son  to  borrow  the  money. 
Samuel  loaned  the  money  to  the  son  on  his  word 
only  taking  no  note.  When  time  came  for  the 
money  to  be  repaid,  the  man  refused  to  stay  with 
his  promise.  Shortly  afterward  Samuel  encoun¬ 
tered  the  man  and  his  son  in  a  store  in  Millwood, 
and  after  a  few  encouraging  words  and  "promises" 
from  Samuel  the  man  produced  the  gold  to  satisfy 
the  debt . 

Samuel  and  Susan  Motley  were  known  as 
Godfearing  people.  Although  Samuel  was  not  a 
member  of  a  church,  he  was  a  devout  man. 

Susan  was  a  church  member. 

Both  Samuel  and  Susan  died  on  the  homestead 
which  Samuel  settled  when  he  came  to  Missouri. 
Susan  died  April  10,  1876,  from  measles;  and 
Samuel  died  June  11,  1884,  from  infirmities  of 
old  age.  During  his  last  years  his  daughter  and 
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son-in-law,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Landrum  McDannold, 
moved  to  the  old  home  place  to  care  for  him.

TEXAS  SKELETON  IS  IDENTIFIED  AS  PFC.  "BILLY 

WILSON  OF  DANVILLE 

A  Danville  mother  learned  Wednesday  what 
she  had  feared  for  more  than  a  year  --  that  her 
son  is  dead. 

Mrs.  Alice  Motley  Bassett,  of  1605  N.  Main 
St.  ,  was  notified  by  telegram  from  the  Army  that  a 
skeleton  found  near  Beaumont,  Texas,  has  been 
positively  identified  as  that  of  her  son,  Pfc. 

William  Thomas  "Billy"  Wilson. 

The  skeleton  was  discovered  December  15 
with  a  wallet  containing  papers  bearing  Wilson's 
name.  Positive  identification  was  established 
when  his  Army  dental  chart  coincided,  Mrs. 

Bassett  was  told. 

Wilson,  23,  had  been  listed  as  absent  without 
leave  (AWOL)  since  he  disappeared  October  14, 

1958,  while  on  leave  from  Camp  Roberts,  Calif. 

However,  it  is  believed  now  that  he  did  not 
go  AWOL.  The  State  Department  of  Public  Safety 
laboratory  at  Austin,  Texas,  said  examination  of 
the  skeleton  disclosed  he  had  been  dead  since 
around  October  15,  1958. 

The  telegram  was  signed  "Commanding 
General,"  and  datelined,  "Ft.  Hood,  Texas."  It 
said,  "It  is  with  deep  regret  that  I  inform  you 

your  son,  Pfc.  William  Wilson  died  in  China, 

Texas,  on  Oct  15,  1958,  as  determined  by  the 
coroner  as  a  result  of  a  gunshot  wound  to  the 
head, " 

The  news  was  received  calmly  by  Mrs. 

Bassett  and  her  husband,  Sam  H.  Bennett.  "I  had 
no  doubt  when  they  first  told  me  (of  the  skeleton) 
that  it  was  Billy,  "  the  grieved  mother  said. 

"I  wrote  them  (the  Army)  a  month  after  he 
disappeared  that  I  knew  something  had  happened 
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to  him.  They  thought  I  just  didn’t  know,  but  Billy 
was  always  a  boy  who  kept  in  touch  with  his  mother. 

Meanwhile,  an  air  of  mystery  continues  to 
cloud  the  death  of  the  young  soldier  who  left  with 
three  others  on  a  pass  and  never  returned. 

Pfc.  Wilson  was  discharged  from  the  Army 
on  June  13,  1958,  and  re-enlisted  in  August  of  the 
same  year.  While  serving  in  the  First  Tank 
Battalion  at  Fort  Polk,  La.  ,  he  was  sent  on 
maneuvers  October  1  to  Camp  Roberts,  Cal. 

The  weekend  of  October  14,  he  was  given  his 
first  pass  and  left  with  three  other  soldiers.  "They 
were  the  last  to  see  him  alive  as  far  as  I  know,  " 
Mrs.  Bassett  said. 

"So  you  see,  "  she  added,  "I  just  don't  know 
what  circumstances  put  him  in  Texas."  "I'm  very 
sure  they  will  continue  to  investigate,  but  I  don't 
think  they'll  ever  find  out  who  killed  him.  " 

She  said  the  Jefferson  County,  Tex.  sheriff 
told  her  daughter,  "I'm  afraid  it  will  remain  a 
my  ste  ry .  " 

The  skeleton  was  discovered  alongside  a 
highway  about  17  miles  west  of  Beaumont.  It  was 
partially  covered  by  underbrush,  but  not  buried 
from  sight  when  discovered.  A  .  32-calibre 
revolver  was  found  nearby.  A  bullet  had  pierced 
his  skull  at  the  temple. 

The  day  of  the  discovery,  Beaumont  police 
notified  Capt.  N.  H.  Boswell  of  the  local  force, 
who  reported  it  to  Mrs.  Bassett.  She  told  Boswell 
she  had  not  heard  from  her  son  since  early  in 
October,  1958. 

Prior  to  re-enlisting,  Wilson  visited  his 
sister,  Mrs.  Betty  Fields,  in  New  Orleans. 

At  the  Bassett  home,  the  mother  and  step¬ 
father  looked  over  pictures  of  their  "son"  and 
spoke  proudly.  "Billy's"  father,  John  Herbert 
Wilson,  died  when  he  was  an  infant.  Since  he 
was  five  years  old,  when  his  mother  remarried, 

Sam  Bassett  had  been  his  father. 

"I  knew  he  couldn't  hawe  gone  AWOL,  "  Mrs. 
Bassett  said,  "Because  he  loved  the  Army.  He 
was  a  paratrooper  his  first  stretch  and  jumped 
the  first  time  he  went  up.  " 

She  displayed  a  picture  of  her  son  and  an 
attractive  brunette.  "This  is  the  last  picture  he 
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had  made.  It  was  taken  in  New  Orleans  .  .  .  ,  , 
That's  his  sister  with  him.  " 

She  showed  another  picture  of  Billy  smiling 
broadly  in  an  Army  uniform.  "He  didn't  really 
smile  like  that  much,  "  she  said.  "He  was  a  quiet, 
serious  boy.  He  said  he  had  this  picture  taken  for 
his  mother  --  showing  him  smiling." 

The  centerpiece  in  the  Bassett  living  room 
is  a  polished  gold  desk  name  plate.  "That  was 
Billy's  when  he  was  the  general's  aide  in  Germany, 
the  step-father  said  proudly.  "He  drove  for  the 
general  in  Germany  and  in  California  before  he 
dis  appeared.  " 

Young  Wilson  first  enlisted  at  the  age  of  18 
and  served  for  three  years  in  Germany  with  the 
10  1  st  A irborne  Division.  While  overseas,  he 
completed  his  high  school  education  in  night  school, 
Mrs.  Bassett  said. 

Prior  to  enlisting,  he  attended  Hargrave 
Military  Academy  for  two  years.  Almost  all  the 
pictures  of  him  show  him  in  one  uniform  or  another 

Mrs.  Bassett,  who  operates  a  beauty  parlor 
in  her  home,  said  funeral  services  definitely  will 
be  held  in  Danville. 

Arrangements  are  pending  further  word  from 
the  Army.

OLD  MOTLEY  HOUSE 
ONCE  E.  DALLAS  COUNTY'S  FINEST 

The  old  house  glowers  with  a  gnarled,  paint¬ 
less  face  at  the  encroaching  suburbs  across  the  way. 

Its  dusty,  broken  windows  stare  bitterly  at 
Mesquite's  Big  Town  Shopping  Center  and  at  the 
rush  of  traffic  along  Thornton  Freeway. 

It's  almost  as  though  the  old  house  on  Gross 
Road  knows  its  days  are  numbered. 

It  squats  on  a  slight  rise,  like  a  dark  spectre 
from  the  past  hovering  on  the  fringes  of  the  present, 
visible  every  day  to  a  hundred  thousands  passersby 
on  the  freeway. 

Most  of  them  streak  past  without  noticing  the 
old  house.  And  those  who  see  it  are  apt  to  look 
quickly  away. 

There's  nothing  beautiful  about  the  old 
Motley  place  anymore. 

To  some,  it  is  downright  frightening.  The 
teen-agers  in  the  area  call  it  "the  haunted  house.  " 
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To  many,  it  is  ugly.  But  it  was  once  the 
showplace  of  East  Dallas  County. 

To  others,  it  is  mysterious.  Does  a  fortune 
in  gold  really  lie  buried  in  the  dooryard? 

And  to  a  few,  it  is  unhappy.  But  only  to  a 
few.  Most  of  those  who  loved  it  have  long  since 
died. 

In  the  little  family  cemetery  a  hundred  yards 
behind  the  house,  a  slice  of  Dallas  County  history 
lies  buried  and  forgotten. 

The  bones  of  uncounted  Negro  slaves  rest  in 
unmarked  graves  outside  the  ancient  iron  fence 
that  encloses  the  leaning  headstones  above  the 
bones  of  their  masters. 

And  on  the  iron  gate,  fastened  now  with  a 
rusty  strand  of  barbed  wire  is  the  name  of  the 
family  patriarch  and  Dallas  County  pioneer  who 
built  the  house  in  1856. 

"Z.  Motley,  M  the  letters  read. 

The  same  name  is  found  again  on  the  ancient 
gravestone  within  the  iron  fence. 

"Z.  Motley,  Born  June  10,  1805,  Died 

March  10,  1868. 

Zacharia  Motley  came  from  Bowling  Green, 
Ky.  to  Dallas  County  in  1853.  He  bought  a  home- 
site  and  raised  a  bois  d'arc  hedge  around  it. 

Then  he  went  back  and  fetched  his  family,  return¬ 
ing  in  1856  at  the  head  of  a  train  of  38  wagons. 

Before  he  went  off  to  the  wilds  of  Bois  D'Arc 
Island  in  the  Trinity  River  to  contract  penumonia 
and  die  while  cutting  trees  with  a  group  of  his  erst¬ 
while  slaves,  Zack  Motley  fathered  10  children, 
including  seven  sons. 

So  far  as  anybody  knows,  Zack  Motley  never 
had  a  picture  made  of  himself. 

But  his  son,  John,  who  had  three  brothers 

who  went  off  to  fight  for  the  Confederacy  with 
Company  K  of  the  19th  Texas  Cavalry,  swore  his 
father  was  a  dead  ringer  for  Gen.  Robert  E.  Lee. 

The  resemblance  was  so  strong  that  John 
kept  a  picture  of  Gen.  Lee  over  his  bed  for  many 
years,  according  to  Mrs.  Bess  Ann  Motley  of 
Mesquite,  former  county  librarian  and  a  grand¬ 
daughter- in-law  of  that  same  Zack  Motley. 

One  of  Zack  Motley's  three  daughters,  Sallie 
Motley,  maintained  the  old  house  as  one  of  the 
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finest  mansions  in  the  county  until  her  death  in  1922. 

MIt  was  a  showplace  when  I  came  here  as  a 
bride  in  1920,  "  says  Bess  Ann  Motley.  "It  was 
painted  a  spotless  white  and  the  roof  was  red  and 
all  the  outbuildings  were  painted  to  match.  It  was 
the  finest  house  for  miles  around.  " 

The  paint  is  gone.  Most  of  the  sons  and  the 
sons'  sons  are  gone.  And  the  old  house  is  going. 

"It's  just  old  and  needs  some  repairs,  says 
John  Kozlovsky,  who  has  lived  in  the  old  place  as 
caretaker  for  nine  years.  "I  never  saw  anything 
spooky  around  here. " 

"Uncle  Will,  one  of  Zack's  sons,  who  lived 
there  with  Aunt  Sallie,  used  to  keep  $16,  000  in  gold 
in  a  trunk  right  there  in  the  house,  "  says  Bess  Ann 
Motley.  "It  was  there  when  he  died,  but  there's  no 
gold  buried  on  the  grounds.  " 

Not  all  the  Motley  story  is  in  the  past,  how- 

eve  r . 

Hundreds  of  Mesquite  children  attended  classes 
in  the  Zack  Motley  Elementary  School  a  short  dis¬ 
tance  from  the  old  place.  And  after  school  they 
play  in  the  Zack  Motley  Park,  which  adjoins  the 
school  site. 

And  the  Motleys,  as  a  family,  are  far  from 
dead.  In  fact,  Hugh  Motley,  old  Zack's  great- 
grandson,  was  elected  just  last  week  to  a  seat  on 
the  Mesquite  City  Council. 

The  new  councilman  serves  in  a  grand  tradi¬ 
tion.  For  a  relative  of  Zack  Motley 's  - -probably  a 
cousin- -was  Dr.  Wm.  Junius  Motley,  a  signer  of 
the  Texas  Declaration  of  Independence,  who  died 
in  battle  at  San  Jacinto  with  Sam  Houston  and  is 
buried  on  the  battleground. 

Looking  again  at  the  old  house,  maybe  that 
isn't  bitterness  reflected  from  the  dusty  windows 
and  sagging  porches  at  all. 

Maybe  it's  pride.

Head  of  U.  S.  Chamber  Gives  Key  to  Success

New  York,  March  12  (AP).  --To  get  there, 
says  "Red"  Motley,  a  man  doesn’t  really  have  to 
know  where  he's  going. 

"I  never  did  do  what  I  originally  set  out  to 
do,  "  he  says  . 

But  Arthur  Harrison  Motley,  newly  named 
president  of  the  U.  S.  Chamber  of  Commerce,  has 
made  a  fortune  and  a  mark  in  the  world  by  changing 
directions  when  the  mood- -or  need- -hit  him. 
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"Too  many  people  are  trapped  in  a  job  by  the 
fact  that  they're  making  a  good  living,  but  they're 
not  particularly  happy  or  satisfied  at  it,  "  he  said 
in  an  interview. 

To  Motley,  a  man  of  many  trades  and  of 
driving  energy,  such  professional  inertia  is 
stultifying. 

"My  philosophy  is  that  for  anybody  to  be 
successful  at  anything,  he's  got  to  be  really 
interested  in  it,  enthusiastic.  If  he's  not,  he 
should  go  find  something  that  gives  him  more 
pleasure  - -and  profit.  " 

A  supe  r- s  ales  man  at  whatever  he  does, 
Motley's  forte  turned  out  to  be  publishing.  And 
he  has  made  a  smashing  success  of  it. 

But  he  didn't  set  out  to  be  a  publisher.  He 
earlier  aimed  at  acting,  advertising,  teaching,  the 
law  and  various  other  pursuits.  Each  was  dis¬ 
carded. 

"I  tried  it,  "  said  he,  "It  didn't  work.  " 

GREAT  SALESMAN 

As  a  publisher  of  Parade  magazine,  a  Sunday 
newspaper  supplement,  he  has  built  it  up  from  a 
1946  circulation  of  2,  000,  000  in  15  papers  and  a 
gross  of  $2,  000,  000  to  its  present  10,  000,  000 
readers  in  65  papers  including  the  Star- Telegram, 
and  a  gross  of  $25,  000,  000. 

"He's  the  greatest  salesman  God  ever 
created,  "  an  associate  said  of  him. 

A  hearty,  gregarious  man  of  59,  he's  known 
to  friends  and  acquaintances  alike  as  "Red", 
although  his  fiery  hair  is  now  streaked  with  gray. 

In  naming  him  as  chamber  president,  the 
nation's  business  leaders  picked  a  man  that  many 
of  them  knew  personally,  and  liked. 

He  travels  hundreds  of  thousands  of  miles 

each  year,  giving  about  12  5  speeches  annually, 
without  fee,  at  meetings  across  the  country  of 
farmers,  industrialists,  oil  men,  laborers  or 
other  groups. 

"I'm  wire  for  sound,  "  he  laughs. 

Right  now,  his  main  theme  is  to  get  business¬ 
men  to  take  a  more  active  part  in  politics. 

"Most  of  them  don't  know  how,  "  he  said. 

"But  they  can  learn,  and  it's  important  that  they 
do.  All  business  today  is  affected  by  city  hall, 
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the  state  capitol  and  Washington,  particularly  the 
agencies  they  appoint.  M 

NOTE  SCRIBBLER 

A  6-foot,  17  0-pound  man,  with  a  taste  for 
historical  novels,  music  and  sailing,  Motley  is 
Republican  in  politics,  and  Episcopalian  in  religion. 

He  has  a  habit  of  sending  notes -- sc  ribbled  in 
red  pencil  on  a  memo  pad- -to  a  wide  range  of 
people . 

The  notes  vary  from  office  memos  to  em¬ 
ployees  to  thousands  of  congratulatory  notices  to 
friends,  acquaintances  and  newspaper  editors. 

They  are  always  signed,  "Red.  " 

His  present  high  niche  in  the  business  world 
is  a  long  way  from  the  farm,  near  Jordan,  Minn.  , 
where  he  was  reared--"a  pretty  damn  lousy  farm,  " 
he  recalls.  He  planted  corn,  milked  cows,  drove 
a  wagon  team. 

"Farming  is  a  lot  different  now  that  it’s 
mechanized,  "  he  said.  "In  those  days,  when  you 
pitched  hay  you  pitched  hay.  " 

At  the  University  of  Minnesota,  he  was  a 
popular  student,  scholastically  a  Phi  Beta  Kappa, 
and  active  in  campus  theatricals. 

This  stirred  his  actor's  urge,  but  a  trip  to 
New  York  and  a  closeup  of  the  Broadway  stage 
convinced  him  he  didn't  have  it.  "I  didn't  want  to 
be  second-rate,"  he  said. 

He  taught  English  for  a  year  at  Hamline 
University,  St.  Paul,  Minn.  "I  found  out  I  wasn't 
a  good  teacher,  "  he  said.  He  tried  to  get  into 
advertising.  "I  couldn't  get  a  job.  " 

He  was  executive  secretary  of  a  social 
fraternity  for  a  year,  then  set  his  sights  on  the 
law,  but  after  a  year  dropped  out  of  Columbia 
Law  School. 

TRIALS,  ERRORS 

After  various  jobs,  including  one  as  sales 
manager  for  Smith  Brothers  cough  drops,  he 
found  what  he  wanted- -the  magazine  industry. 

"When  you  get  what  you  want,  then  you  know  you 
didn't  want  the  other  things,  "  he  said.  "The  time 
to  find  out  is  when  you're  young.  " 

Motley  joined  the  advertising  sales  depart¬ 
ment  of  Crowell-Collie  r  Publishing  Company  in 
1928,  working  successively  in  New  York,  Detroit, 
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and  Chicago,  then  back  to  New  York  in  1940,  to 
become  vice  president  and  director. 

In  1942,  he  was  made  publisher  of  American, 
magazine.  He  resigned  in  1946  to  become  president 
of  Parade  Publications,  Inc, 

Motley  and  his  wife,  Helene,  live  in  suburban 
Larchmont,  N.Y,,  and  spend  their  summers  at 
Nantucket,  Mass,  His  recreational  joy  there  is  a 
39 -foot  yawl,  Marcia  II,  named  for  one  of  his  two 
daughte  rs  „ 

On  his  heavy  speaking  schedule,  Motley  often 
stops  off  at  Fargo,  N.  D.  ,  for  a  few  days  to  visit 
his  92-year-old  mother,  Mrs,  Edith  Groff  Motley, 
"She  doesn’t  like  to  travel,  "  he  said. 

But  he  does.  On  Tuesday,  when  he  was 
elected  president  of  the  U,  S.  Chamber  in  Washing¬ 
ton,  he  spoke  that  night  in  White  Plains,  N.Y,,  on 
Thursday  again  in  Washington,  on  Friday  back  in 
Chicago,  this  week-end  on  the  West  Coast,  and  so 
on. 

"We'll  have  to  break  off  this  interview,  "  he 
said  abruptly,  "or  I'll  miss  my  damn  plane."

Frances  Hallam  Hurt  wrote  an  article  which 
was  entitled,  "Indians  gone  but  old  Rock  House  still 
stands  guard  over  Giles -Hart  acres  above  Bearskin 
C  reek. " 

There  is  a  little  spot  in  Pittsylvania  Coupty, 
five  miles  west  of  Chatham,  Va.  ,  and  a  whole 
world  away,  where  time  has  stood  still. 

The  original  eighteenth  century  "big  road" 
from  Callands  to  Chatham,  still  impassable  in  bad 
weather,  goes  by  as  it  did  in  the  deeds  of  two 
hundred  years  ago.  Bearskin  Creek,  with  its 
assorted  lick  branches,  still  wends  its  sleepy  iyay 
through  the  low  grounds  as  it  did  through  many  an 
early  deed.  Finally,  an  ancient  Rock  Kitchen, 
built  massive  as  a  fort,  serenely  overlooks  all. 

Its  big  fireplace  for  cooking,  with  its  hand- 
wrought  crane  in  place,  still  has  the  trappings  of 
its  day  -  a  hand-wrought  ladle,  fork,  spoon,  and 
black  iron  utensils.  It  looks  like  something  over 
which  the  good  fairy  in  "Sleeping  Beauty"  had  cast 
a  spell,  so  that  a  hustle -bustle,  heedless  people 
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could  have  a  glimpse  of  the  past. 

The  kitchen  is  small  standing  four-square 
and  solid  as  a  cornerstone  about  15  feet  in  front 
of  the  old  dwelling  house- -no  spring  chicken  either 
The  exact  origin  of  the  kitchen  is  only  surmised, 
but  it  was  already  a  legendary  part  of  the  scenery 
in  1830.  On  that  a  1Z  year  old  boy,  DANIEL 
EDWARD  MOTLEY,  first  saw  it.  Perhaps  he  was 
on  a  trip  to  Callands,  for  he  lived  almost  ten  miles 
to  the  east  on  the  Lynchburg  turnpike  in  a  little 
white  house  which  will,  any  moment,  go  down 
before  the  progress  of  Highway  29.  At  any  rate, 
Daniel  always  told  his  children,  and  they  told 
theirs,  that  he  rounded  a  certain  curve  in  the 
road,  and  there  it  was.  When  he  was  a  man,  he 
bought  it.  It  stayed  bought,  for  it  has  not  left 
the  family  since. 

"Mama  always  wished  it  away,  so  I  wished 
it  away,  too,  "  mused  Mrs.  Caleb  J.  Moore, 
Daniel's  granddaughter,  who  now  owns  the  place. 
"She  said  she  could  never  look  out  the  window 
without  seeing  it." 

This  lack  of  sentiment  toward  an  historical 
jewel  on  the  part  of  Mrs.  Richard  W.  Echols, 
Daniel's  daughter  and  Mrs.  Moore's  mother,  will 
hold  no  mystery  for  women.  It  not  only  blocked 
her  view,  like  a  rock  mote  in  her  eye,  throughout 
her  long  life,  but  it  was  also  her  kitchen  and, 
before  her,  her  mother's  kitchen. 

"She  used  a  wood  range  for  most  things,  " 
remembered  Mrs.  Moore  in  the  quiet  voice  of  the 
country-bred  who  have  no  need  to  shout  against 
noise,  "but  she  used  the  fireplace,  too.  I 
remember  the  salt  risen  bread  she  cooked  in  the 
coals  in  a  black  iron  pot.  Then  she  would  slice 
ham  and  broil  it  on  the  coals,  and  we'd  have  honey. 

The  loft  of  the  kitchen  was  apparently  used 
as  sleeping  quarters  for  slaves,  as  an  iron  chain 
and  hook  fastened  the  trap  door.  Stories  have 
come  down  about  how  Mrs.  Echols  and  one  of  her 
brothers  used  the  kitchen  as  a  school  room  for 
the  Negroes.  They  studied  at  night  by  lightwood 
knots  and  taught  several  hands  to  read  and  write. 
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As  an  only  child,  little  Mary  Echols  stuck 
close  to  her  mother  and  listened  to  all  the  old  tales, 
which  consequently  stuck  close  to  her.  But  no  one 
ever  knew  much  about  the  old  kitchen. 

"Gileses  lived  here  before  grandpa,  and 
they’re  buried  over  on  the  hill,  "  she  recalled, 

"and  the  Harts  - -they  ’  re  buried  here  too--lived 
here  before  that.  We've  always  heard  that  they 
built  the  rock  kitchen.  " 

Family  tradition  has  it  that  Grandpa  Motley 
brought  his  bride  to  the  old  farmhouse  on  Bearskin 
Creek  in  1839  with  only  50  cents  in  his  pocket. 

The  original  part  of  the  house--two  rooms  up, 
two  down- -is  built  of  logs  with  siding  of  pine 
boards,  some  more  than  a  foot  wide.  Still  stout 
as  a  stump,  it  is  thought  to  have  been  built  by  the 
Harts  after  their  brick  dwelling  burned.  Later, 
four  more  rooms  were  added. 

Daniel  was  21  years  old  when  he  came  to 
Bearskin  Creek.  Eleven  years  later,  he  owned 
the  place.  He  paid  Joseph  W.  Eaton  and  his  wife, 
Letitia,  $700  for  389  acres  lying  on  both  sides  of 
Bearskin  Creek.  In  1853,  he  was  assessed  a  total 
of  $2.  28  taxes  on  it. 

The  old  deed  books  in  the  county  clerk's 
office,  as  full  of  living  drama  as  the  court  room 
upstairs,  reveal  Daniel  as  a  man  of  enterprise 
and  prudence.  He  collected  parcels  of  land,  bit 
by  bit,  until  he  was  a  landowner  of  notable  pro¬ 
portions  in  his  part  of  the  county  around  Weal. 
Eventually,  he  acquired  enough  land  to  give  each 
of  his  eight  children  a  farm,  saving  the  home 
place- -and  the  old  rock  kitchen- -for  the  youngest, 
Sally  Ann. 

Because  the  kitchen  is  of  the  earliest  con¬ 
struction,  it  seems  incontrovertible  that  it  was 
built  by  the  earliest  owners  of  the  land.  Such 
rock  structures  were  used  as  pointers  by  the 
early  surveyors.  The  building,  approximately  20 
feet  by  20  feet,  is  constructed  of  hefty  slabs  of 
field  stone  mortared  together,  with  outside  beams 
of  imposing  dimensions.  One  measures  13  inches 
wide,  eight  inches  high,  and  20  feet  long.  The 
nails  (where  they  are  used  instead  of  pegs)  and 
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hinges  are  hand-wrought,  and  the  steps  to  the 
upstairs  loft  are  set  solidly  into  wood.  Such 
buildings  in  the  early  days  had  more  uses  than 
cooking.  They  were  easily  fortified  in  time  of 
danger . 

There  were  dangers  a-plenty  in  the  mid- 
1700 's  in  Pittsylvania  County  (part  of  first- - 
Lunenburg,  then  Halifax),  for  it  was  a  western 
frontier  teeming  with  Indians.  Peace  pacts  be¬ 
tween  the  redskins  and  the  white  man  rose  and  fell 
like  French  governments.  Settlers  were  set  upon, 
captured,  or  tomahawked  in  the  most  chilling  T  V 
fashion.  Gov.  Dinwiddie  even  established  three 
forts  in  the  ’’County  of  Halifax”  for  the  citizens' 
protection.  It  is  easy  to  imagine  things  getting 
pretty  hot  around  the  Bearskin  farm,  because, 
judging  from  the  abundance  of  Indian  artifacts 
found  there,  it  was  evidently  an  old  Indian  camp 
ground. 

Although  the  property  was  purchased  by 
young  Daniel  from  the  Eatons  in  1850,  it  is  noted 
in  the  land  book  as  formerly  Giles.  George  Giles 
had  bought  it  in  1802  from  his  brother  William, 
who  in  1799  had  inherited  it- -along  with  one  bay 
mare,  one  feather  bed,  furniture  and  one  negro 
girl  named  Amey  with  her  inc rease - -f rom  his 
father,  John,  whose  home  place  it  was.  He 
inherited  it  "with  the  tenements,  hereditaments 
all  and  singular.”  Logically,  this  could  include 
the  rock  kitchen. 

John  Giles  bought  the  land  for  L190  from 
Hanes  Hutchings  in  1706  as  "part  of  an  order  of 
council  of  3,  000  acres  purchased  by  the  said 
Hutchings  containing  by  estimation  200  acres  of 
land- -with  all  houses,  gardens,  trees,  woods, 
ways,  and  watercourses  being  or  standing.”  This 
might  also  include  the  rock  kitchen.  A  year  later 
Giles  bought  another  100  acres,  adjoining,  from 
Hutchings  . 

From  whom  did  Hutchings  get  the  land?  Of 
the  four  Hutchings  entries  in  the  deed-will  index, 
three  do  not  apply.  The  fourth?  The  photostat 
recording  the  venerable  transaction  is  blank. 

Time  took  its  toll,  after  all. 
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In  young  Daniel's  day,  he  said  the  Harts  were 
the  earliest  occupants  of  the  land  but  this  amateur 
tracker-downer  did  not  find  them  listed  as  either 
buying  or  selling  in  the  deed  books.  The  land  book 
of  1793  names  a  Henry  Hart,  with  360  acres.  Per¬ 
haps  he  owned  the  land  on  the  "big  road"  on  Bear¬ 
skin  Creek  before  Hutchings  and  the  records  are 
in  Halifax.  Who  knows  ?  Perhaps  he  did  build  the 
rock  kitchen. 


THE  MOTLOW  (OR)  MOTLEY  LEGEND 

In  the  early  history  of  Scotland,  when  history 
was  hardly  distinguished  from  legend  and  tradition, 
there  lived  in  the  central  highlands  a  family  named 
Motlow  (sometimes  spelled  Motley),  which  was  an 
old  and  royal  one.  There  was  in  possession  of  the 
Motlow  family  an  old  iron  horn  or  trumpet  which 
had  been  in  the  family  for  many  generations  and 
probably  for  centuries.  Tradition  of  the  family 
said  that  it  had  been  presented  to  the  first  Motlow 
by  the  leader  of  the  neighboring  clan  of  the  Cam¬ 
erons  as  a  thanks  offering  for  help  he  had  lent  him 
in  driving  away  an  invading  party  of  Norse  and 
Danish  Vikings  who  had  passed  further  inland  than 
was  the  custom  of  those  pillagers  and  were  harass¬ 
ing  the  Cameron  borders.  Then  for  the  first  time 
the  Cameron  war  cry:  "Chlanna  nan  con  Thigibh 
a  so's  ghe ibh  s  ibh  fooil",  meaning:  "Sons  of  the 
bounds,  come  here  and  get  flesh,  "  mingled  with 
the  Motlow  war  cry:  "Buaidh  no  bas",  meaning: 
"Victory  or  death",  and  there  began  the  friendship 
between  the  two  clans  which  was  to  cement  them 
together  during  the  many  conflicts  of  the  following 
generations.  And  so  this  trumpet  was  the  guarded 
treasure  of  the  family  and  its  picture,  the  signifi¬ 
cant  emblem  in  its  coat-or-arms .  The  horn  itself 
was  ever  borne  by  the  leader  when  the  clan  went 
into  combat. 

A  Motlow  would  clamber  to  some  craggy  peak 
and  send  its  shrieking  peals  echoing  down  the  flens 
and  instantly  the  men  of  the  clan  would  leave  their 
highland  flocks  and  go  to  the  place  of  rendezvous, 
making  the  woods  resound  with:  "Buaidh  no  bas", 
and  armed  with  crossbows  ready  for  the  directions 
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of  the  trumpeter.  And  it  was  said  if  adversity 
threatened,  a  single  peal  in  the  heat  of  conflict 
would  seem  to  put  new  life  into  its  followers  and 
they  would  strike  their  enemies  dumb  with  terror. 
But  allied  with  Wallace  one  day,  many  decades 
after  these  events,  a  young  Motlow  unused  to  low¬ 
land  horses  was  thrown  by  one  of  them  and  as  he 
fell  the  trumpet  was  hurled  from  his  hands,  strik¬ 
ing  a  rock  some  distance  away,  which  made  a 
crack  in  the  flare  and  henceforth  it  gave  a  rattling 
sound  when  blown.  It  no  longer  inspired  the  clans¬ 
men  and  the  enemy  jeered  at  its  discordant  notes. 
The  accident  seemed  to  cast  a  blight  on  the  clan. 

It  dwindled  away. 

The  family  which  had  produced  the  most 
famous  warriers  no  longer  reared  up  soldiers  to 
lead  her  men  in  defense  of  old  Scotland.  Their 
spirits  had  been  broken  with  the  break  of  the  horn. 
So  the  Motlows  became  highland  shepherds  and 
farmers  and  for  a  few  generations  passed  into  a 
period  of  decadence.  No,  not  decadence  either, 
for  in  many  ways  it  was  developing  --  rather  the 
stage  was  one  of  transition.  But  for  the  time  it 
produced  no  leaders  in  any  of  the  walks  of  life  and 
the  surrounding  clans  were  saying:  nThe  spirit  of 
the  Motlows  is  broken.  " 

So  passed  the  years  along  and  dwindled  the 
family  fame;  but  the  old  cracked  horn  was  ever 
preserved  with  the  heirlooms  of  the  house,  and  its 
story  handed  down  from  sire  to  son.  And  when 
years  afterward,  one  of  the  last  surviving  Motlows 
in  the  early  part  of  the  18th  century  abandoned  the 
old  family  stronghold  and  removed  to  Ireland,  he 
carried  it  with  him.  Here  he  prospered  as  a 
farmer  and  married  a  noble  blooded  Irish  girl  of 
wonderful  beauty  and  amazing  wit.  They  became 
possessed  of  prodigious  wealth,  and  the  wife  to 
whom  Motlow  had  related  the  legend  and  showed  the 
horn,  urged  him  to  have  an  exact  copy  cast  in  some 
precious  metal,  to  be  displayed  in  their  relic  halls. 
To  this  he  consented,  and  ordered  a  leading  maker 
of  musical  instruments  to  cast  a  duplicate  of  the 
old  iron  trumpet  in  pure  silver,  which  he  was  to 
elaborately  engrave.  The  master  apparently 
exemplified  the  best  in  his  art  and  the  finished 
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instrument  when  delivered  was  a  model  of  perfec¬ 
tion.  It  bore  the  carved  image  of  a  mounted  Knight 
in  full  armour,  under  which  was  engraved,  "The 
Past";  then  it  had  emblazoned  on  it  a  man  in  formal 
garb,  sitting  at  his  desk  and  with  his  masterful  pen, 
writing  the  history  that  should  live  after  him  and 
penning  thoughts  and  facts  that  should  ever  stand 
out  as  an  everlasting  monument  to  his  memory, 
and  under  this  was  engraved;  "The  Future".  Be¬ 
tween  these  two  figures  appeared  the  following 
words : 

"He  who  in  days  of  old,  heard  the  Iron's  blast, 

To  fiery  war-horse  hurried  fast; 

But  he  who  hears  my  silvery  peal, 

Shall  better  the  pen  than  broadsword  wield.  " 

Ere  long,  Motlow  and  his  young  Irish  bride, 
following  the  tide  of  emigration  then  moving  west¬ 
ward  across  the  Atlantic,  moved  to  America, 
bringing  with  them  the  Silver  Trumpet.  They 
settled  for  a  few  years  near  the  Western  border 
of  the  colony  of  Virginia,  the  town  or  station  at 
which  place  bears  the  name:  Motley,  Va. 

As  the  tide  of  emigration  continued  to  move 
westward  and  southwestward,  Motlow  removed 
from  Virginia,  together  with  a  number  of  his 
friends  and  neighbors,  (this  company  of  strong, 
brave  and  noble  Scotch-Irish  pioneers)  to  the 
northern  part  of  the  colony  of  South  Carolina  and 
settled  in  Greenville  and  Spartanburg  districts 
(near  Motlow 's  Creek),  within  the  bounds  of  what 
was  then  the  Cherokee  Indian  Nation.  And  as  the 
Motlows  were  ever  fond  of  the  chase,  Motlow 
became  a  great  huntsman.  At  leisure  times  he 
would  wander  over  the  great  estate  upon  which  he 
had  settled  and  which  he  had  carved  from  out  of 
the  primeval  forests,  and  pursue  the  chase.  On 
these  hunts  he  would,  of  course,  carry  the  silver 
trumpet,  and  when  he  sounded  its  ringing  notes  in 
those  high,  thrilling  tones,  the  noble  stag  and  fox¬ 
hounds  would  go  out  more  eager  to  find  a  trail. 

And  often  in  the  chase,  when  the  hounds  would 
come  by  in  full  cry,  one  blast  of  the  silver  trumpet 
given  at  its  highest  key,  would  put  new  inspiration 
in  them  to  do  their  best  and  they  could  more  often 
make  a  catch.  Then  after  the  chase  was  over, 
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Motlow  would  blow  his  horn  or  trumpet  in  low 
bass  notes  and  the  hounds  would  return  from  the 
chase.  All  who  heard  the  silver  trumpet  on  occa¬ 
sion  of  these  hunts,  felt  a  strange  but  certain 
inspiration,  and  would  stop  and  listen  'til  the 
faintest  echo  had  died  away  and  then  remark  to 
their  fellow  huntsmen  on  the  rightness  of  the  tone; 
and  often  Motlow  would  smile  and  say:  "Like  an 
Angel  of  light,  this  quaint  old  silver  trumpet  seems 
to  call  to  greater  efforts  and  to  a  nobler  life.  " 

Here  Motlow  lived  happily  with  his  family  for  a 
number  of  years  and  prospered  as  a  farmer,  being 
one  of  the  most  wealthy  land  owners  in  that  whole 
district  and  one  of  the  foremost  citizens  among 
whose  pioneers  when  there  occurred  one  of  the 
most  bloody  and  cruel  massacres  ever  recorded 
in  the  annals  of  history,  known  as  the  "Massacre 
of  the  Motlow  Family",  which  occurred  3  June 
17  81,  and  in  which  all  the  inmates  of  the  Motlow 
family  were  cruelly  murdered,  except  a  son  of  the 
murdered  old  Mr.  Motlow,  John  Motlow  by  name. 
And  the  wife  of  his  son,  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Motlow, 
who  was  wounded  by  the  Indians  and  died  four  days 
afte  rward. 

John  Motlow  and  Elizabeth  Thompson  (  ?) 
were  married  19  April  1781.  "Bloody  Bill"  Bates 
had  seen  Elizabeth  before  she  was  married  to  John 
Motlow  and  had  fallen  in  love  with  her;  and  because 
of  her  refusal  to  pay  any  attention  to  his  suit, 
("Bloody  Bill"  was  of  good  family  but  had  simply 
fallen,  or  possibly  led  by  the  invading  British  for 
hope  of  reward  to  lead  the  band  of  Tories  and 
Indians  and  thus  traitorously  to  his  country,  com¬ 
mitted  those  atrocious  deeds),  and  of  her  marriage 
to  John  Motlow,  may  have  been  another  cause 
(revenge)  for  attacking  the  Motlow  family  on  this 
raid,  and  massacring  the  old  gentleman,  and  the 
one  who  had  won  the  hand  of  the  woman  Bates  was 
in  love  with;  and  Elizabeth  herself,  who  was 
possibly  accidentally  wounded  and  Bates  did  not 
intend  that  she  would  be  killed;  but  she  died  7  June 
1781  of  her  wounds.  John  Motlow  was  over¬ 
powered  and  struck  a  ferocious  blow  on  the  head 
by  an  Indian  club  and  knocked  unconscious  for  the 
time,  but  was  not  killed.  He  was  kept  in  captivity, 
however,  purposely  by  Bates  and  the  band  of  Indians 
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until  he  returned  to  consciousness,  to  be  burned  at 
the  stake  and  tantalized  as  was  the  Indian  custom 
after  their  raids  and  he,  too,  being  the  one  whom 
Bates  was  most  jealous  of  and  whom  he  wishes  to 
torture  more  cruelly  on  account  of  having  won  the 
hand  of  the  fair  Elizabeth.  So  he  was  accordingly 
tied  to  the  stake  and  tarred  and  feathered  and  the 
war  dance  was  begun,  as  well  as  the  tantalizing 
and  the  sticking  of  sharp  pine  splinters  in  his 
clothes  and  flesh  to  cause  him  greater  pain  and  that 
he  might  more  easily  be  burned  to  death  when  the 
fire  was  kindled. 

As  was  the  style  of  gentlemen’s  dress  at  that 
period,  John  Motlow  wore  the  knee  trousers,  silk 
stockings  and  silver  buckles;  and  Bates  desired  to 
take  the  stocking  and  silver  buckles  off  without 
getting  them  burned;  he  had  removed  one  of  the 
silver  buckles  and  was  in  the  act  of  taking  off  the 
other,  when  the  Indians  got  hold  of  the  first  buckle 
and  were  squabbling  over  it.  John  Motlow,  seeing 
his  opportunity,  made  a  leap  and  sudden  dash  for 
his  life,  breaking  the  cords  with  which  he  was 
bound  and  knocking  down  Bill  Bates  and  two  or 
three  others  who  were  nearby  and  made  good  his 
escape  before  Bill  Bates  and  the  others  were  able 
to  get  up  and  before  any  of  the  Indians  had  time  to 
realize  what  was  happening.  One  of  the  Indians 
threw  a  tomahawk,  striking  John  in  the  back,  but 
he  jerked  it  out  and  held  his  hand  over  the  wound 
to  stop  the  blood,  so  that  he  could  not  be  trailed 
by  the  blood,  and  outrun  and  outwitted  the  whole 
band.  He  ran  up  the  creek  which  bears  his  name 
and  hid  under  the  bank  thereof  and  Bill  Bates  and 
his  band  of  Tories  and  Indians  hunted  all  around 
where  he  had  concealed  himself,  and  walked  over 
the  very  spot  under  which  he  was  hidden,  but 
failed  to  find  him. 

Dr.  J.  B.  Landrum,  in  his  ’’Colonial  and 
Revolutionary  History  of  Upper  South  Carolina" 
at  page  361  has  the  following  account: 

"Among  the  cruel  barbarities  charged  against 
Bates  was  that  he  visited  the  house  of  old  Mr. 

Motley,  on  Motlow's  Creek,  in  Spartanburg  County 
and  killed  him  and  several  others.  He  also  arrested 
young  Motley,  his  son,  whom  he  intended  to  kill. 
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He  ordered  him  to  take  off  his  clothes  and  knee 
breeches  with  silver  buckles,  remarking  at  the 
time  that  he  did  not  want  to  bloody  them.  While 
Bates  was  in  a  stooping  position  to  unbuckle  them, 
knowing  that  death  certainly  awaited  him,  Motley 
made  a  sudden  spring  and  knocked  down  one  or  two 
who  encircled  him  and  pitched  down  the  hill,  out¬ 
running  Bates  and  his  whole  pa,rty.  It  is  said  that 
he  concealed  himself  under  the  bank  of  a  creek 
near  by,  while  Bates  and  his  party  passed  over 
in  search  of  him.  Tradition  says  that  he  not  only 
saved  his  life,  but  that  he  fairly  'won  his  shirt.  m 

The  general  uprising  of  the  people  from  the 
neighboring  settlements  caused  Bates  and  his  party 
to  put  off  quickly.  Among  those  who  pursued  Bates 
and  his  party  was  Major  Buck  Gowen.  With  a  party 
of  resolute  men  he  overtook  the  Indians  in  their 
camp,  beyond  the  head  waters  of  Tyger  River  and 
killed  and  captured  some  of  them,  and  routed  the 
rest.  Unfortunately,  he  did  not  capture  Bates. 
Major  Buck  Gowen  was  a  patriot,  and  but  for  his 
active  exertions  in  getting  together  his  militia, 
there  is  no  telling  to  what  extent  Bates  would  have 
extended  his  bloody  work  on  the  innocent  and 
defenseless  people. 

But  let  us  go  back  and  inquire  what  became 
of  Bates  after  the  Revolution.  It  is  said  that  after 
peace  was  declared  he  became  a  noted  horse  thief. 

In  the  neighborhood  of  Sandy  Plains,  in  Polk  County, 
North  Carolina,  and  in  other  sections  also  at  that 
time  unsettled,  there  were  a  number  of  wild  or 
branded  horses  running  at  large,  which  were 
being  constantly  stolen  by  the  horse  thieves  of  the 
country,  among  whom  Bates  was  a  conspicuous 
character . 

For  this  cause,  he  was  at  last  arrested  and 
carried  to  Greenville  and  lodged  in  the  little  jail 
there.  Young  Motley,  who  had  barely  escaped 
losing  his  life  when  captured  by  Bates  several 
years  before,  heard  of  this.  He  lived  near  the 
present  village  of  Greenville,  at  the  time  he 
received  the  information  of  Bates  arrest,  he  was 
in  the  field  plowing.  Throwing  his  gear  back  on 
the  plow,  he  summoned  a  few  resolute  men  and 
went  to  Greenville.  He  demanded  of  the  Sheriff 
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the  keys  of  the  jail.  His  request  was  complied 
with,  and  he  and  his  party  took  Bates  out  a  short 
distance  and  shot  him  dead.  Governor  Perry,  who 
first  published  this  circumstance,  stated  in  a  letter 
to  the  writer  some  years  ago,  that  Bates  was  buried 
in  a  lot  on  Main  Street  in  Greenville  which  afterwards 
belonged  to  the  Hoke  estate,  and  which  was  opposite 
his  former  residence  in  that  city. 

With  the  raids  of  the  "Bloody  Bills"  Cunning¬ 
ham  and  Bates,  the  bloodthirsty  cruelties  of  the 
up-country  were  over.  They  comprised  the  last 
effort  on  the  part  of  the  British  government  to 
humble  into  submission  the  people  of  South  Carolina, 
and  the  responsibility  of  the  dark  deeds  of  these 
bad  men  should  rest  as  much  on  the  government  as 
the  execution  of  the  poor,  unfortunate  Hayne. 

It  is  remarkable  how  the  cruel  outrages  of 
Cunningham  and  Bates  have  been  kept  out  of  the 
pages  of  general  Revolutionary  History.  Perhaps 
the  principle  reason  for  this  was  that  they  were 
perpetrated  so  far  away  from  the  military  head¬ 
quarters  that  they  were  never  reported,  as  the 
war  was  ended. 

Colonel  S.  S.  Crittenden  in  his  "The  Green¬ 
ville  Century  Book,  1903"  pages  10-11,  has  the 
following  account: 

"Major  Buck  Gowan,  from  whom  Greenville 
is  named,  and  who  settled  in  that  neighborhood 
previous  to  the  Revolution,  was  afterwards  prom¬ 
inent  in  the  fights  in  that  neighborhood,  with  the 
Indians  and  Tories  during  the  Revolutionary  War. 

On  the  Jacky  Dill  place  near  there,  was  built  one 
of  the  log  forts  for  the  protection  of  the  families 
of  settlers.  Bloody  Bill  Bates,  of  the  same  section, 
led  a  party  of  Tories  and  Indians  in  an  attack  upon 
this  Fort  where  several  families  had  assembled  for 
protection  during  the  Revolution.  The  Fort  was 
finally  surrendered  on  the  promise  of  Bates  that 
the  inmates  should  be  protected  from  the  savages. 
Instead  they  were  all  cruelly  murdered,  only  one, 
the  wife  of  Abner  Thomas,  escaped  with  her  life. 

She  was  scalped  and  left  for  dead  and  afterward 
recovered.  Major  Buck  Gowan  pursued  the  same 
party  with  a  hastily  collected  company  of  mountain 
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men  and  slew  several  of  them.  Bates,  however, 
escaped.  After  the  war  he  was  arrested  for  horse 
stealing,  over  the  line  in  North  Carolina,  and 
brought  to  jail  in  the  village  of  Pleasantburg  (Green¬ 
ville):  The  log  jail  (or  gaol,  as  was  then  called) 
stood  facing  west  at  the  intersection  of  Court  and 
Falls  Streets,  near  the  site  of  the  colored  John 
Wesley  Methodist  Church  recently  built.  Here 
was  enacted  a  tragedy  of  which  I  have  often  heard 
the  old  citizens  of  our  village  speak,  when  I  was 
a  boy.  Bates  had,  during  the  war,  on  one  of  his 
raids,  killed  old  Mr.  Motley  at  his  home  in  Spar¬ 
tanburg  County,  at  the  same  time  making  a  prisoner 
of  his  son  whom  he  intended  to  kill  also.  By  a 
sudden  dash  the  young  man  made  his  escape  and 
survived  the  war.  Now,  this  time  had  come,  so 
gathering  several  of  his  neighbors  he  came  down 
to  the  village  of  Pleasantburg  and  forcibly  took 
Bates  from  the  gaol.  After  allowing  him  several 
minutes  to  say  his  prayers  he  shot  him  to  death.  I 
have  always  heard  that  the  body  of  Bates  was 
buried  upon  the  lot  afterward  owned  by  Col.  David 
Hoke,  and  upon  a  portion  of  which  now  stands  the 
U.  S.  Courthouse  and  Post  Office.  " 

In  McGrady's  History,  page  487,  there  also 
appears  a  similar  account  of  the  Motley  massacre 
ending  with  the  statement,  .....  "Noone  thought  of 
interfering  or  prosecuting  Motley  for  killing  Bates. 
On  the  contrary,  he  continued  to  live  in  the  district 
for  years  afterward,  and  was  always  respected  and 
esteemed  by  his  neighbors.  " 

"Ramsey's  Revolution  in  South  Carolina.  " 

"Article  in  Southern  Quarterly  Review  April 
1847,  Charleston,  S.  C.  " 

The  silver  trumpet  was  not  captured  by  Bates 
and  the  Tories  and  Indians.  But  was  kept  by  John 
Motlow,  and  the  Motlow  family  still  have  it  among 
their  relics  that  quaint  old  silver  trumpet;  and  all 
who  hear  its  beautiful  notes  on  the  occasion  of 
family  reunions  and  other  festivities,  (now  held  in 
Moore  County,  Tenn.  ,  the  home  of  the  Motlows 
after  their  migration  from  South  Carolina,  about 
the  year  1815,  or  after  the  large  estate  of  John 
Motlow  was  wound  up,  subsequent  to  his  death 
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which  occurred  May  25,  1812,  aged  54  years,  9 
months  and  28  days.  )  "Stop  and  listen  until  the 
faintest  echoes  have  died  away  and  they  remark  on 
the  sweetness  and  richness  of  the  tone":  and  members 
of  the  family  are  wont  to  smile  and  say:  "Like  an 
angel  of  light,  this  quaint  old  silver  trumpet  seems 
to  call  to  greater  efforts  and  to  a  nobler  life.  " 

The  names  of  those  moving  from  South  Carolina 
to  Tennessee,  are:  the  widow  of  John  Motlow,  Mrs. 
Agnes  Motlow,  (his  second  wife)  and  her  five  sons 
and  two  daughters:  William,  Zadock,  James,  McEhn, 
John,  Feliz,  Elizabeth  and  Lauriet. 

The  names  of  those  buried  in  South  Carolina 
are:  "The  Massacre  of  the  Motlow  Family,  "  which 
occurred  June  3,  1781,  and  which  included  the 

father,  mother,  brothers  and  sisters  of  John 
Motlow,  all  except  himself.  John  Motlow's  first 
wife,  Elizabeth,  was  wounded  by  the  Indians  June 
3,  1781,  and  died  June  7,  1781  of  her  wounds.  And 
there  was  a  son  and  daughter  of  John  and  Agnes 
Motlow  who  died  and  were  buried  in  South  Carolina; 
Joe  Thompson  Motlow,  died  July  27,  1802  and  Mary 

Motlow  died  Nov  2,  1796.  The  writer  has  visited 
Motley's  Creek  which  is  a  pretty  little  stream  flow¬ 
ing  by  the  village  of  Campobello,  S.  C.  ,  and 
Motlow's  church  which  is  located  thereon,  about 
five  miles  from  the  village  of  Campobello.  It  is  a 
new  church  recently  built  where  the  old  church 
used  to  stand,  and  it  is  handsomely  furnished  and 
looks  like  a  modern  city  church  instead  of  a  country 
church.  The  pews  are  very  nice  indeed  and  the 
building  is  a  large  frame  or  wooden  one  and  newly 
painted.  The  church  is  Baptist  and  has  a  good 
membership  for  a  country  church;  and  the  people 
who  attend  it  are  the  best  people  of  that  community. 

There  is  also  a  new  school  house  near  the  church, 
"Motlow's  School",  which  is  a  handsome  little 
building  itself- -not  so  very  large,  but  large  enough 
to  accommodate  all  the  children  of  that  neighborhood, 
and  the  school  is  well  attended.  The  Sunday  School 
is  held  at  the  church  at  4:00  every  Sunday  afternoon; 
and  the  writer  had  the  pleasure  of  attending  Sunday 
School  at  Motlow's  Church  on  the  occasion  of  that 
visit,  and  made  a  short  talk  to  the  school.  After 
the  dismissal  of  the  Sunday  School,  accompanied 
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by  Billie  Eubanks,  an  old  Confederate  soldier,  and 
his  brother,  both  members  of  Motlow's  church; 
visited  at  the  home  of  Billie  who  lives  and  owns 
the  property  adjoining  the  church,  which  according 
to  the  history  handed  down  from  one  generation  to 
another,  is  the  old  homestead  of  the  Motlows . 

(There  is  further  records  written,  which  has 
already  been  recorded  in  the  book  ’’Motleys  of 
Virginia",  so  will  add  no  further  data  here.)  (The 
story  and  data  having  been  submitted  by  George 
Thompson  Motlow,  Greenville,  S.  C.  Feb  24,  19  11.) 
(The  following  will  be  given  since  it  may  be  of  use 
to  someone  searching  out  their  Motley  records-- 
it,  too,  being  from  George  Thompson  Motlow.) 

In  the  Encyclopedia  of  proper  names  can  be 
found  record  of  the  eminent  American  Historian, 
John  Lathrop  Motley,  (1814-1877)  born  in  Dor¬ 
chester,  Mass  April  15,  1814. 

There  is  not  now  any  authentic  history  of 
kinship,  but  the  writer  believes  that  the  family  of 
Motleys  were  the  same  people  originally,  and  that 
we  are  related.  At  any  rate,  the  writer  claims 
kin  with  John  Lathrop  Motley,  the  Historian,  and 
really  believes  that  his  ancestors  and  ours  are 
from  the  same  Scotch-Irish  ancestry. 

Also  there  is  a  John  Motley  who  was  born 
in  London,  1692,  died  there  Oct  3rd,  1750,  an 
English  writer  and  the  author  of  "Joe  Millers 
Jests",  "History  of  Peter  the  Great"  and  many 
others.  It  is  possible  that  he  also  may  be  related 
to  our  ancestors,  the  Motlows  or  Motleys. 

Felix  Motlow,  my  father,  was  born  13  June  1801, 
died  23  Feb  1872. 

Margaret  Adkins,  my  mother,  was  born  10  Oct 
1807,  died  7  Nov  1855. 

They  married  1  Aug  1826.  Their  children:

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The  last  will  and  testament  of  Joseph  Motley 
of  Gloucester  County,  Va.  is  given  in  the  "Motleys 
of  Virginia". 

Some  excerpts  from  #6  of  an  edition  of  "The 
Morehead  Family  of  North  Carolina  and  Virginia" 
by  John  Motley  Morehead  III,  in  the  State  Library 
at  Raleigh,  Va.  show  records  of  Joseph  Motley  of 
Gloucester  County,  Va.  ,  whose  dau.  married  John 
Morehead.  P.  102:  "Through  Obedience  Motley's 
marriage  to  John  Morehead  came  the  connection  of 

these  two  families . A  John  Motley  was  brought 

over  in  1637  by  Francis  Fowler  of  James  City 
County;  and  he  is  given  in  Green's  Early  Virginia 
Immigrants  (p.  235.).  There  are  Motleys  recorded 
in  Northumberland  County  as  early  as  Jan  20,  1655, 
when  a  Henry  Motley  died  and  his  wife,  Ann,  was 

made  his  administratrix . On  April  29,  1663,  a 

John  Motley  was  granted  450  acres  for  bringing 
from  the  old  country  nine  new  settlers  and  he  lived 
in  Great  Wicomico  region  of  the  Northern  Neck, 
his  wife's  name  was  Mary.  He  died  before  24  Feb, 
167  1,  when  she  was  made  his  administratrix,  in 
which  capacity  she  had  business  with  Daniel  Motley, 
a  London  merchant,  and  she  had  a  son  John,  living. 
A  John  Motley  lived  in  Essex  County,  St.  Anne's 
Parrish,  when  he  made  his  will,  Feb  1  1,  1735,  in 

which  reference  to  sons  William  and  Henry,  and 
grandson,  John,  was  made;  but  as  Gloucester 
County  records  before  1865  were  destroyed,  no 
connection  can  be  traced.  ....  The  John  Motley  of 
1637  might  easily  be  the  grandfather  of  the  first 
Joseph  Motley  here  given,  so  far  as  circumstances 
and  time  are  concerned.  These  imported  men  were 
more  often  than  not  younger  sons  of  leading 
families.  .'  ...  Va.  Land  Patents,  1652-55,  p.  349, 
gives  J  hn  Motley  of  Wicomico  as  receiving  600 
acres  in  Westmoreland  County  for  transporting  12 
new  settlers  himself. 

Joseph  Motley  I  of  Gloucester  County,  Va.  , 
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however,  is  said  to  be  of  Welsh  descent,  by  family 
tradition,  and  as  early  as  Feb  18,  1737,  he,  as  a 
resident  of  Gloucester  County,  bought  400  acres  in 
Amelia  County,  which  had  been  created  three  years 
before,  and  that  they  were  on  Flat  Creek.  (Amelia 
Co.  Land  Book  I,  p.  1 13).  ....  On  May  12,  1738  he 
purchased  400  more  acres;  Watson's  "Souths  ide 
Virginia"  Joseph  Motley  bought  1083  acres  in 
Amelia  County  on  both  sides  of  Flatt  Little 
Creeks  in  1745  (p.  275).  On  Nov  28,  1751  he 

bought  400  and  311  acres . Seven  years  later, 

March  14,  1744,  he  was  a  resident  of  Raleigh 
Parish,  Amelia  County,  with  his  wife,  Elizabeth, 
a  daughter  of  Abraham  Forrest,  also  of  Gloucester 
and  Amelia  Counties,  and  a  large  family,  when  he 
bought  300  acres  in  "the  fork  of  Nottoway".  He 
made  his  will  on  Nov.  2,  1763,  and  it  was  probated 

August  28,  1777,  during  the  Revolution.  The  child¬ 

ren  mentioned  in  this  will  are:  Abraham;  Jo  seph; 
Judith,  wife  of  Xhomas  Pain;  Ann  Hundley;  Else, 
wife  of  Robert  Vaughan;  Mary,  wife  of  Batholomew 
Dupuy;  Joice;  Martha;  and  Joel;  with  grandsons: 
Joseph  II,  son  of  Abraham;  and  David,  son  of 
Joseph;  and  granddaughters,  not  named- -but 
children  of  Abraham,  Joseph,  Else,  Judith,  and 
Mary.  Before  he  died  he  gave  his  purchase  of 
311  acres  the  year  1744  to  his  son  Joseph  Motley, 
Jr.,  of  Amelia  County,  "for  great  good  will",  the 
deed  being  dated  June  4. 

Joseph  Motley,  Jr.,  mar ried  twice .  First, 
Martha,  daughter  of  David  Ellington  of  Amelia 
County,  by  whom  he  had  a  considerable  family 
and  was  a  widower  until  his  older  children  at 
least  were  grown.  In  the  February  Court  of 
Amelia  County,  17  7  0,  he  took  oath  of  office  as 
Captain  of  Militia,  and  it  is  said  he  served  under 
Colonel  Washington. 

(The  certified  copy  of  the  Oath  of  Captain 
Motley  from  Court  Order  Book,  Amelia  County, 
1769-71,  p.  40,  dated  Feb  22,  1770  reads  as 
follows: 

"Joseph  Motley,  Captain  of  Milities,  took 
the  usual  oaths  to  His  Majesty's  person  and  gov¬ 
ernment,  and  subscribed  to  the  oath  of  abjuration 
and  test.  " 
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Pittsylvania  County  Clerk’s  office:  Joseph 
Motley,  Jr.  of  Nottoway  Parish,  Amelia  County, 
purchased  1,  000  acres  of  land  in  Pittsylvania 
County.  This  gives  the  time  he  moved  to  Pittsyl¬ 
vania  County  as  1778,  and  it  is  also  in  the  "History 
of  Pittsylvania  County"  by  Maud  Clement.  ) 

He  moved  to  Pittsylvania  County,  Va.  , 
where  he  was  an  extensive  planter,  and  where  he 
made  his  will  on  Nov.  8,  1804,  and  it  was  pre¬ 

sented  in  court  on  Dec.  15,  1806.  In  this  was 
mentioned  his  children:  Martha  (Stewart),  Obedi¬ 
ence  (Morehead),  Amy  (Carter),  Delilah  (Terry); 
and  reference  to  grandchildren,  among  whom  were 
Joseph  Motley  Tanner,  Joel  Tanner,  and  Asa 
Tanner,  these  later  indicating  a  deceased  daughter 
whose  name  was  Elizabeth  who  married  Floyd 
T  anne  r . 

On  July  2,  1785,  there  is  mention  of  "Joseph 
Motley  of  Pittsylvania  County  and  Elizabeth  (Irby), 
his  wife"  in  Amelia  Land  Book  XVII,  p.  223;  and 
on  May  6,  1780,  "Joseph  Motley  and  Martha,  his 
wife,  of  Amelia  County"  in  Book  15,  p.  369.
